tion ; all burdened, with the Weight of their Con- 
icience; Men of great Numbers, of great Riches, 
(becaufe the Affairs of State have npt lain on them) 
of united Minds (as.aU^Men that .deem themfelves. 
-opprefled, naturally are), with theile I would wil- 
iii^y join all difcontented Peribns, fuch as Want 
and X>i%race keeps lower than they have fet their 
hearts. Such as have refblved wiiat to look far 
sft your Hands ; fiich^ as Cafiar faid, ^labus opus 
• tft hello chiG ; and are of his Mind ; A^alo in 
adequam infoto cadere: Theie be Men io much 
the more to be doubted, becaufe, as they do em- 
brace all Eftates, fo are they, cominonfy, of the 
brave(Vand wakcfuUeft Sort, and that know the 
Advantage of the World inoft.^ This double Rimk 
of People, ho^4ieitJ^ihds h4ye^JKooK),;the Nftrth^ 
ern RebeUi^it,'IaJid:.iilfihite other Pra&ifes have 
well taught you: Which, if it be faid, it did not ^ 
prevail, that is true indeed ; for, if they had pre- 
ira^ed, it were too late noW to deliberate. But, 

at 
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at this prefent, thejr want nothing fo much as a 
Head, who, in cfecl, needs not but to receive, 
their InftruiSions, fince they may do Mifchief 
enough only with his Countenance. Let the Stgnig^ 
nian in Henry the Fourth's Time, Perkin Warheck 
in your Grandfather's ; but of all, the moft lively 
and proper, is that of Lewii the French King's Son 
in Henry the Third's Time, who having at all no 
Shew of Title, yet did he caiife the Nobility, and 
more, to fwear dire£t Fealty and Vaflalage ; and 
they delivered the ftrongeft Holds unto him. I fay, 
let thefe be fufficient to prove, that Occafion gives 
Mind and Scope to ftranger things than ever would 
have been imagined. If then the affeflionate Side 
have their AfFedlions weakened, and the Difcon- 
tented have a Gap .to utter their Diicontent; I think, 
it will feem an ill Preparative for the Patient, 
I mean your Eftate, to a gfeat Sicknefs. 

Now the agent Party, which is Mounfieur^ 
whether he be not apt to work upon the Difad van- 
tage of your Eftate, he is to be judged by his Will 
and Power : his Will to be as full of light Ambi- 
tion as is poflible ; befides the French Difpoiltion, 
and his own Education, his inconftant Attempt a- 
gainft his Brother, his thruiltng himielf into the' 
Low Country Matters, his fometime feeking the 
King of Spmn^s Daughter, fometimes your Majefly, 
are evident Teftimonies of his being carried away 
with every Wind of Hope : taught to love Great- 
nefe any way gotten, and having for the Motion- 
ers and Minifters of the Mind, only fuch young 
Men as have (hewed they think evil Contentment 
a Ground of any Rebellion ; who have feen no Com- 
mon-wealth but in Fadion, and divers of which 
have defiled their Hands in odious Murders. With 
iuch Fancies^ and Favouiites, what is to be hoped 
Vol. I. C . for? 
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for ? Or that he will contain himfelf within the Li- 
mits of your Conditions, fijice in truth it were 
ftrange, that he that cannot be contented to be the 
fecond Perfon in France^ and Heir apparent, fhould 
be content to come to be fecond Perfon, where he 
ihould pretend no way to Sovereignty ? His Power, 
I imagine, is not to be defpifed, fince he is come 
into a Country where the Way of Evil-doing wiB 
be prefented unto hint: where there needs no- 
thing but a Head to draw together all the ill-af- 
feSed Members : himfelf a Prince of great Reve- 
nues, of the moft popular Nation of the World, 
full of Soldiery, and fuch as are ufed to ferve 
without Pay, io as they may have Shew of Spoil ; 
and without queftion mall nave his Brother ready 
to help him, as well fbr old Revenge, as to divert 
him from troubling France^ and to deliver his own 
Country from evil Humours. Neither is King 
Philiph Marriage herein any Example j iince then 
it was between two of one Religion ; fo that he 
in England flood only upon her Strength, and had 
abroad King Henry oi- France j ready to impeach 
any Enterprize he ihould make for his Greatneis 
that way. And yet, what Events Time would have 
brought forth of that Marriage, your moft blefled 
Reign hath made vain all fucn Corifiderations* 
But Things holding in prefent State, I think, I 
may eafily conclude, that your Country, as well 
by long Peace and Fniits of Peace, as by the Poifon 
t)f Divifion (wherewith ^the Faithful Ihall by this 
me^s be wounded, and the contrary enabled) 
is made fit to receive Hurt; and Mmnfteur being 
every way likely to ufe^he Occafions to hurt, there 
can almoft happen no worldly Thing of more immi- 
nent Danger to your Eftate Roy 2. And as to 
your PepfoH, in -the S<Sale^f your Happinefe, what 

Good 
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Kiood tliere may come by it, to balance with the 
Lofe of fo honourable a Conftancy, truly yet I per- 
teive not. I 'will not fhew fo much Malice, as to 
objeft the univerfal Doubt, the Race's Unhealthful- 
nefe; neither will I lay to his Charge the Ague-like 
manner of Proceedings, fomctimes hot and fome- 
«cimes cold in die time of Purfuit, which always 
rightly is moft fervent. And I will temper my 
Speeches from ^ny other unreverend Difgradngs 
of him in particular (though they may be never fo 
true) this only I will fay, that if ne do come hither, 
he muft live here in far meaner Reputation than 
his Mind will well bro(^, having no other Royal- 
tf to countenance himfelf with ; or elfe you muft ' 
•deliver him the Keys of your Kingdom, and live 
at his Difcretion ; or laftly, he muft feparatc. 
^imielf with more Difhonour, and further Difunit- 
ing of Heart, than ever before. Often have I heard 
you with Proteftation fay, no private Plcafure or 
Self-afFeftion could lead you unto it^ but if it be 
both unprofitable for your Kingdom, and unplea- 
fant to you, certainly it were a dear Purchafe of 
Repentance. Nothing can it add unto you, but 
the Blifs of Children, which I confefs were a moft 
tmfpeakable Comfort, flut yet no more appertain- 
ing unto him, dian to any other to whom the 
Height of all good Haps vtrere allotted, to be your 
Hu/band; and therefore 1 may affuredly affirm, 
that what Good foever can follow Marriage, is no 
more his than any body's j but the Evils and Dan- 
gers are peculiarly annexed-to his Perfon and Con- 
dition. For as for the inriching of your Country 
with T reafure^ which cither he hath not, or hath 
othervnfe beftowed it ; or the ftaying of your Ser- 
vants Minds with new Expedtation and lliberality, 
which is more dangerous than fruitful; orthccafme; 

C X of 
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of your^ajcfty of Cares, which is as much as 
to faj\ tlie cafuig of you to be Qujeen and Sove- 
reign ; I think every body perceives this way either 
to be full of Hurt, or void of Help. Now refteth 
to confider, what be the Motives of this fudden 
• Change ; as I have heard you in moft fweet Words 
deliver. Fear of ftanding alone, in refpedl of Fo- 
reign Dealine;s ; and in them from whom you 
. fhould have Refpedt, Doubt of Contempt. Truly 
ilanding alone with good Forefight of Government, 
both in Peace and warlike Defence, is the ho- 
iiourableft Thing that can be to a well eftablifhed 
Monarchy. Thofe Buildings being ever moft ftrong- 
]y durable, which lean to none other, but remain 
from their own Foundation, 

So yet in the Particulars of your Eftate prefent- 
ly, I will not altogether deny, that a true MaJJi- 
nijfa were very fit to countermine the Enterprize of 
mighty Carthage, But how this general Trutli 
/can be applied unto MounJieuTy in truth I perceive 
not. The Wifeft, that have given beft Rules where 
fureft Leagues are to be made, have faid, That it muft 
be between fuch as either vehement Defire of a third 
Thing, or as vehement Fear doth knit their Minds 
together. Defire is counted the weaker Bond 5 
but yet that bound fo many Princes to the Expedi- 
tion of the Holy Land. It united that invincible 
Henry V. and that good Duke of Burgundy ; the 
one defiring to win the Crown of Frame from the 
Dauphin^ the other, defiring to revenge his Fa- 
ther's Murder upon the Dauphin y which both 
tended to one. Thaf coupled Lewis XII. and 
JFerdinando of Spain^ to the Conqueft of Naples. 
Of Fear, there are innumerable Examples. Maun- 
fieur's Defires, and yours j how they fhould meet in 
.public Matters, I think no Oracle can tell ; for, 

as 
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as the Geometriciam fay, that Parallels, becau/e 
they maintain divers Lines, can never join ; fo 
truly, two having in the Beginning contrary Prin- 
ciples, to, bring forth one Dodtrine muft be fomc 
Miracle. He, of the iJ^/w/^ Religion ; and, if he 
be a Man, muft needs have that manlike Proper- 
ty, to deiire that all Men be of his Mind. You, 
Ac Eredor and Defender of the contrar}', and the 
only Sun that dazleth their- Eyes. He, French^ and 
denring to make France great ; your Majefty, Eng- 
lijhj and defiring nothing lefs than that France 
ihould grow great. He, both by his own Fancy, 
and his youthful Governors, embracing all am- 
bitious Hopes, having Alexander's Image in hij& 
Head, but perhaps evil painted. Your Majefty, 
with excellent Virtue, taught what you mould 
hope; and by no lefs Wifdom, what you may 
hope ; with a Council renowned over all Chrifien- 
domy for their* well tempered Minds, having fct 
the utmoft of their Ambition in your Favour, 
and the Study of their Souls in your Safety. 

Fear hath as little Shew of outward Appearance, 
as Reafon, to match you together; for in this 
Eftate he is in, whom fhould he fear ? His Bro- 
ther ? Alas ! his Brother is afraid, fince the King 
of Navarre is to ftep into his Place. Neither can 
his Brother be the fafer by his Fall ; but he may 
be the grreater by his Brother's j whereto whether 
you wilFbe an Accenary, you are to determine. 
The King of Spainy certainly, cannot make war 
upon him, but it muft be upon all the Crown of 
France^ which is no likelihood he will do. Well 
may Mounjieur (as he hath done) feek to inlarge 
the Boun(b of France upon his State ; which like- 
wife, whether it be fafe for you to be a Counte- 
nance to, any other way, may be feen. So that 

C 3. if 
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if neither Defire nor Fear be fuch in him, as ace^ 
to bind any public Faftnefc, it may be faid, that 
the only rortrefs of thfcs your Marriage, is of his 
private AfFe£li<5n \ a Thing too incident to the 
Perfon laying it up in fuch Knots. 

The other Objeftion of Contempt in the Sub- 
jefls, I afTure your Majefty if I had not heard i^ 
proceed out of your Mouth, which of all other I 
do moft dearly reverence, it would as foon (con* 
fidering the rerfeftions both of Body and Mind 
haye fet all Mens Eyes by the Height of your E- 
ftate) have come to the Poflibility of my Imagina- 
tion, if one fhoul.d have told me,, on the contrary 
Side, that the greateft Princes of the World fhould: 
envy the State of fome poor deformed Pilgrim.. 
What is there either within you, or without you>. 
that can poffibly fall into the banger of Contempt,.. 
to whom Fortunes are tried by io long Defcent o£ 
your Royal Anceftors? But our Minds rejoyce 
with the Experience of your inward Virtues, ani 
our Eyes are delighted with the Sig^t of you. But 
becaufe your owa Eyes cannot f^e yourfelf, nei-. 
ther can there be in the World any Example fit 
to blaze you by, I befeech you voucnfafe to weigh, 
the Grounds thereof. 7'he natural Caufes are 
Lengths of Government,, and Uncertainty of Sue- 
ceffion. The Eftefts, as you term them, ap-^ 
pear by cherifliing fome abominable Speeches 
which, (pme Ixellifh Mindp#bave uttered. The 
longer a good Prince r^igneth, it is certain the- 
more he is efteemed. There is no Man ever was 
weary of well-being; and Good increafed to Good,, 
maketh the fame Good both greater and ftronger;. 
for it ufeth Men to know no other Cares, when, 
cither Men are born in the Time, and fo never 
fow other i or h^v.e fpent mueh part of their 

flourifbing 
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llouriflVmg Time, and fo have no Joy to feek o- 
ther. In evil Princes, Abufe growing upon Abufe, 
according to the Nature of Evil^ with tlie Increafc 
of Time, ruins itfelf ; but in fo rare a Govern- 
ment, where Neighbours Fires give us Light to 
fee our Quietnefs, where nothing wants that true 
Adminiftration of Juftice brings forth,, certainly 
the Length of Time rather breeds a Mind to think 
there is no other Life but in it, than that there is 
any Tedioufnefs in fo fruitful a Governn>ent. Ex- 
amplies of good Princes do ever confirm, this, who> 
the longer they lived, the deeper ftill they ftnik 
into the Subjects Hearts. Neither will I trouble 
you with Examples, being fo many and manifeft* 
Ix)ok into your own Eftate ; how willingly they 
grant,' and how dutifully they pay fuch Subfidics as 
you demand of them ; how they are no lefs trou- 
bleibme to your Majefty in certain J^equefts, thari 
they were in the Beginning of your Keign : and 
]K>ur Majei{y fhall; find, jcqu h^ve a. Peoplis more 
than evec devoted tp you. 

As £t>r the Uncertainty of SuQcefton, although 

far aujie o«ir» Pant, I know wejl I have caft the 

utiQoft' Anchor of nt^y Hopes, yet for England % 

Sake I WQiJd not fey any thing againftiu/jh De^r 

termiaaj^Q, } but tfa^i i^icertgiisi Good. 0kpvld bring 

Contempt to a certain Good, I think it is beyond 

all Reach of Reafon: nay becaufe, if there were 

no other Caufe (as there are infinite) common 

Rea/bn and Profit would teach us to hold that 

JeweJ dear, the Lofs of which would bring us to 

we know not what : which likewife is to be faid 

oi your Majefty's Speech of the' Rifing-fun ; a 

Speech firfl ufcd. by Sfylla to Pornpey in jiomey as 

then a populajr Ciity, where indeed Men were to 

ri/e or faU> according to the Flourifti and Breath 
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of a many headed Confufion. But in fo lineaf 
a Monarchy, wherever the Infant fucks the Love of 
their rightful Prince, who would leave the Beams 
of fo fair a Sun, for the dreadful Expeftation of a 
divided Company of Stars? Virtue and Juftice 
are the only Bonds of Peoples Lof^e : and as for 
that Point, many Princes have loft their Crowns, 
^hofe own Children were manifeft Succeffors ; and 
iome, that had their own Children ufed as Inftru- 
ments of their Ruin, Not that I deny the Blifs 
of Children, but only to Ihew Religion and Equity 
to be of themfelves fufficient Stays. Neither 13 
the Love, borne in the Queen your Sifter's 
Days, any Contradi£tion hereunto ; for fhe was 
the Oppreflbr of that Religion which lived in ma- 
ny Mens Hearts, and whereof you are known to 
be the Favourer. By her Lofe, was the moft ex* 
cellent Prince in the World to fucceed ; by your 
Lo(s, all BHndneis ti^ht upon him that fees notour 
Mifery. . LaiUy, and mx^ properly to this Pur- 
pofe, fhe had i^ade an odious IVlarriage with a 
Stran6;er; (which is now in queftion whether 
your Majefty fhould do or no) (b that if your Sub- 
je£b do at this time, look for any After-chance^ 
it is but as the Pilot doth to the Ship-boat, if his Ship 
ihould periih ; driven by Extremi^ to the one ; 
but, as long as he can with his Life, tendring the 
Other. And this I fay, not only for the lively 
Parts that be in you, but even for their own Sakes, 
fince they muft needs fee what 7 empefts threaten 
them. 

The laft Proof of this Contempt fhould be the 
venomous Matter certain Men impoftumed with 
Wickednefs fhould utter againft you. Certainly 
not to be evil fpoken of, neither Chrift's Holinefs, 
nor Cafar^s Might, could ever prevent or warrant ; 

there 
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tV\ere being for that no other Rule, thanfo to do, 
as that they may not juftly fay Evil of you ; 
vAuch whether your Msyefty have not done, I 
leave it in you, to the Sincerenefs of your own 
Confcience, and Wifdom of your Judgment in the 
World, to your moft manifeft Fruits and Fame 
through Europe. Auguftus was told, that Men fpoke 
of him much Hurt ; ** It is no matter, faid he, fo 
*' long as they cannot do much Hurt." And laftly, 
Charles V. to one that told him, Le Hollancbur 
parlent mal^ mais tl% patient bien ; anfwered Le, I 
might make a Scholar-like Reckoning of many fuch 
Examples. It fufficeth, that thefe great Princes 
knew well enough upon what Ways they flew, 
and cared little for the Barking of a few Curs.* 
And truly in the Behalf your SuQefts, I durft with 
my Blood anfwer it, that there was never Mo- 
narch held in more precious Reckoning, of her 
People ; and before God, how can it be other- 
*wife ? For my own Part, when I hear fome loft 
Wretch hath defiled fuch a Name with his Mouth, 
I confider the right Name of Bla(J)hemy, whofe 
unbridled Soul doth delight to deprave that which 
is accounted generally moft High and Holy. No, 
no, moft excellent Lady, do npt ra^e out the Im- 
preffion you have made in fuch a Multitude of 
Hearts, and let not the Scum of fuch vile Minds 
bear any Withefs againft your Subjefts Devotions ; 
which, to proceed one Point further, if it were 
otherwi/e, could little be helped, but rather nou- 
rished, and in effeit begun by this. The only 
means of avoiding Contempt, are Love and Fear : 
Love as you ha^e by divers means fent into the 
Depth of their Souls ; fo if any thing can ftain fo' 
tru9 a Form, it muft be the trimming your- 
l^^ not in y^Uf Qwn Lifcenefs, but in new Co- 

C 5 lours 
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lours- i*ntb theia. Their Fear by him cannot be rn-- 
creafed without Appearance of French Forces, the 
manifeft Death of your Eftate ; but well may it'* 
agaiuft him bear that Face, which, as the tragic- 
S^eneca faith, Metus in author em reditu as becaufe- 
both in Will and Power he is fike enough to dt> 
Harm. Since then it is dangerous for your State,- 
.as well becaufe by inward WeaknelS (principally 
caufed by Divifion) it is fit to receive Harm ; fince 
to your Perfon it can- no way be comfortable, yoa-- 
not defiring Marriage; and neither to Perfon nor 
State be is to bring any more Good than any body>; 
but inore Evil he may j fince the Caufes that flK>ukl' 
drive you to this, are either Fears of that whichf* 
cannot happen,, or by this means cannot be pre- 
vented ; I do with mofl; humble Heart fay unto 
your Majefty (having afTayed this dangerous Help) 
tor your Itanding albne, you iituft take it for a fin-- 
gular Honour God hath done you, to be indeed 
t^ie only Protestor of his Church; and yet in 
worldly Refpefb your Kingdom very fufficient fo 
to do, if you make that Religion upon which you- 
iland, to cany the only Strength ; and have aboardr^ 
thofc that ftill maintain the fame Courie, who,, 
as long as they may be keptfrom utter falling, your 
Majefty is fure enough from your mightieft 
Enemies. 

As for this Man, as long as he is bat Mounjieur 
in Might, and a Papift in Profeffion, he neither 
can nor will greatly (hield you ; and if he grovi^' 
fo be Kin?, his Defence will be like Ajax^s Shidd,, 
which rather weighed down, than defended thofe 
that bore it. Againft Contempt, if there be any, 
ivhich I will never Relieve, let your excet 
knt Virtues of Piety, Juftice, and Liberality daOv 
(if it be poffible^ more and more) ihine^ Let fuch 

particular 
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particular A£Hons be found out (which be cafy as 
I think to be done) by which you may gratify all 
tl^ Hearts of your People. Let thofe in whom 
you find Truft> and to whom you have committed 
Truft in your weigl^ty Affairs, be heJd up in the 
Eyes of your Subjedb. LaiUy, d6ing as you do, 
you fliall be as you be, the Example of rrinces^^ 
the Ornament of this Age, the Comfort of the 
Afflided, the Delight of your People, the moft 
excellent Fruit of your Progenitors, and the per- 
fect Mirror of your Pofterity.

S I iJ, • 

]\ Have fent you now your Patent, of Creation oJF 
^ Lord Bktchly of BieUhfy^ and of Vifcount Fi% 
Iters. BleUhUy is your own, and I liked the Sound 
of the Name better than Whaddsn \ but the Name 
will be hid, for you will be called Vifcount ViUiers. 
I have put them in a Patent, after the Manner of 
^e Patent for Earls, where baronies are joined; 
but the chief Reafon was, becaufe I would avoid 
double Prefaces, which had not been fit ; never- 
theJe/s the Ceremony of Robing and otherwife 
muft be double. 

And now> becaufe lam in the Country, I will 
fend you fome of my Country Fruits, which with 
me are good Meditations ; which, when I am in 
th^ City, are choked with fiufmefs. 

After 
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After that the King Ihall have watered your new" 
Dignities with the Bounty of the Lands which he 
intends you, and that fome other things concern- 
ing your Means, which are now likewife in Inten- 
tion, fhall be fettled upon you ; I do not fee, but 
you may think your private Fortunes eftablifhed f 
and therefore it is now time that you (hould refer 
your A£lions to the Good of your Sovereign and 
your Country. It is the Life of an Ox or Beaft . 
always to eaJt, and never exercife; but Men are 
born (efpecially Chriftian Men^ not to cramb in- - 
their Fortunes, but to exercife their Virtues ; and 
yet the other hath not been the unworthy, and 
(thanks be to God) fometimesthe luikicky Humour 
of great Perfons in our Times. Neither will youB 
Fortune be the further off; for aflure yourfelf, that 
Fortune is of a Woman's Nature, and will fooner 
follow by Slighting, than by too much Wooing. 
And in this Dedication of yourfelf to^e Public, 
I recommend unto you principally, thW which, I 
Aink, was never done fmce I was bornj and* 
which, becaufe it is not done, hath bred almoft 
a Wilderness and Solitude in the King's Service ; 
which is, that you countenance, and encourage,, 
and advance, able Men, in all Kinds, Degrees and 
Profeflions. For in the time of the Cicils^ the 
Father and the Son, able Men wer»^ by Defign 
and of Purpofe fupprefled; and though of late. 
Choice goeth better, both in Church and Com- 
monwealth, yet Money, and Turn-ferving, and 
cunning Canvafles, and Importunity, prevail 
too much. And, in Places of Moment, rather 
make able and honeft Men yours, than advance 
thpfe that are otherwife, becaufe they are yours. 
As for cunning and corrupt Men, you muft (L 
luiow) fometime^ ufe thep 5 but keep them at a 

diftance^ 
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diftance ; and let it appear rather, that you make 
ufe of them, than that they lead you. Above ail, 
depend wholly (next unto Grod) upon the King, 
and be ruled (as hitherto you have been) by his- 
Inftru£lions; for thafis beft for yourfelf. For the 
King's Care and Thoughts for you, are according 
to the Thoughts of a great King ; whereas your 
Thoughts concerning yourfelf, are, and ought to 
be, according to the Thoughts of a modeft Man.. 
But let me not weary you; the Sum is, that you 
think Goodnefs the beft Part of Greatnefs ; and 
that you remember whence your Rifing comes, and 
make Return accordingly^ God keep you.

T Thought beft once for all to let you know in 
"■- Plainnefs what I find of you, and what you 
fhall find of me.

Since the time 
I mif&d the Solicitor's Place, the rather I think, 
by your means, I cannot expe<^ that you and

So as I am 
more free than ever I was from any Occafion of

Happy is that Man therefore, 
both in regard of heavenly and earthly Wifdom, 
that is thus wounded, to be cured; thus broken, 
to be made ftraight >> thus made acquainted with 
bis own ImperfeSions, that, he may be perfe£tedr 
Suppofing this to be the time of your Affliction, 
diat which! have propounded to myfetf is, by tak-^ 
uigthis feaibnable Advantage,- like a true Friend 
(^though far unworthy to to counted fo) to ihew 
you your true Sh^)e in a. Qafs,. and dlat not in a^ 
ftlfe one to flatter you, nor yet in one that ihould 
make you feem worfe than you are, and fo oifend 
you \ but in one, made by the ReflefHon of your 
own W^ordd and Actions, fron^whofe Light pro- 
ceeds the Voice of the People^ which is often not 

unfitly 
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unfitly called the Voice of God. But therein (fince 
I purpofed a Truth) I muft intreat liberty to be 
plain, a Liberty at this time I know not whether 
or no I may ute fafely ; I am fure at other times I 
could not : yet of t;his refolve yourfelf, it proceed- 
eth from Love, and a true Defire to do^you good i 
that you, knowing the general Opinion, may not 
altogether neglect or contemn it, but mend what 
you find amifs in yourfelf, and retain what your 
Judgment fliall approve ; for to this end fhall Truth 
be delivered as naked as if yourfelf were to be ana^ 
tomized by the Hand of Opinion, All Men can 
fee their own Profit; that Part of the Wallet hangs • 
before. A true Friend (whofe worthy Office I 
would perform, fince I fear both yourfelf and all 
great Men want fuch, being themfelves true Friends 
to few or none) is firft to fliew the other, and* 
which i^ from your Eyes. 

Firft therefore behold your Errors. In Difcourfe 
you delight to fpeak too much, not to hear other 
Men ; this fome fay becomes a Pleader, not a Judge. 
For by this fometimes your Affe£Uons are intang- 
led with a Love of your own Arguments, though 
they be the weaker ; and rejeSing of tliofe,. which 
when your AfFeftions, were fetled, your own Judg- 
ment would allow for ftrongeft. Thus while you 
fpeak in your own Element, the Law, no Man 
ordinarily equals you j but when you wander (as 
you often delight to do) you then wander indeed, 
and give never fuch Satisfaction as the curious 
Time requures. This is not caufed by any natural 
Defe£l:, but firft for want of Election, when you, 
having a large and fruitful Mind, ihould not fo 
much labour what to fpeak, as to find what to 
leave unfpoken, Ri^h Soils are often to be weed- 
ed. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, you cloy your Auditory, when yoa 
would be obferved. Speech muft either be Iweet or 
fliort. 

Thirdly, you converfe with Books, not Men, 
and Books fpecially Humane, and have no excellent 
Choice with ' Men, who are the beft Books : for 
a Man of Aftion and Imployment you feldom 
converfe with, and then but with your Underlings ; 
not freely, but as a Schoolraafter with his Scholars, 
ever to teach, never to learn. But if fometimes 
you would in your familiar Difcourfe hear others, 
and make ele6tion of fuch as- know what they 
fpeak, you fliould kno.wmany of thefe Tales you 
tell to be but ordinary, and many other things 
which you delight to repeat, and ferve in for No- 
velties, to be but ftalc. As in your Pleadings you 
were wont to infult over ^ifery, and to inveigh 
bitterly at the Perfons (which bred you many 
Enemies whofe Poiibn yet fweB'eth, and the Ef- 
fects, now appear,) fo are you ftill wont to be a lit- 
tle carelefs in this Point to praife or difpraife upon 
flight Grounds, and that ibmetimes untruly, (o 
that your Reproofs or Commendations are for the 
moft part, ne^eded and contemned; when the 
Cenfure of a Judge (coming flow but iitre) fliould 
be a Brand to the Guilty^ and a Crown to the 
Virtuous. You will jeft a Maft in Public, 
without reipeft to the Perfon*s Dignity, or your 
own. This difgracetb your Gravity more than it 
can advance the Opinion of your Wit ; and fo do 
all ASions which we fee you do diredlly with a' 
Touch of Vain-glory, having no Refpea: to the 
true End. You make the Law to lean too much 
to your Opinion, whereby you fhew yourfelf to be 
a, legal Tyrant, ftriking with that Weapon where 
you pleafe, fince you are able to turn the Edge any 

* way. 
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way. For thus the wife Mafter of the Law giVef 
warning to young Students, that they ihould be 
waryy left while they hope to be inftru<fted by 
yo|ir Integrity and Knowkdge, they fliould be de- 
ceived with your Skill, armed with Authori^,. 
Your too much Love of the World is too much 
feen, when having the Living of loooo/. you re- 
lieve few or none. The Hand that hath taken /b 
much, can it give fo little? Herein yea fbew no 
fiowels of Companion^, as if you thought all too 
little for yourfelf v or that God had given you all 
that you have (if you think Wealth to be his Gift,. 
I mean that you get well, for I know fUre the 
ceft is not) only to that End you fliould ftill gather 
more,, and never be fatisfiec, but try how muchr 
you could gather, to account for all at the great 

- and general Audit-day. We defire you to amend 
this, and let your poor Tenants in Norfolk find 
fome Comfort, where nothing of your Eftate is 
^ent towards their Relief, but all brou^t up. hi-* 
^er, to the impoverifhin^ of your Country. 

In your laft, which might have been your befl 
piece of Service to the State, afie^oned to follow 
that old Rule which giveth Juftice leaden He^l$ 
zn^ iron. Hands, you Ofed too many Delays, till 
theDelinquent's Hands v/ereloofed,andyou^ bound* 
In that Work you feemed another rabius ; here 
the Humour of Marcellm would have done belter. 
What needed you have fought more Evidences 
than enough ? while you pretended the finding outr 
of more (milling your aim) you difcredited what 

.you had found. This heft. JudgmerUs. think, 
though you never ufed fucb Speeches as are father^ 
ed upon you, yet you might well have done it, 
and but righly : for this Crime wasfecond to non^ 
but the Powder-plot j That would have blown up 

all.

aD at one 3loiv ;. a merciful Cruelty ; This would 

have done the fame by degrees ; a linsring, but a. 

fiire way : one might by one be called out, till all 

Oppofers had been removed. Befides, that other. 

Plot was fcandalous to Rorruy making Popery 

odious in the Sight of the whole World : This has^ 

been fcandalous to the Truth of the whole Gofpel ; 

and -fince ^e firft Nullity to this Inftant, when 

Juftice hath her Hands bound,, the Devil couldnot 

have invented a more mifchievous Pradice to our 

State and Church, than this hath, been^i. is, and \St 

like to be. God avert, the Evil. - 

But herein you committed another Fault, that 
you were too open> in your Proceedings, and fa 
taught them whereby to defend themfelves ; fo 
you gave them time to undermine Juftice,- and to 
work upon all Advantages both of AiFe£lions and 
Honour,andOpportunitv,andBreachofFricndfliip,. 
which they have fo well /oUowed, fparing neither 
' Pains nor Coft, that it almoft feemeth an Offence 
in you to have done fo muchindced^ than that you 
bave done no more. You ftopt the Confeffions and 
Accufations of fbme,. who perhs^s had they been 
fujSered, would have fpqken enough to have re- 
moved fome Stumbling-blocka out of your way j 
and that you did not this, in the Favour of any 
one,, but of I know not what prefent unadvifed 
Humours,, fiippofmg enou^ behind to difcover all,, 
whichi fell: not out &. Howfoever,. as the Apoftle. 
laith in another Cafe^ you went not rightly to the 
Truth, and therefore though you were to be com- 
mended for what you did> yet you were to be re- 
prehended for many Circurnftances in the doing-, 
and doubtlefs God hath an Eye in this Crofs to 
your Negligence,, and the Briers are left to bq 
Pricks in your Sides,, and Thornsiin your Eyes. 

But- 
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But that which we commend you for, are thofe 
excellent Parts of Nature, and Knowledge in the 
Law, which you are indued withal; but thefe 
are only good in their good Ufe. Wlierefore we 
thank you heartily for ftandingftoutly in the Com- 
monwealth's Behalf, hoping it proceeJeth not 
from a Difpofition to* oppofe Greatnefs (asyour 
Enemies fay) but to do juftice, and deliver Truth 
indifferently, without refped of Perfons ; and in thii 
we pray for your Profperity, and are forty that 
your good A£Hons fhould not always fucceed hap- 
pily. But in the Carriage of this, you were faulty; 
for you took it in hand in an evil Time, both in 
refpeft of the prefent Bufinefs which it interrupted^ 
and in regard of his prefent Sicknefs whom it con- 
cerned : whereby you difunited your Strength, and 
made a Gap for the Enemies to pafs out at, and to 
return and affault you. 

But now, fince the Cafe fo ftandeth, wc defire 
you to give way to Power, and fo to fight, that 
you be not utterly broken, but refervcd intirely to 
lervethe Commonwealdi again, and do what Good 
you can^ fince you cannot do all the Good you 
would. And fince you are fallen upon this Rock, 
caft out the Goods to fave the Bottom ; ftop the 
Leaks, and make towards Land; learn of die 
Steward to make Friends of the unrighteous 
Mammon. Thofe Spamards in Mexico who were 
chafed of the Indians^ tell us what to do with our 
Goc;ds in our Extremities ; they being to pafe over 
a River in their Flight, as many as caft away their 
Gold fwam over fafe ; but fome more covetous, 
keeping their Gold, were either drowned with it, 
or overtaken and flain by the Savages. You have 
received, now learn to giye. The Beaver learns 
us this LefTon, who being hunted for bis Stones, 

bites 
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^ites them off: You cannot but have much of 
your Eftate (pardon my Plainnefe) ill got. Think - 
how much of that you never fpake for: how 
■much, by fpeaktng unjuftly, or in unjuft Cauies. 
Account it then a filelling of God, if thus it may 
be laid out for your Good, and not Irft for your 
Heir to haften the » wafting of much of the reft, 
perhaps of all ; for fo we fee God oftentimes pro- 
ceeds in Judgment with many hafty Gatherers. 
You have enough to fpare, being well laid, to 
turn the Tide, and fetch all things again. But 
if you efcape (I fuppofe it worthy of an i^ ) fince 
you know the old Ufe, that none called in que* 
ftion, muft go away uncenfured : yet confider, 
that Accufetions make Wounds, and leav^ Scars ; 
and though you fee your Tail behind your Back, 
yourfelf free, and the Covert before ; yet remem- 
ber there are Stands. Truft not to reconciled Ene- 
mies, but think the Peace is but tor fecure you for 
further Advantage. Exped a fecond and a >third 
Encounter ; the main Battle, the Wings are yet 
unbroken ; they may charge you. at an Inftant, or 
Death before them. Walk therefore circumfpeftly ; 
and if at length by means of our good Endeavours 
and yours, atou recover the Favour that you have 
IoH ; give God the Glory in A£lion, not in Words 
only J and remember us with Senfe of yoiu: paft 
Misfortune, Whofe Eftate hath, doth, and may 
hereafter lie in the Power of your Breath. There 
is a great Mercy in Difpatch. Delays are Tor- 
tures wherewith we are by degrees rent out of 
our Eftates. Do not you (if you be reftored) as 
/ome others do, fly, from the Service of Virtue 
to ferve the Time, as if they repented their Good- 
nefc, or meant not to make a fecond Jiazard in 
God's Houfe* But rather let this Crofs make you 

zealous 
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Eealous in God's Caufe, fenfible in ours, and more 
tfenfiUe in all, which cxprefs thus. You have 
4)cen a great Enemy to Papifts; if you love God, 
j)e fo ftul, but more indeed than heretofore : far 
much of your Zeal was heretofore wafted m 
Words. Call to remembrance that they were the 
Perfons that prophefied of that Crofs of yours long 
before it happened 5 they faw the Storm coming, 
htm^ the principal Contrivers and Furtherers of 
the Plot ; the Men that blew the Coals, heat the 
Iron,' and made all things ready \ they owe you a 
good turn, and will, if thw can, pay it you. You 
fee their Hearts -by their Deeds j prove then your 
Faith fo too. The beft good Work you can do, 
is to do the beft you can againft them, that is, to 
fee the Law feverely, juftly, and dUIgently exe- 
cuted. And now we befeech you, my Lord, be 
fenfible both of the Stroke, and Hand that ftrik- 
rth. Learn of David to leave Shimeij and caH 
upon God ; he hath fome great Work to do, and 
he prepareth you for it ; he would neither have 
you faint, nor yet bear this Crofs with a Stoical 
Refolution. There is a Chriftian Mediocrity 
worthy of your Greatnefs. I muft be plain, per- 
liaps raih. Had fome Notes which you have taken 
at Sermons, been written in your Heart to prac- 
ttfe, this Work had been done long ago, without 
the Envy of your Enemies : But when we will 
not.mind ourfelves, God (if we belong to him) 
takes us in hand ; and becaufe he feeth that -we 
have unbridled Stomachs, therefore he fends out- 
ward Crofies, which, ^i^e theycauie us to mourn, 
do comfort us ; being aftured Teftimonies of his 
Love that fends them. To humble ourfelves there- 
fore before God, ts the Part of a Chriftian ^ but 
for the World and our Enemies, the Counfel of 

the 
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Ac Poet is apt ; Tune cede ma/is^ fed contra auden- 
4ior ito. 

The laft Part of this Counfel you forget, yet 
none need be afliamed to malce ufe of it ; that Co 
being aimed againft CaTualties, you may fland 
£rm ag^nft the Ailaults on the Kight-hand and 
on the Left. For this is certain ; the Mind that is 
moft prone to be puft up with Profperity, is moft 
weak, and apt to be dejedled with the leaft PufF of 
Adverfity. Indeed (he is flrong enough to make 
jin able Man ftagger, ftriking terrible Blows ; but 
true Chriftian Wifdom gives us Armour of Pro^rf 
againft all Aflaults, and teacheth us in all Eftates 
to be content. For though flie caufe ourtrueft 
Friends to declare themfelves our Enemies, though 
Ihe give Heart then to the moft cowardly to ftrike 
us, though an Hour's Continuance countervail an 
Age of Profperity, though ihe caft in our Difh all 
that ever we have done ; yet hath ihe no Power 
to hurt the Humble and Wife, but only to break 
fuch as too much Profperi^ hath jnade ftifFin their 
own Thou^ts, but weak indeed and fitted for 
renewing, when the Wife rather gather from 
thence Profit and Wildom by the Example of Da* 
vid^ who faid. Before I was chajiifed I went 
wrong* Now then, he that knoweth the right 
Way, will look better to his Footing. Cardan 
faith, " That Weeping, Fafting, and Sighing, are 
*' the chief ptirgers of Griefs." Indeed naturally 
they help to diwage Sorrow; but God in this 
Cafe is the only and beft Phyfician. The Means 
he hath ordained are the Advice of Friends, the 
Amendment of ourfelves : for Amendment is 
both Phyiidan and Cure* For Friends, although 
your Lordihip be fcant, yet I hope you are not 
altc^etber d^itutcj if you be, do out look on 

gpod 
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good Books, they are true Friends, that will nei*- 
ther flatter nor diffemble ; be you but true to 
yourfelf, applying what they teach unto the 
Party grieved, and* you fhall need no other Com- 
fort nor Counfel. To them, and to God's Holy 
Spirit directing you in the reading of them, I com- 
mend your Lordfliip, befecching him to Tend you 
si good Iflue out of thefe Troubles, and from 
henceforth to work a Reformation in all that is 
amifs, and a refolute Perfeverance, Proceeding, 
and Growth in all that is good, and that for his 
Glory, the bettering of yourfelf, this Church and 
Commonwealth, whofe faithful Servant whilfl: 
you remain, I remain a faithful Servant to you.

Union, until the time that I was,, by this lafl: 
Parliament, , chofen by both- Houfes for their 
Meflenger to your Majefty in the Petition of Re- 
ligion (which two were my firft and laft Services) 
I was evermore fo happy as to have my poor 
JSefvices gradoufly accepted by your Majefty, 
and likewife not to have had any of them mi/carry 
in my Hands f neither of which Points I can any^^ 
wife take to mylelf, but afcribe the former to 
your Majefly's Goodnefs,.'and the latter to your 
prudent Dire£lions, which I was ever careful to 
have and keep.

And indeed^ if it may pleafe 3rour Majeftyt 
this Thenie of my Mifery is (b plentiful, as it 
need not be coupled with any thing elfe. I have • 
l^n Somebody by your Majefty's Hngular and 
vndelerved FavT^ur, even the prime Officer of 
your Kingdom* Your Majefty's Arm hath often 
been laid over mine in Council^ when you pre* . 
fided at the Table; fonear was I! I have borne 
your Majefty^s Image in Metal, much more in my 
Heart* * I was never, in nineteen Ye^rs Service, 
chidden by your Majefty ; but, contrariwife, of* 
ten overjoyed when your Majefty woyld fometimcs 
fay, I was a good Huiband for you, thpugh nope 
for myfelf; fometimes.

On JVednefdc^ laft, the 7th prefent, the Sultan, 
according to his obftinat Purpofe, fending over his 
Pauiliotts, the Soldiours ro(€;» both Janizaries and 
Spahees, and iirft fiaid the Tents, and then 
-i>rake into the Courts of the Seraglio with infinite 
Tufiittky demanding of the Emperour not to 
firoceed, and to deliuer the great YvLiti^ilautr 
Bafla, and the Hoia the Tutor, the Caflariaga, 
•the chiefe Eunuch-keeper of the Women, the 
T'efterdar, the Treafurer, and fome others, as 
'priuy and confendng to thb Votage, which would 
^as they pietended^ ileftrc^ the Empire. The 
Xing piomifed, but .delayed, and attempted to 
'Conuey diem, and fome Trealiire, to ]^fta Side ; 
i>ut they preuented him, and kept Guard all that 
Day, only facking the Houfe of the Hoia. The 
King, in the meane tyme, made fome Showe of 
.defining Jiis PaUace. The next Morning, the 
Fury encreafin^, they demanded thofe Officers, or 
ciUe they wx>ula carue iheir owne Juftice ; fo that 
he for the pcefcnt was forced io hyde himfelf ^^ 
and then tsdune Oath among themfelves, not to 
^ifle the Kin^ Houiie, they entered in, and by 
Menaces found the Vizier and Cafiariaga hidden, 
whom the^ prefemly cutt in /pieces ; and fo feek* 
ing the Emperour^ not able to finde him, nor 
ibrce any to tell where he had conueyed himfelf, 
they erved out, they muft haue a King \ and then 
^^QBdAocd for Sultan Muftafa^ Uncle to Ofinan^ 

by 
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\yy \&xi tlepefed, be^g a foft^fpirited ]M&n, and 
to i^eake modeftl^r, of no great Witt ; who bee* 
ifig found vti a Vault (where the King had putt 
him fince the Begmning of the Rebellion) halfe* 
fiarued, they tooke i^, and fett him on die' 
Throne, and prqclayn^ him Emporour, t^dng 
him out of that Seraglio, and canyeing him to 
;atiodier. Ofman aniazed with thefe Newes, iirft 
pra£lized the Woemen, whither he wias 'conoey-i- 
cd, to murther him, and here beganne ia the 
Ni^t a newe Uproiie. The Soldiours refcued 
him, and toc^e htm to their pwiie Golledge halfe 
dead. Thus a Man defpiied^ Jidbed, taken from 
a Pitt, at iirft cmly begging a Icttle Water, was in 
^ Moment made one of the greateft Monarchs in 
4he World. . The Depofed, not yet in Drfperai- 
tion, the fame N%ht dealt with the Aga of the 
Jantsaries, and one Jfuzavn fiafla. Vizier in the 
Warrs of Poland, to affift him, promifing the 
Soldiours great Beneuolence« Th^counilell him, 
in diis Extfemfty, to goe pat •tof'die nxutnied 
Troops to offer his Laiges, arid toiee if he could 
tnove them t6 ainyCompsffian:; wfakh/h^did, 
with them, and lews others accompanied. When 
he came ib vnleoked for, they.hiid 'hold on htm^ 
as he wa^ pleading his own Gauie. The Agp.of 
the Janizaries, 2mi'Huzein Baifia, butt-fecnrihg to 
perfwade far him, were inftantly tsvtt in pieces. 
Then the pocxre Ofimn tcieyke a Clothe, and 
couered his face, expe6&ig Deaths' Mit tliey 
, fet him vpon a Horfe, and fent him inAantiy to 
the feaven Towers vnder good Gaaord, and euer 
fmce have beneymployed in theSadcof thofe 
Houfes, with whofe Mafters 'they had amy Quar- 
rel as yll Mi^ifters, ^ahd liatie* torched nothing 
. «lfe. At Ihia Inftant I am axittif<kl>cihat^*^iiiewe 

great 
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great Vizier Daout BaiTa, by the Command of the 
newe Emperour, hath ftrangled Ofman^ feiit to 
Prifon butt fower Howcrs agoe : the firft Em- 
perour that ever they laid violent Hands on ; a 
fatall Signe, I think, of their Declynation. 

I cannot dticourfe at this prefent, hauing but 
one Hdwer allowed mee to write by the Venetian 
Baile, and all not yet appeafed. But I would not his 
Majeftie ihould recciue yt from another Ha^d ; 
therefore you wil be pleafed to prefeht, and to ac- 
cept ns geftas^ in this Hurly-burly. I have Know-' 
ledge of all the Ground of this Builnefs, and the 
Pradizc of the great Vizier, now ilayne, to al- 
ter the whole Frame of Gouertsnent of this Em- 
pire; abraue and wife Plott, if yt hath taken 
EiFedl; which had either made him Monarch of 
the World, or vt^olly lorne and diiTolued it. But 
God hath his Hand and Power in thefe things a- 
bove our reach j^and I will fend your Honor the 
Story of this, wherein you fliall fee ftraunge 
^ings propofed, and now confounded. And 
this is the third Day firtce thefe Troubles be- 
^anne, and I hope wil be the laft, though I fu- 
fpc<ft a*Warre- to enfue, of which I will advife 
your Honor in tyme.

Hlghu Honor ahle. 

THE former is a Copy of myne, fent you 
the laft Weeke^ written in haftc, 'and while 
Voi^. I. E we 
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we were vnquiett, and not free fromFeare; for 
the Subftance, it is all tme, only fome Difference 
in the manner of no Moment, which I muft then 
take as I could gett yt from Report. But I will 
in few Dayes trouble you with the whole and large 
Difcourfe, which I think is one of the rareft and 
ftrangeft Stories, both for the Defigne and Con- 
fufion thereof,- and for the great Alterations fol- 
lowing, and Waies opened to greater, that this 
Age, or many former haue produced. In the 
meane while, to giue your Honor a Longing to 
know more, I will for this time touch the Pro- 
ie<3:, and fome fewe Obferuations vpon it, and 
4hen conclude with myne own Bufinefs. Firft, 
your Honor muft knowe, that this laft Emper- 
pur, Ofman, was a Youth of a great and haughty 
Spiritt, very couragious, and a mortall hater of the 
Chriftians ; enuious of the Glory of bis Auncef- 
tors, hauing defigned great Things ; and ambiti- 
ous to aduance his Name higher than any of theirs. 
His firft Enterprife was that oiPoland^ which hee 
vndertook of his owne Head, againft the liking 
both of Viziers and Soldiours, who in a Monar- 
chy, grown to Riches and Hight, declyned from 
her antient Difciplyne by Eafe and Wealth, and 
perhaps, bngadormnatione inertesj are euer corrupt 
and lazy. This Aftion he thought fo eafy, as 
that he had difpofed of the Diftribution of his 
Conqueft, and djuided the live Lyon's Skynne. 
Being met vpon the Borders with a poore Army, 
in comparifon, he was firft (as I enformed you) 
worfted at Chotyuj fo that he was fayne to leaue 
yt vntaken. Then,* when he would haue forced 
the Trenches of the Chancellor, to haue advanc- 
ed into a playn Country, he could heuer procure 
his Jauiz^ies to fight 9 though engaging his Fer- 

fon, 
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fon, once or twice, beyond the Regarde'rf bis 
Quality; and in Conclufion was compelled to 
rife ihamefully, and to treat vpon eafy Condi- 
tions ; and, to faue liis Honor, was very gladd, 
by my comming, of that Pretence to msrice % 
Peace (which yet depends) vntifl-hee had cxe- 
^nited his deepe conceiued Councells* For this 
Diigrace, he tobke fo rooted an Indignation a- 
gainft the JaniTiaries, and fo iuftly, that he often 
oomplayned, he was no King that was fubjeft to 
the Infolencey of his owne Slaues, vpon whom 
he fpent his Treafures ; and yet tjiey would neir 
ther fight in Warre, nor i>e content in Peace, 
with(3ut exading Bounties. Delauir BafTa Vizier, 
a Man of great Witt and Courage, and called 
from the Eaftern Parts to this A£lton, who came 
in a braue and fouldiourly Equipage dboue all his 
Captaines, was fodainly made great Vizier, the 
former beeing in the fame Difgrace common with • 
the Soldiours, though not in the Fault. This 
Man was neuer bredd here, but had liued in*^ 
Adion for many Yeares, and fo had no Faftion 
nor Dependence in Court, but flood vpon him- 
fclfe ; and beeing now, vnlooked for, advanced tc^ 
tliis high Dignity, he wrought vpon the KingV 
Difcontent, and nourifhed yt ; and in Conclufion 
told him. It was true, he was no Emperour, nor 
could bee, whHc the Janizaries had the Power 
which they had lately vfurped. That they were 
corrupted from their anrient Inftitution, and were" 
lazy Cowards, vnworthy of Bread* But if he 
would follow his Advice, he could prouide him a, 
newe Soldioury about Damafcus^ and fron\ the 
Coords, of .Men, euer bread in the frontire 
Warre, and of gresrt Courage ; and that of them 
keibould ered a newe Militia, that ibould wholly 

£ 2 depend' 
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depend of him only, enterteyiiing forty thoufand 
in Pay, which fhoul^ allv/ay be his Guard. That 
euery Beglerbegh, in his Goucrment, fliould trayne 
fome of die Inhabitants, who, in all Occafions of 
^making a great Army, fhould be in readynes ; 
^nd hereby -he fliould fpare infinite Treafure, and 
fecure his £ftate, eaten and in danger by thefe 
*Drones j and be able, with Men of new Spiritts, 
■to doe greater Matters then any of his Auncef- 
tprs. The King, pJeafed with this Councell, 
;aue all to the Vizier's Dire(5lion, who was a true 
>ldiour, and a very wife Man, able, by liis Cre- 
tlitt in Jijia^ to performe this and more ; for he 
was exceedii^ly beloued in thofe Parts, very rich, 
-and had kept Damafcm for himfelfe in the Jaft 
Rebellion, Upon this Conclufion betweene them, 
he fent his Letters to his Friends, and prouided 
ten thoufand thereabouts, and ten thuufand 
from the Coords, all upon' pretence of invading 
iPerJia ; and had caufed the £mir de Saida tq raife 
t>venty thoufand, which was called a Reuolt, 
hut was indeed in ayd of the King's Purpofes, 
who pretended to goe priuately to Mecba ; but 
his End was to meete thofe Soldiours, and to ftay a 
Yeare at Darnafcusj vntill he had regulated his new 
Army, and then to retorne to ConJianUnopky and 
root out and diffolue all the Chambers of the 
Janizaries, and caft the Spahees and, Timariotts, 
and to exauciorate all their Captaynes., who eate 
vp his Country. And hauing thus .fettled aH 
things iiere., he then refolue^ Avith his new 
.Soldiours, to attempt the Recouery of his- Hoiior 
in Chrijiendome .; in the meaae tyme to hold all 
good Friendfhipp and Con:efpondence there in all 
Parts. Cer^nly this was a braue and wcll- 
grouiidcd Dc%ne, imd of gr^t Confequeqce for 

the 
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the retiew^ing of this decayed Empire,* if God had 
not deftroyea it ; for it is very true, the Turkijh 
Emperour is now but the Janizaries Treafurer. 
If this Proicft had taken place, God Icnowes 
what Euents it might have produced by a Civill 
Warre ; for doubtlcfle the Soldioury here would 
haue fett upp a new Kin^, and ma\^nteyned him 
as they could, and this European rart had bens 
tome away by the Divificn j befides Delauir Baffa, 
hauing the King in his Pofleflion, and the Trea- 
fure and his own Authority fo greate, and his In- 
clynation velle imperarej once difcouered, it may 
well be thought that he would haue fliared fome 
Part of .this greate Eftate. If, on the other fide, 
the King had preuailed, and the Vizier proued 
faithful!, I am perfwaded they would haue made 
fuch a Rrformation, and erected fuch a newe 
Order for the Warre and Trcafure, that he would 
haue troubled all Chrijlendome ; but, uhi dlfquifi^- 
torfisculi hut us ? Nonne infafua'bit Deus fapientiam 
vmndi huius ? Per dam fapentiam fapienium^ et va^ 
nam reddam inuUigeyitiam inUUigentium, I know 
not whether I oiigbt to wi'fti, that thefe Councellsv 
had fucceeded or not : now I am fure we are here 
governed by a poore and feely Man ; or rather,, 
here is no Gouerftment, where Slaues, that iu 
fewe Howres could chaunge the greateft Monarch, 
are become (b infolent, that yett there is no open 
Diuan or Councell, vntill they haue receiued a 
Donatiue for Guerdon of their Iniquity. Your 
Honoi* will giue mee leaue to make fhort Obfer- 
uations. Firft, that the Treafury, by the three 
Chaunges in fower Years (for euery Janizary in 
the Empire, whether abfent or prefent, hath 
twenty-five Checquins Gold, beftdes the Spahees. 
and other Orders) and by the late Waxr, is very 

E 3 . much 
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much cxhaufted, and thefe FeJlowcs all liuing 
that haue had the Milke, and now. inured to 
profperous Mutinies, they haue taken fuch Head 
as cannot be fufFered, nor fafely taken off j, and I 
doe not think that all is quiett, though it appears 
fo ; but that we fliall haue .new Troubles from 
thofe prepared in ^fiay who will attempt a Re- 
venge for the Death of a King that was their 
Martyr: Et hinc ru'tna*. Secondly, in the De- 
grees of the Yprore itfelfe ; that the SoldioujES^ 
had no Intention at firft, either to depofe or hurt 
their Emperour, butt only to ftay him, and. to 
cutt off the Counfellors of his J^ourney,, whom 
the next Day, dead and buried, they bitterly la- 
xnented,, knowiag they had raflily fett vp one 
v/hom they muft change for Difability. Thir^*- 
ly, at the (Jrder ; that thefe MutLners, hauing no. 
Head or Direftion, kept that Reglement, that 
they tpoke Oajth in theirFury in the King's Yard, 
not to ipoile nor (ack the Imperiall Throne, as 
their owne Difhonour, and neither committed* 
nor fuffered any Infolency nor Violence in the 
Citty ; and, which is ftrange, I thinke there hath 
not bene done,, in the tliree Dayes and thrcft* 
Nights, one thoufand Checquins Dainmage to the 
Keutralls,^ nor to any butt to thofe obnoxious for 
feme fbrmer Quarix:ll : and fix of them meeting 
with ipo/. of myne in the Streets^ in the Hands 
of a poore Man, they firft tooke it away ; but he 
pleading it was myne, they retorned yt j fo that 
I may wonder at fuch orderly Dirorclcr.* This 
Plott was difiouered to the Soldiours, by Words 
of Difdaine lett fall from the King,, by remouing, 
all his Treafure, pulling down the Riches of his 
Houfe, melting Furniture and Saddles, and what- 
foeuer could be converted into Bullion.. Thus

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^our Honor hath a Modell of Troubfes and my 
Contempkltions, which Tyme may enlarge. For 
mr owiie Bufines : they will now doe any thing 
I Ihall propound for Poland^ hauing fent Offers 
thither, and will fend into England ; but whether 
it were well done now to aflift to any Peace, I 
know not j yet will follow my Inftruftions. 
Within fower Dayes after this, I procured to be 
renewed all my Commands and Letters for Tmies 
and jilgier^ in this Emperour*s Name, and hauc 
difpeeded them away, according to my Advifcs 
fent your Honor by my Cofen, Robert Roe j fo 
that I think I (hall rather fortify than weaken that 
Defigne.

LETTER XXIX. 

Relation of the Death cf Sultan Osmant. 

' 'T^HE Grand Signior, Sultan 0/?/2^«,difconten ted 
-■• euer fince his Difgrace in Poland^ as foone as 
he rtlmc to Conjiantlnople^ pretended a Journey 
vpon the Emir de Saida, who was reported to be 
in Rebellion, hauinjr taken Armes to other'Ends : 
but beeing diuerted from this Purpofe by the great 
Inifance of the Viziers, and that it would not fo 
well ferue his fecrett Defi2:nes, becaufe he muft 
|hei> keep an Army on footer he gave out that 
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he would vifitt Mecha^ the Tomb of his felft' 
Prophett. To make this Voiage the more fecure 
in Appearance, he feemed content to accept of 
any Treaty with the Polach^ eucn to Conditions 
both of Difadvantasre and Dilhoaor*. For his^ 
Eftates in Hungary^ he re-enforced the Frontirc 
with diuers Troopes ; and though he were much 
troubled at the League betweene the Emperour of 
Germany and Bethlem Gabor^ yett he diffembled it- 
foe as that he would not difpleafe the TranfyJua* 
nian, but rather offered newe Succors, and For- 
bearance of his Tribute. From t^e Incuriions of 
the,CoJ/acJts^ he hoped to aflure hknfelfe by the: 
Treaty of the Poks ; and in occafion of Breach, 
he had the Tartars ready to requite them, it bee- 
ing both their Trades to live vpon Spoile and 
Robbery j and: for more Security,, he appointed> 
twenty Gallies to keep the BlacJt Sea.. The comr 
jnon reop}e,. and Viziers, that loued Re{V, an(£ 
iuKW not the Defigne, were much troubled and 
difcontent Jit this Journey, who made many Rcr 
monftrances to him of thelnconuenience and Dan- 
ger to leaue the Seat of his Empire to the Truft pf 
a Deputy, in a Tymc when Bethlem Gabor was 
newly reconciled to the Germayne Emperour, and 
therefore not ta be trufted, and the Polacks ncwl v 
conciled to him, and therefore to be miftruftea*. 
Diuers other Reafons were made to him, many 
Petitions delivered from the Churchmen, Law^ 
yers, and from all Eftates ; but melancholy Re- 
uenge had wholly poflefled him, fo that by no- 
means he could be perfwaded to defift. The 
Soldioury palled fo farre, as to threaten publique- 
ly, and to proteft they would not follow, but ra- 
ther fett upp anothei King in his Abfence, that 
ihould flay among them. This alfa wrought no. 
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other EfFeS, butt Encreafe of Defplght againft 
them. In Conclufion, carried by his ownie Fate 
to Deftruftion, tlie 7th of May (hauing firft com- 
manded away all his Gallies to the Leuant^ and 
thereby difpofed away many of his Soldiours) 
he beganne to pafle ouer his Tents and Pauilions 
to jljta iSide, with great Quantities of TVcafure.. 
The Janizaries and Spahees (who had alio fecrett 
Intelligence vpon the King, his owne Words and 
Aftions betray eing fome further Deffigrie than a. 
Pilgrimage j for he made Preparations to carry a- 
way all his Jewells and Treafure, euen. defaceing 
his Pallace, and taking from Churches,, and his 
Wardrobes, whatfoever could, be conuerted to.- 
Bullion) fuddcnly mett at the Hyppodfome in-, 
the City, upon a Word giuen, and from, thence- 
ranne to the Seraglio in Tumulty butt without 
Armes ; and there, according to their barbarous. 
Mutinyes, cryed out for the King (hauing firft 
taken order to ftopp the Paflage of any thing vponi 
the Water) who appearing to them, afked,.|What 
this Infolency meant ? and what they pretended ?; 
They then, by the Mouth of a. Multitude (for 
tbey had no Head but that of the Monfter) de- 
manded firft, That he ftiould not proceed in his 
Purpofe to goe to Mecha^ nor into Afia \ but that 
he muft abide in the Citty;^ Secondly, They 
would haue deliuered to their Fury the great Vir- 
zier Delavir Bafia,. the Hoia or, the King, the 
Caflariaga Gouernour of the Woemen, the Tef^ 
terdar or Treaforer, the Caddee-leflcar or chiefe 
Juftice, ahd fome others, as Enemyestothe State^ 
and confentihg to thisVoiage, wnich, they pre* 
tended, would be the Ruyne of the Empire.. The 
firft, after a little Difpute, the King granted 
W2to theiPj promiflng to giue ouer his- Journey j 

E 5. ' but 
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but they, not content, exafted it in Writing. Tb* 
the fecond he replyed, That it was a Diflionor tQ» 
him ta haue his Seruants fo vfed without Order oT 
Juffice ; but perfwaded them to haue Patience to 
iffay untill 5/7//^r^, the. nextDiuan'or publique 
Cbuncill, where they fliould- all appeare ; and, if. 
they were found' culpable, they fliould receiue. 
Punifliment : not meaning to performe any of 
this, but to gett tihxe, and allay the prefent Fury.^ 
Thefe Fellbwes, not content with- this moderat 
Anfwere,- vndertooke to knowc that they werei 
guilty,, and therefore that there needed' no other 
Wittnes, Tiyall, nor Judge, but themfelves ; and- 
with extreanle Clamor called' to haue them de- 
ll uered: but the King, refufmg to giue them any- 
other Satisfaftion, and they, vnprepared'for Force; 
retorned into the Citty, which was now all in. 
feare, euery Houfe and Shopp (hut upp, expert* 
ihg a generall Sack... But they followed-" the Wayr 
bf thejir oWn# Hatred, and'firfl: went' to the Houfe 
6f the Hoia, which' they Brake and .pillaged ; but 
not finding him, they proceeded to the great Vi» 
jsier's, who made fome Defence,, and, they bee»*- 
ing unarmed, beat them ofF,. and fo they fepa- 
rated, beeing nowe Euening j but kept a Guard^ 
in fome Parts of the Towne. This Night th» 
King made an Attempt to fend ouer to yfjia Sidc^ 
But was preuented, and to fortify and' defend his 
Seraglio, which is walled ftrongly about, and. 
hath alway in it, of houlhbld' Seruants, about 
three thoufand-: but,, it {eems,,no Man would 
arme in his Caufe ; for the next Morning thefe 
Mutiners aflembled againe, and taking their 
Armes^ went firft to theJUuftior Arch-priefta- 
mong them, and forced him and diiiers others to 
accompany them to the Court> where they ahew 

demandddL 
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demanded tkefe Men, butt with more Inftance 
and Fury. In the. mean tyme, the Hoia, Cad- 
dee-lefkar, andTefterdar flcdd, and were yet neuer 
heard of. The Viziier retired to the King, and 
perfwadcd him earneftly to goe ouer in Perfon in 
his owne Boats (^^hich from his Garden he might 
cafily doe) to /fjiay and there to take Horfe, und 
he would fecure him' from all Perill ; but the 
King would' not moue^ bidding him ftay confix 
dent and affured^ that he would puniih thefe Re- 
bells. The wife old Man, feeing this Conftancy 
€r Obftinaqr, defired leaue to ihiite for himfelfe, 
which he either tooke or obteyned, and fo gott 
away to the Hermitage of a Saind renowned 
amongft them, who (like himfelfe) betrayed 
him to a Captayne of the Janizaries, yet did him 
the Fauour as not< to deliuer him to the Multi- 
tude, but carried him back into the King's Houfe. 
All this tyme it was difputed in the Seraglio about 
the Delivery of thefe Officers, the Emperoiir re- 
fufing, the Rebells clamounr^ and threatening ; 
inlbmuch as he beganne to feare they would break 
in, and, in their K.age, do worie then was yett 
pretended. Whereupon, whether by the King's 
Order, or by his owne Conicnt, willing to be 
the Peace-oflfering, the Vizier went out to them, . 
and with good Amirednefs demanded. What they 
fought of htm, and wherein he had offended? 
But they anfwered him with their. Swords, and 
ibdainly cutt him in pieces.. The Empex:our, 
feeing their Fury fo outragtous, had now more 
Caufe to doubt, and retired himfelfe, then too 
late, when he- had loft his braue Counfellor^ 
would haue fled into Jfia, and could not, but 
conueyed'himfelfe into a priuat Place,, prepared 
hv bis Bufiengx JBafla,^ or chiefe Gardiner. Ths

Reb^lls continue without in their Maddnefs, afk^ 
ing for the King, and for more Sacrifices : but 
the Seruant^ protefting they knew not where he 
was, thev faid. They muft haue a King, and, if 
he would not appeare, they would make another. 
And hauing a while attended, they refolued to 
enter the Pallace (butfirff tooke a general Oath, 
not to fack the Imperiall Throne, which they 
called their Houfe and their Honor) and there 
feeking for the King, not able to find him, they 
extorted by ConfeiHon, the Caflariaga, and flewe 
him \ and then they demanded for Muftafa, Vn- 
cle to Ofmany by him formerly depofed, a Man^ 
efteemed rather holy (d^at is franticquej than 
wife, and indeed fitter for a Cell then a Scepter- 
The King, the iirft Day of this Tumult, had 
putt Muftafa into a Vault with two Negro Wo- 
men, without Bread or Drink ; in which Eftatc 
thefe new Electors found him allmeft naked, and<^ 
haJfe pyned. At firft fight, he thought they had< 
bene the Meflengers of his Death ; butt that Feare 
pafled oucr, he begged of them a Cupp of Wa- 
ter, whom they tooke, and inftantly proclaymed 
their Emperatir, which he was as loath to accept^ 
Mti pud^at au£fi nominis, Hovr vnftable are the 
£ftatcs of the greateft Princes ! ^em dies videt 
veniens iacentem^ hunc dies videt fuguns regnantemm- 
He that was now in the Jawes of Death, naked^ 
ftarued, and dyeing for Thirft, is become the 
Emperour, and may drink Gold, or the Bloud of- 
Mcn^ They,, as yet not knowing what was. 
become of Ofman^ and loath to tx\A Muftafa in 
the Pallace, carried him in Tryumph to the old 
Seraglio, and there left him, departing to the 
Sack of the ViEier's Houfe, and to in the Euen-^ 
ing to their Rendcuous^ where tliey kept both 

good 
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food Guard and good Order in the Citty, from, 
'ires and other Infolencies. Sultan Ofmariy a- 
mazed with this Newcs, fo foone as they had left 
the Court, came out,» and called to Counfeil in. 
the Night ////zn/iBaila, late Vizier in the Polijh 
Warr, and the Aga of the Janifaries,. both faith- 
full to him, and demanded their Aduife ; firiL 
hauing fent to- the Seraglio^, to praftize the Wo- 
men there to ftrangle Mujlafa, Butt fome tak- 
ing his Part, a newe Vprore arofe in the Houie 
betweene that Sexe ; and the Soldiours that kept 
Watch, takmg the Alarum, entered in and ref- 
^ued him, and from thence remoued him to the 
Chambers of the Janizaries, whei:e they guarded- 
him for that Nieht in an ilL Lodging. All this. 
t)rme Ofinan conwlts what Courfe to take* Thefe 
two his Frends, and fbme others, tell him, that 
the Cafe was delpcrat, and would not be cured^ 
but by a deiperat Remedy ; and therefore they ai* 
greed, that the Asa fhould goe and perfwade 
with the Mufti, and that the King in the Morn- 
ing fhould fodainly prefent himfelfe to the Soldi- 
ours at their owne Dore, and make Experience 
what his Prefence, his Submiffion, and his Bene- 
uolence promifed, could worke, to moue them to* 
Loyalty or Companion ; which Coun&U, early 
in the Morning, they putt in pradlize. The 
King, accompanied with the Mufti (who neuer 
confented to his depofmg, though he fauored^ the 
Soldiours againfl the Vizier) with Hu%ein Bafla, 
and about twelue Horiemen, went diredlly to the 
Janizaries CoUedge, where Mujtafa was kept j , 
and there in Tears made them an Oration, oftcr- 
ing great Recompence, repenting of his Errors ^ 
and finally, inuoked them, by the Meritts of his 
Father, and all his Auncefiors, to haue fome 
Pitty upon their txu« Mafter^^ The Multitude,, 

tarn. 
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tarn prona in mifericordiam quam immodica favitid 
fuerat^ now know not what to doe ; a filent Mur- 
mur ranne amongft them, and tliey were halfe 
conuerted : but the Aga of the Janizaries, thinkr- 
ing to merit of the King, and bieglnning to plead 
vnfeafonabJy for him, with, fome harlh Words of 
Vpbraydure, ut natura marh omni fiatu venti tut'- 
hiday anewe moue J their Fury j fo that they cry- 
ed out, Treafon, and fell vpon him and Jiuzein 
Bafia, and cutt them into peeces, euery Man 
taking a part of their Flefli to fatiat their Re- 
venge. The Mufti would fpeake, but is with*- 
drawne by fome for Refpe£l to his Place, and with 
diiEcuIty is conveyed away. Now the poor Of- 
man fees his Frends flayne> and knowes not 
which way to conuert himfelfe > but bynding vp 
his Eyes with, a Napkin, expefts Death as the laft 
of their Fury. But they carry him firft before 
Mujlafoy and accufe him as the Difturber of the 
Peace of the Empire, and demand Sentence a- 
gainft'him : more vulgly fuum quifque flagitium alijs 
cbjeSfantes. The forfaken Prince pleads for Life, 
and the newe King knowes not how to condemne, 
but nodds, and agrees to all that is propounded. 
At laft they confult with themfelues, and putt 
him vpon a Horfe (an infolent Spahee changing 
Turbants with him) and fent him away Priioner 
to the feaven Towers vnder good Guard, and 
then retorned their newe Matter,, and placed him 
in the Seraglio, and imperiall Throne^, where he 
hath need of good Broaths and Nourifbment to 
leftore his decayed Body. The Soldiours think all 
is done, and (only facking the Houies of Huzeia 
Baila, and fome others, their conceiued Enemy^s) 
they rctorne in quiett to their feueral Lodgings, 
and haue no further Malice. But the newe Vizier, 
Dam Bafla^ made by Mujiafa^ knew well,, if

(Afman liued, that this S.torme might pafle ouer» 
and he would as eaiily, and by the fame Meanes^. 
retorne to his Eftate, as he fell from it ; vulgusy ut 
u^os eji^ cmufque nvui motus cupidum ; therefore he 
€onfulted with fome fewe interefled in Mujiafd^ 
Preferment,, and thereby obnoxious to Ofmany to 
fearch how many of the roiall Bloud were left a* 
liue, and refolued, if there remayned twoe, to 
make an end< of Ofman.^ Twoe of his Brothers 
were founds the one about twehie, the other 
about feauen Years of Aee 5 and thereupon the 
Vizier went himfelfe to toe Prifon, with a pack 
of Hangmen,, and gaue order to ftrangle the vn^ 
ibrtunat Prince, who now, hauing had no Reft 
in two Nights,, and thinking himfelfe fecure for a 
Seafon, was newly fallen afleepe ; but, awaked 
by the comming of thefe Meflengers, afked 
WhatNewes ?' Eyeing he did not like their fo* 
dayne Intrufion. They at firft flood amazed, and 
the King made (how to defend himfelfe ; but a 
ftrong Knaue ftroke him on the Head with a Bat- 
tle-axe, and the reft,, leaping vpon him, ftrangled 
him with, much adoe. 

Thus, one of the greateft Monarchs^ in the 
World is firft aiFronted by mutined IVoopes, his 
owne Slaues almoft vnarmed, and fewe in Norn*- 
ber, no Man taking vp a Sword to defend him; 
and they who begamie this Maddnes, not meaning 
to hurt him, by the encreafe of their owne Fury, 
which hath- no Bounds, depofe him againft their 
owne Purpofe, and at laft expofe his Life, againft 
their Will, to the Councells of other Men whom 
they equally hate ; and now they mourne for their 
dead King as frefhly, a^ they raged vnreaibnably, 
icngwixi^ they haue ftayned their Honor, beeing 
the firft of their Eipperours they euer betrayed^ 
and that they b^ue fet up another whom they muft 

now^ 
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ehaunge for Difability. Non untfuam tulit iocumtnUt 
firs mat or a ^ quamfra^U loco Jiarent fuperbi. 

1l his is the laft Ad of the Life of Sultan Ofmatiy 
but his Intents and great Deiigns which drewe 
vpon him thia fatall Biowe, I fuppofe will not be 
vnworthjr the Communication : the Pra<Sices, 
Heafons^ Secretts, and Councelfs of all Actions 
beeing the Soul of Hiftor)*, and rjs gejla but the 
bare CarcaTs. And I am perfwaded, as many 
Ages haue not produced fo ftraunge an lExample 
of the Incertenty of humane Greatnes, fo in the 
Difpofition thereof, and in theWaies leading there- 
unto, there is feen eutdently the wonderfuil 
Prouidence of Gody in confbundii^ the Councelld 
of the worldly Wife, who had laid a Foundation 
of neweGreatnes, whereby he afpired the uniuer- 
fell Monarchy i ambitious of the Honor ofTraian^ 
in whofe tyme the decayed Empire was faid, 
primum movere lacertos^ et feneffutem impirij quaji 
redditd iuvsntute revirefeere : and, laftly, the 
World may fee vpon how weake Foundations thi^ 
Monarchy was at firflr builded ; how it is nov^ 
fhaken and corrupted ; how their Kings aie fub- 
\tGt to the Rage of a fewe Slaues ; how Anarchy 
hath prepared yt an eafy Prey to any able Hand 
that would attempt it. From the Inuafion of 
Poland all thefe Changes tooke their Beginning.. 
Sultan Ofman aduanced to the Throne in his 
Youth, foil of Heat and Bloud^ beeing of a- 
greatand haughty Spiritt, very couragious, ftrong 
©f Body, a mortall Hater of Chriftians, enui- 
ous of the Glory of his Anceftours, and am- 
bitious to raife his Name aboue any of theirs,,^ 
had prcje&ed in himfelfe the Conqueft of the 
Remaynes of the bordering Europe. But tq^ to 

frcat Defignes he had one Vice that refifted all. 
[opeofPiofperity, which w^a extreme Auarice; 

and 
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and bee fell into the later Tymcs, and decrepid 
.Age, uhi vires luxu corrumpebantuTy contra veterem 
dijdplinanij et inftituta maierum^ apud quos., virtute 

itutm pecunia^ res militaris melius Jietit* His firft 
i^nterprize was that oi Poland^ moued by the In- 
ciiriions of the Cojfacks^ which yet he andertooke 
of his owne Head, without the Councell of any of 
his Viziers ; who, in a Monarchy growne to the. 
height by £aie and Wealth, aiM^ perhapps Imga 
dominaiione inertes, are euer corrupt and lazy, and 
againft the likeing of all the Soldiours, who nowe,. 
contrary to their Inftitiiti<Hi, heeing married, and 
Fathers of a Family, entered into Trades, receu- 
ing nothing, in Warr more than in Peace, prater 
pericula et lahres, are not eafily (i|rawne from 
their owne Chymneyes. This Adion he thought 
h eafy, as he had difpofed of this Conqueft^ and 
diuided the liue Lyon'i^ Skynne. But beeing mett 
vpon the Borders with a |k>ore Aimy in compart- 
fon, he was firft arrefted at Chtyn, a little F(Htrefle, 
which he was fayne to leaue behind him untaken^ 
and then feeking to Aduance into die playne Cun- 
try^ by forceing the Trenches, of the Chancel- 
lor of Polandy oppofed againft him,, he coidd 
neuer procure his Janizaries to fight, though en- 
gaging his Pecfon once or twice beyond the Re- 
guard of his Quality 9. and his owne Troops ready 
to mutyne -againft him, or forfake htm, he was 
enforced at laft to raife ihamefuUy his Camp, and 
to accept of any Treaty to fat« his outward 
Honor. In this Attempt he loft aboue a hundred 
thoufand Horfes for want of Fodder, and eighty- 
tboufand Men for want of Fighting; for "they 
would rather dye running, orpyllaging, or eating, 
than in the Face of the Enemy. For this Difgrace,. 
hfi tcokefoinwardand rooted an Indignation againft. 

thfi 
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the Janizaries, and fojufily, thatheoften lamented 
himfelfe, and complayned, he was no King thaf 
was fo fubjed to the Infolency of his owne Slaues^ 
rpon whom he fpent great Tr cafures > and yet they 
would neither fight in Warre, nor obey in Peace, 
without exaflin^ new Bountyes and rriuiledges. 
Dekiui Bafia, a Man of a great Wit and Courage, 
lately called from the Eaftern Parts, where he had 
long gouerned with Honor, to this Aftion^ who 
came in, though late, yett in a very braue and 
warrlike Equipage above all other his Capteynes, 
was fodainly made great Vizier ; the former^ 
Huzein Baffa,. being in the fame Diigrace common, 
with the Soldiour, though not in the fame Fault, 
This Man was neuer bredd at Court, bqt had 
liued many Years in A£lion, and fb had neither 
'Faftion nor Dependence here, butt ftood upon^ 
himfelfe and his owne Meritt ; and beetng now, 
vnlooked for, advanced to this high Dignity, he 
.wrought vpon the King's Di&ontent, and nourilh- 
ed it, and in* Concfufion tx>hl' him. That it 
was true, he was no Fmperour, nor could be 
iafely aliue, while the Janizaries had that Power 
which they lately vfurped : informing him, that 
they were corrupted from antient Inftitution, and 
were lazy Cewards, giuen ouer to Safe and Luft ;.' 
it ammo per lihidlnes corrupto^ nihil homftum ineraU 
But if his Majeftie would pull vp his Spirits, and 
follow his Advife, he would prouide him a newe 
Soldioury, about Damafcus^ and from the Coords, 
of Men euer bredd in the frontire Hardnes and 
Warre, of great Courage and Experience ; and 
that of them he fhould ere<S^ a new Militia, that 
fhould wholly depend of him, enterteyning only 
forty thouiand in pay, which fhould allway be 
his Guard ; and that ia the Diftribution of etiery 
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Prouince, he fhould conftitute, that the Begler- 
begh in his Gouerment fhoul4 traycie ibme of the 
Inhabitants, whx> in all Occafions ^ould be in- 
iseadinefs ; and heieby he fhould fpare infinite 
Trcafiires fpent vpon , theie Drones, that cat- vji 
his Eflate, and with- Men of newe Spiritts and 
Hopes he fhould be enabled to doe greater Mat-^ 
ters then any of his Aunceflors. But, ivith ally 
he deflred, die King to. communicate this Coun- 
fell to no. Man, nor to tnift his Life vpon ano- 
ther's Secrecy. Delaulr BafTa neuerieucalinghim*- 
felf to any butt the King, who,, extreamely pleafed 
with, this Aduife that flattered his owne Humour, 
eonfented, and remitted all to the Vizier's Direc- 
tion, who was a true Soldiour and a very wift^ 
Man, able by his Creditt in JJia to perform all 
he had undertaken.; for he was exceedingly be- 
loued in thofe Parts, very rich, and had kept 
Dcmafcus^ whereof he was Goiiernour, for himr 
felfe in the laH Rebellion., Vpon this Concluiioa* 
betweene them, k wa&firft agreed, that the King 
ihould pretend to goe in Perfon againfl the Emir 
de Saida, who was moued to take Armes really,, 
to ailift in the Defigne. But they vfed it to 
couler the Departure of the Emperour, Which,, 
when it was well weighed, it was found that then. 
the Army of Janizaries muft ,be kept together,, 
which could not agree with their Ends. Hcre.- 
upon the Journey of Mecba was diuvlged, that 
the King might, vnder the Shadow, of an holy 
Pilgrimage, goe out with fmall Trayne,. and difr 
perfe thoTe who were fuJpefted.to him 3 and for 
this Preparation was made,, but Ibmwhat too* 
grofsly, by melting of all the Plate, Saddles, Fur- 
niture of Houfe, Lamps of Churches, and what- 
k£ii^ e]& could be more eafily conueighed away 

ia. 
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in Mettle, with all -the Jewells and Treafury# 
This gaue the firft Sufpicion, which was con- 
firmed by diuers vnaduifed Words lett fall by the 
King, of Difdayne agatnft the Cowardife or the 
Janizaries, and that he would ftortly find him- 
felfe Soldiours that (hould whipp them ; and laft- 
ly, difmiiling all his Houfhold, except fome fewe 
Elcd, the Diicontented obferued and betrayed him.. 
Delauir Bafla kept his owne Secrett, and in the 
meane tyme prepared by his Frends in jljia ten 
thoufana about Damafcusy tenne (houfand from 
the Coordsy befides thofe in readinefs of the Emir 
de Saida, and all vpon pretence of defending the: 
Borders of Perfia^ as hauing Intelligence of fome 
Chaunge in thofe Parts ; and gaue order, that 
all thefe fhould meet the Kinge at Damafcus^ 
where he would prefently cu^ oft his Guard, and 
flay there vntill he had regulated his new Army 
and Difciplyne, and then to retorne tryumphant 
to Confi^tMlnopky and vtterly mot out the Order 
of Janizaries, Spahees, and Timariotts, and to 
cxau<S^orat all their Capteynes and Officers, to fet-, 
tie a n«w Gouermcnt, and to chaunge die Namfe 
of the Citty, And all thefe Things fucceeding,. 
he then refolucd, with his new Soldiours, to at- 
tempt theRecouery of his Honor \n Chrijfendome \_ 
in the meane tyme, to hold a diflembled Frend- 
Ihipp there in all Parts. Cdrtenly this was a braue 
and weB-grounded Deffigne, and of great Con- 
fequence for the renewing of this decayed Em- 
pire, languifliing vnder the Infolencies of lazy 
Slaues, if God had not deftroyed it ; it becing 
very true, that the Turktjh Emperoui: ftands at the 
Deuotion of his owne Troopes for Peace or W^rr, 
Life or Death ; and is, in effedl, nothing but the 
Steward or Treafurcr of his Janizaries. If this 
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'Pfoje<fl had taken eSkStj wbatEuents it Ofiight 
haue produced by a Civill Wanr, is not eafy to 
judge; for doubdefs the Soldioury here would 
haue fett vp another King, and maynteyned him 
as well as they could, and this European Part had 
bene in danger to haue bene torne away by the 
Diuifion, Bdides, Dflauir Bafla bauiug the King 
and the Treafury in his PofTeffiont and his owne 
Creditt (b greats and his Inclynation, velli imperare^ 
once diicouered, it may well be thought that he 
had fome Ends of his owne to ihare a Part of this 
mighty Eftatife. If, on the other fide, the. Vizier 
had proued true and faithfull, the Reformation 
and new Ercftion of the Difciplyne of Warre, 
and the Encreafe of Treafure confequent to th« 
Dilrniilion of the old Militia^ would haue bene 
f^arfull to all Cbriftmdmte -, but ubi ejl fapunt? 
ubi difquijkor faadi huius ? Ptrdamfapientiam fapi-- 
e72tum^ et vanam reddam intelligintiam inteUigentium* 
It is a great Queftion whether were thewifcr Wifh^ 
that the^c Counfells had fucceeded, or not \ for 
eitherDiuifion ajud Subuerflon, or anewProiperitv 
%id Enlargement of their J^ominion, had necef- 
farily followed^ Some Obfervations vpon this Oc- 
cafion wiU not j>e very impertiment to thofe that 
deflre to knaw as well the Difpoiition and Vie, as 
the Thills thcmfelves. Eirft, in the Purpofe of 
the Soldiour j not at al to violate nor hurt the King, 
much ieiTe to depofe and murther him ; but only 
Xq. take away thcfe about him whom they thoi^ht 
Affiftants in this Projeflt. Yet the Fury once oi> 
foot, they proceeded by infenfible Stepps, to the 
uttmoA of Outrage, againft many Innocents in 
that Bufiuefs, though otherwife. obnoxious; and 
againft the Throne and Life of their owne Em-- 
perouTi ubi furor ingrw^^ imoci&te^s uc noxios iu^aa 

cader^ 
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cadere^ Secondly, in the Degrees ; that euen yett 
the King had not fallen thus lowe, if firft he had 
not loft tha^Awe and Reuerence which alwayat- 
itcndeth vpon Majeftie, by vnfeemely Offices done 
by him in the Streetes and Tauernes, apprehend- 
ing many Soldiours for petty Faults like a Confta- 
'ble, making his Perfbn common, cheape, and 
defpited among them, which was wont only to be 
feene and feared, as fomwhat fupra humanttatettu 
And this he did alfo in Hatred and Difdayne of 
thofe that had in the Warr forfaken him. And 
laftly, now in his laft A^, if his owne Obftinacy 
had not plunged him into Deftru<Stion, but that 
lie had foftened them by feafonable yeelding to 
Tyme, he had prevailed only hy Tyme. Thirdly, 
in the Order ; that thefe Mutineers hauing no Head 
nor Direction, kept that Reglement, that they tookc 
Oath in their Fury, in hot Blood, in the King's 
Yard, not to difhonour, fpoile, nor fack the Im- 
periall Throne ^ neither committed nor fuffered 
^ny Iniblence nor Violence in the City to the Neu- 
trails, butt rather proclaymed Peace and Juftice. 
Fourthly, in the Confequence ; that at the third 
Daye's End all was as quiett, and all Men in their 
Trade, as if no fuch thing had happened ; only 
the Janizaries fufFered no Diuan nor Councill, vn- 
till they had receiued a Donatiue, as Guerdon of 
their Iniquity. In which alfo the infinite Waft of 
Treafure is worthy Confideration, which muft of 
neceflity bee exceedingly exhaufted by three 
Changes in fower Yeares, and by the Jate W arrs in 
Perjia and Poland. For euery Janizary in the 
Empire, abfent or psefent, whofe Roll is about 
forty thoufand, receiues twenty-five Checquias 
<Gold, befides Spahees, Jamoglans, and all other 
Oidersj at euery Alteratipn, which amounts in aU. 

neare 
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f\earc to two Millions. And now thefe Fcllowcs 
all liuing, that have tafted the Sweet of profperous 
Mutinies, baud ignarl fumma fcelera incipi cum peri- 
culoy peragi cum pramio^ they haue taken fuch a 
Head as cannot fafely be fuftered on, nor fecurely 
be taken oft. Fiftly, of certeyne Praefages that fore- 
ranne ; it being related to mee from the Mouth of a 
Caddee inward with the King, aMoneth before the 
Tumult, that Ofman dreamd in the Night that he 
thought to ryde a Cammell 3 and beeing mounted^ 
he could not force him to goe by Strypes or fayre 
me^nes; and then, he defcending in a Rage, the 
Body of the Beaft vanifhed, and left his Head in 
the King's Hand ; who next Day, troubled at thii 
Fancy, Tent to a learned Man familiar with him, 
for die Interpretation; he excufed himfelfe," as 
ynfit to giue Opinion in a Matter of that Confe- 
quence j but perfuaded Ofman to fend to the 
Mufti ; he alfo craued Pardon, but withall faid, 
there was none lb fitt to interprett it as Mujiafa^ 
the King's Uncle, and now Emperour, who is 
efteemed an holy Man, that hath Vifions, and 
angelick Speculations, in playne Termes betweene 
a Madd-man and a Foole. The King lepaires 
to Mujlafa^ who briefly tells him. The Camell 
fignifies his Empire ; his Ryding, Abufe in Go- 
uernment ; his Defcention, his Depofition ; the 
vanifhing of the Body, the Reuolt of his Subjects ; 
the Head remayning in his Hand, only a bare 
Title ; and that he fliould furely dye within fewe 
Moneths, and loofe his Kingdome, and the empty 
Name of Emperour accompany him to his Graue. 
A fecondof lefle Coniequcnce, in the Vizier De- 
lauir BafTa, from 3vhom I hauing receiued parti- 
cular Friendfhip about fix Daycs before this Vp- 
rore, I went to vifitt ; and hauing no other Buli- 
pcs butt to perfwaJdc him to ftay the King from 

this 
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But his Mother, ianothcr. Liuia^ and the new 
Vizier Daout Baffa, who had her Daughter" tp 
Wife, were vehemently fufpefted. It was a Day 
of Diuan or Council!," but thefe Soldiours would 
fufFer none, yntill they had an Accompt of this 
Treafon. The Vizier denyes all, the Mother is 
a Wooman, and hidden in the Houfe, yet it is 
very likely that both were guilty, to vphold.and 
fecure their owne Authority, yt beeing rumored, 
that the Vizier determined to place Subditioufly, 
in the Roome of the elder Prince, his owne Sonne^ 
and very like him,' and fo to gouerne Muftafa for 
a Tyme, and by his Remoue to eflablilh himfelfe 
and his Race for euer. But now, fomwhat muft 
be done to appeafe the People ; therefore Daout" 
BafTa is degraded from his Office, and one Hur 
%ein Bafla, newly arriued from the Gouerment of 
Cairo ^ aduanced to his Place, with Promife of 
further Examination j fince, the Fury once ouer, 
there hath bene no great Search nor Difcovery 
made ; I think the Sultana's Chequins have quietr 
ed the Matter. This new Vizier, a Man here 
without Friends, yet very rich, of a ftubbome 
and obftinat Nature, reported juft in his Wales, 
but peremptory and inflexible, ziudax^ fi^f^^y ^t 
prout animum intendiu pravus aut induftrius i&dem 
^/, one fi^om whom all Men may expeft much 
Good or much 111, begions his Gouerment rough- 
ly, undertakes to punifh lofolencies early, and 
Srofeffeth a Reformation, or to be a Sacrifice ; a 
Ian fitt for thefe Times, that are defperate ; for 
the worft wil be, that he/nuft at lafl: endure their 
Fury. In the meane while, he procures a litle 
Awe, and hath reftored the Face of Juftice : yct^ 
I am perfwaded, yt cannot loft Ipng. The Qhoft 
^f OJmm will Jiot be at refj:, vntill there are fonie

"t N Purfuit of the Comniand received at Ruf- 
-^ fordy I have effedlually, both in public and 
private, recommended the Juftice and Ncceffity 
of the Shipping-buiinefs, and fo cleaily fhewA 
it to be not only for the Honour of the Kingdom 
in general, bot for every Man's particular Safety ;

Majefty's Favour. 

And for myfelf, I could be content to be 
led on in their Triumph, and contribute my Si- 
lence to their Glory. But confidering that moft 
of the World, are more carried with Opinion than 
Reafon, with outward Seemings than hiward 
Truths, I very much fear this Neglect (with 
which, as they interpret and report it, I am to be 
paffed over ) will embolden Men upon pe both 
in England and Ireland^ further than may confift 
with the good and fpeedy Difpatch of his Maje- 
fty's Affairs on. that Side, and ftir up a mighty 
Oppofition to all the great Services now in 
hand. 

In prefent, all goes fmoothly forv/ard ; bat that 
proceeds not fo much out of any good AfFedtion 
this Crown hath to truft unto from that People, 
as by reafon my Credit with his Majefty is there 
held to be greater than can be fliaken by them.

And, believe 
it, the Marks of my Favours that ftop malicious 
Tongues are neither Places nor Titles, but the 
little Welcome I give to Accufcrs, and the wil- 
ling Ear I give to my Servants : this is, not 
to difparage thofe Favours, (for Envy flies moft 
at the faireft Mark) but to (hew their Ufe ; to 
wit, not to quell EpVy, but to reward Service ;

Whatever your Majefty apppints, (hall pleafe 
iRe mofl, it being certainly beft for jn^, rather 
really to live in your gracious good Opinio% 
than only to be thought fo by others : yet bct^- 
ter for your Afikirs in Ireland^ I might feem and 
appear fo to them on that Side. So then, whilf^ 
I did moft cQn&lently truft through your Ma*^

As for Wit, or Iippprtupity; in thi^ fortncr^

reverence your Majefiy's Wifdom %ad Courage 
than (had I been that way inclined) to attempt 
you by either.

ever yet &> far value any thing aa to proftitute 
Modefty for it. . 

And therfforCt coafidering nothing cai) more 
comfort me, or be more for my Advantage^

I do moft humbly acknowledge your Favour 
in admitting, my Attendance at Court for a 
few D?y9 in my Paflage for InUmdf where I 
ihall iiQt . ov^j iet my own Thoughts aglkin 
at eaie and liberty, but withal fettle fome of 
your BuCinefs, which otherwiie^. myfelf at DMni 
may not chance (o find any other SolUcitor that 

can 
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can attend upon them, undiftraSed by other 
your Majefty's Affairs. 

In the Bufinefs of Galloway^ I have fully im- 
parted my Senfe to Mr. Secretary Coke^ from 
which I find no Reafon to depart in any Cir- 
cumftance. Howbeit, I hear my Lord of Hoi- 
krndy forth of his LordQiip's tender Regard for 
the Peace of that Kingdom, apprehends, that my 
Severity may difaffedt that People, and difpofe 
them to call the Irijh Regiments forth of Flanders 
to their Affiftance.

fition, or UnwUingnefi, which Example may 
rather further than hinder in the right Way^. 
which others ought to follow elfewhcre. God 
long prefcrve your Majefty.

Lord Wcntworth to Arcbbijhop Laude* 

May it pleafe your Grac€^ 

^i^ O fooner am I got home, but the Gout 
^•^ - hath laid faft bold on mc, yet gives me 
leave to think the more, as it renders me able 
to do the lefsj and in taking the View of my 
Buildings, as I came along, they p«it me in mind 
of fome things, which have run in my Thoughts 
ever ftncc. To as I ihall crave your Leave to 
count them over with vour Grace. And as I 
ihall deal moft ingenuoufly with you as my ghoft- 
ly Father, fo do 1 befeech and promife unto my- 
felf your Advice and Counsel* 

I have good Advertifement that fome, who 
fure find I ftrve th^ Crowa too iotirely for their 

Putpofe^ 
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Purpofe, do yet endeavour to perfuade his Mar- 
i^iiy^ that I ferve myfelf too well in this Place, 
fo to bring me into Sufplcion with my Mafter, 

3nd thorough that open a Way to my Preju- 
ice. 

To evince this Belief from his Majefty, they 
fetch their Calumnies on every Side. 

Their firft Charge is, that I have two or three 
and twenty thoufand Pounds a Year coming in. 
And fliould it be fo^ty, were I to be condemned 
for that, more than themfelves, that compara- 
tively have forty times as much as other Men, 
that for any thing I know, may defeiTe as 
much better than they, as dicy themfelves de- 
ferve better than I? It is very true, I have, 
lyider the Bleffing of Almighty God, and the 
Prote<Sion of his Majefty, fix thoufand Pounds 
a Year good Land, which I brought with me 
into his Service ^ I have a Share for a fliort 
Term in thefe Cuftoms, which, whilft his Ma- 
jefty 's Revenue -is therq increafed more than 
twenty thoufand Pounds by Year, proves ne- 
verthelefs a greater Profit to me than ever I 
• dreamt of, Sefides, I have nothing but thofe 
gracious Entertainments, which others before had, 
and thofe which fucceed me muft have, faving 
only that my Troop confifts of a hundred Horfe, 
where theirs were but forty. Yet led them 
take this Truth along, my Hundred hath flood 
me in gathering, furnifhing, and maintaining, 
fome Thoufands more, than ever I muft fee 
again forth of bis Majefty's Pay 5 where other 
fonner Deputies have known how, out of the 
Pay of their forty, to clear into their own Purfe 
above five hundred Pounds yearly; nor is this 
a Riddle, left it be I wiU expound it : they 

kept 
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kept in their Stable half a Dozen Hackneys j I 
a hundred Horfe, in every Refpefl: abte and 
fitted for his Majefty's Service. 

Next they fay, I build up to the Skv. I ac- 
knowledge that were myfclf only conudered in 
what I build, it were not only to Excels, but 
even to Folly, having already Houfes moderate 
for my Condition in Yorkjhire : but his Majcfty 
will juftify me, that at my laft being in Eng- 
land^ I acquainted^^ him with a Purpofe I had 
to build him a Houfe at the Naas^ it beiilg un«- 
comely his Maj,efty (hould not have one here of 
his own, capable to lodge him with moderate 
Conveniency (which in truth as yet he hath 
not) in cafe he might be pleafed fometimes here- 
after to look upon this Kingdom; and that it 
was necelTary in a manner for the Dignity of 
this Place, and the Health of his Deputy and 
Family, that there (hould be one removing Houfe 
of frefli Air, for want where of I afTurc your 
Lordlhip, I have felt n o fmall Inconvenience, 
fince my coming hither ; that when it was built, 
if like d by his Majefty, it fhould be his, pay- 
ing me as it coft; if difliked, a fuo damno-i I 
was content to keep it, and fmart for my Folly. 
His Majefty fcemed to be pleafed with all, 
•whereupon I proceeded, and have in a manner 
finiihed it, and fo contrived it for the Rooms 
of State and other Accomodations which I have 
obferved in his Majefty's Houfes, as I had been 
indeed ftark mad, ever to have caft it fo for a 
'private Family. Another Frame of Wo od I 
have given Order to fet up jri a Park I 
have in the County of Wtckhe\ And gnafh 
the Tooth of thefe Gallants never fo hard, I 
will by God's Leave go on with"* it, that fo 

I may 
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I may have a Place to take my Recreation 
for a Month or iwo in a Year, were it for 
no other Reafon than to difpleafe them, tijr 
keeping myfelf, if fo pleaTe God, a Iktk longer 
in He;gijth, , 

Yet left thefe magnificent Strufiures ^ might 
be thougl^t thofe of Nebuchadnez%ar^ the plain. 
Truth is, that at the Naas with the moft may 
Hand in fix thoufahd Pounds, that in the 
Park at twelve hundred \ faith, at worft me- 
thinks, they fhoul4 not judge it v^ry much for 
a Perfon of ray great Hazienda to caft away 
twelve hundred Pounds upon his own Fancy ; 
and yet to profefs a Truth to yoCir Grace, 
but that I did confider his Majefty might 
judge it hereafter for his Service to vlfit this 
Kingdom, in that Cafe forefaw no Part able 
to give him the Pleafure of his Summer Hun- 
ting like that Park and Country adjacent ; and 
lafliy, tli^t* then at leaft I would provide a 
X'Odgp, that might hoyfe him dry from the In- 
juries of the Weather, I proteft there had not 
been on^ Timber of it faftened to another.

me. 

The third is, that I purchafc all before me. 
In truth they are miftaken, I have not yet 
fua/ttu^ mUviis oherret: eonfefs all I will to 
your Grace, indeed give them no Account 1^ 
alU I have a9 much Land liere in Ireland^ as 

ftands 
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ftaiK^s ilAe in twelve of tkrfteen thouiand PoundS| 
I truft in time no make it worth me a: thou- 
fand Pounds a Year, but as yet h is well fliort ; 
but to put Water in my Wiiie, in the Word of 
Honefty and Truth, I o^ve at kaft feven thou- 
faikl Pounds nrtore than I did when I czttte 
ifito Ireland. , Yet I muft iiefeds fay they ha^e 
fome Colour to fallen this Slander upon me; 
for A tfriderftanding- by my Lady of - Carlile^ 
when I was_ laft in England^ that her Lady- 
fhip would be toiwilling to part with the Im- 
poft upon Wines, imlefe I would endeavour 
otherways to beftoW the Money to raife a pre- 
fect equal Revenue to fupport her Charge, 
and being defirous to fetch this Grant back to 
the Crown, as alfo to ferve her Ladyfhip, I 
promifed to do the befi I could, and" have fince 
in both thefe Refpe6b ufed all Diligence to in- 

auirc and find where I might place her Lady- 
aip's Money to moft Advantage. This Purfnit 
hath raifed one great Duft about me. The 
other is, that the ContradI: made for my Lord 
of Carlik*$ Ifitercft in the BimeSy is relieved 
here to be for me, but in truth (I dare impart 
it to your Grace) his Majefly full well knows it 
is for himfelf: it is to coft fifteen thoufant 
Pounds, and I do not doubt to make it in pre* 
fent into the Exchequer five and twenty hundred 
Pounds a Year, and wiH be doubib • as much 
after -ihe lieafes we fliaH now make be ex- 
pired.

Well then, thus I am become rich, able, I 
hope, in fomc reafonable Time, (I praife God 
and his MajeftyJ to pay every Man his own. 
Was^ I not in iome meafure fo before I had- the

Honour to ferve his Majefty ? Or (hall that 
be a Crime in me, which thejr fo heartily de-' 
fire themfelves, nay perchance in their grudging 
Souk, lay it already as a great and grievous 
Fault upon his Majefty, that he hath not 
made them fo likewife ? Or can it be other 
than pjeafmg to any gracious, noble, or gene- 
rous Mafter, that his honeft and faithful Servant 
grows rich under him ? I confcfe I am (b great 
a Lover myfelf to have my Servants thrive, as 
I believe aU others like minded; and yet not 
to make it more than there is Caufe, I vow 
to you in all truth, that to the beft of my 
Underftanding, I am not thirteen thoufand 
Pounds bettered in my Eftate fince I firft re- 
ceived my Matter's Pay, being now become 
near nine Years; which confidering fix thou- 
(And Pounds a Year good Land I brought along 
with me, is, in my weak Opinion, no pro- 
digious Getting, or convincing Argument of 
my Covetoufneis. Yet js it fuch as I am ful- 
ly contented withal, it is fuiEcient, and I ac- 
knowledge from my yery Soul to have receiv- 
ed more of his Miajefly than I fliall ever be 
able to deferve. Howheit, there are fome t)f 
them perchance, that open their Mouths thus 
wide, raifc this hideous Cry after me, that in 
Proportion, have received forty times as much 
forth of his immediate Coffers as ever I did ; 
jmd yet, let it be fpoken with Modefly, becaufe 
I believe it Truth, I have done, (without 
Charge to the King more than my Ordinary) 
the Croiyn forty times as much Service, 
whether you look upon my Labour, Expence and 
Hazard, or the Profit, the Weight, and Diffi- 
culty of the Servicjes themfelves* 

Laftly, 
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Laftly, there is one Mr. Barre^ a Scoiijhman 
by Nation, whofe Perfon your Grace once few 
before you at the Committee for Iri/b AfFairs, 
at my laft being in England. This Gentleman 
that pretends. to be a Merchant, but indeed is 
fcarce fo ^od as a petty Chapman^ hath pro- 
cared a fpecial Licence, under the Signet and 
Signature Royal, of going and condm^- over with- 
out my ComptroII, under which he ma^ifies 
lumfdf extreamly, as exempt, if not above^ 
finy Power of mine ; a^id thus leaping like a 
Jackanapes betwixt two Stools, holds on this 
Side very inward Intelligence with fome here 
which wifh me ill, blown up by them, boldly to 
calumniate me there, whilft they know my Adions 
here over well, ever to dare to appear in my 
contrary. Then on that Side he procures, by 
ijbme very near his Majefly, Accefs Xo the 
King, there whifpering continually fomething 
or another to my Prejudice; boafts familiarly, 
how freely he fpeaks with his Majeftv, what 
he faith concerning me, and miCant pfeefe your 
Mejefty ea werde mare anent pur Debuty of 
Yrland^ with many fuch like Botadofes ftufFed 
with a mighty deal of Untruths and Follies 
amongft* Far be the Infolency from me in any 
Cafe to meafure out for my Matter, with whom, 
or what to fpeak, I more revere his Wifdom, 
better underftand myfelf; befldes, the more of 
Truth he inquires and hears of me, I am moft 
aflured the more it muft be to my Advantage: 
but to have fuch a broken Pedlar, a Man of 
no Credit of Parts to be brought to the King^ 
and countenanced by fbme (that have Caufe to 
wifli me well, however I have reafon to believe 
I (hall not find it fo) only to fill his MajdOy's 
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Ears with Untruths concerning me, and that 
the whilft his foul Mouth (hould not either 
.be clofed, or elfe publicly brought to juftify 
what he informs, and fo the one of us to 
public Punifhment ; iro have fuch a Compa- 
nion famed as fent Comptrol and Superinten- 
dant over me, I muft confefs, as in regard to 
myfelf it moves me not much, yet as the -King's 
Deputy, it grieves and difdains me exceedingly. 
Alas! if his Majefty^have any Sufpicion I am 
not to his Service as I ought, let there be 
CommifTaries of Honour and Wifdom fet upon 
me, let thfem* publicly examine all I have 
done, let me be heard, and after covered with 
Shame, if I have deferved it. . This is gracious, 
I accept it, magnify his Majefty f®r his Juf- 
tice, but let not the Deputy l)e , profaned in 
my Perfon, under the Adminiftration of fuch 
a- petty Fellow as this, unto whom, believe 
me, vtxy few that know him will lend five 
Pounds, being as needy in his Fortune as fliift- 
ing in his Habitation, and that for none of 
his good Qualities neither. 

Now have I unfolded all which Jyes upon 
my Stomach, but how to digeft it, how to 
turn it to good Nourifliment, to my Health, 
there is the Difficulty^ the Humour which 
offends me is not fo much Anger as Scorn, 
and Defire to wreft out from amongft them 
my Charge 4 for, as they fay, if I might come 
to fight for my Life, it would never trouble 
me, indeed I ihould then w^i2;h them all very 
light, and be fefe under the Goodnefs, Wii- 
dom, and Juftice of my Mafter, Ac;ain, how- 
heit I am refolved of the Truth of aTl this, yet 
to accufe myfelf is very uncomely, I love, not 
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to put on my Armour before there be Caafe, 
in regard I never do fo, but \ find myfelf the 
wearier and (brer for it the next Morn-

^T^HIS will be an Ahfwer to all your Let- 
^ ters now with me, faving one concerning 
the Earl of St. Albans^ and for that I crave 
your Patience till the next Packet, in regard 
that Buftnefs being- very prejudicial to the King^ 
in Confequence requires to be thoroughly con- 
fidered, and imports me to underftand before 
that Grant pafs, whether his Majefty intends 
his Lordfhip a Bountv of Lands in Value at 
ieail thiity thoufand rounds, which otherwise 
in all Juftice and Honour the Crown will be 
intitled -unto ; beiides, in good faith there is (b 
much prefently to be done, as burdens me ex^ 
ceedingly, as well in my Thoughts as other* 
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The firft is a Signet Letter of the 2t6th of 
yanuary^ atteikd by you, and received by mc 
the 2d of this prefent. Hereby I am appointed 
to caufe a Pardon to be palled to Robert Smithy 
of a Sentence given againft him in iihe Caftle^ 
Chamber here, and in efpecial to remit hi^ 
Fine of a thoufand Marks. Before I come to 
the Particular, I cannot choofe but in the ge*- 
neral bemoan myfelf^ diat am forced to refpite 
the Performance of fo many Dire^on9 fexit 
tne under your Hand, feeming thcrd>y to pre- 
iume further than becomes a Servant, that am 
in my own Difpoiition with i^othing more ple^f^ 
ed, than without any Reply readily to fulfil 
bis Majcfty's Commands* For which never- 
theleis I muft chiefly blame my Negligence^ 
diat have not hitherto fent you hence a Copy 
of his Majefty's Orders fettled at my firft 
coming to this Government, which hereby now 
I do, befeeching you upon all Occafions hum- 
bly to mind his Majefty of them, and to ad- 
mit me from this Particular to fay thus much 
in the general. That befidcs the Quiet, they 
will procure us all, thofe Orders fort fo well 
with the Conftitution of this State, that moft 
necelfary it is they be obferved, otherwife af- 
furedly thefe Affairs will fuddenly fall backward 
further than they are now advanced. And {9^ 
this Confideration I truft will be a. Means that 
fewer Letters in Breach of thofe Orders fhsdl 
proceed from thence than, of lace hath been 
done, ' his Majefty's Affairs go on in a con* 
flant fteady Courfe, without Diftra£tion, and 
my Stay kA fuch Letters be avoided, which 
have procured me extreme much 111- will from 
the Parties interefted in fuch a manner as I

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tee for me^ omnia fecundtan litem fieri » Indted . 
it is over hard I fhould be put to give all the Ne- 
gatives fingle and alone. I fhall willingly take 
my Share, birt too much is too much. 

Now to give you an Account.oF. this Par* 
ticular, which I dare not give way to, Rege 
incdnfulto^ before my Obje^ions heard againft 
it. 

* The Offence this Gentleman was convinced 
of was a moil abomrnable and malicious Con- 
fpiracy to ravifh Sit Arthur Blunddl oi his 
Eftate, Life, and good Name, aggravated with 
this Circumftance, that Mr. Smith then fexved 
as Lieutenant, where Sir Arthur Blundell com^- 
manded him as his Captain; the Proof preg- 
nant; and if it jfhould after all this pafs with 
Impunity, the Sentences of that Court would 
become brut a fulminoy nor fhould' I know 
the Innocency, that were with Reafon to pro^ 
•mife itfelf Security. The Fine, being long fince 
reduced to a moderate Sum and eftreated^ 
cannot without much Trouble be now returrv- ' 
cd. Befidesy that Court makes part of the 
Eftimate in the Eftablifliment, not to be trans- 
ferred to any other Hand without Breach of 
the Eftablifhment, and now become a con- 
fiderable Part of the cafual Revenue, like to 
improve daily,, which will quickly be brought, 
as formerly, • to little or nothing, in cafe any 
be admitted to make Suits for thofe Fiiies. 

Such Favour granted to Delinquents is com- 
monly fcaodalous to public Juftice, Difcou- 
ragemenJts to the Judges that gave the Sen- 
tence, and the Court thereby becomes def- 
- pifcd, which, as it is now, may be well look- 
ed upon aa OM great Weapon in the Hand

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t{ the King, whereby to contain this People 
within Bounds of Sobriety and Duty. 

Laftly, this Letter requires met jto pais Mr.- 
Smith's Pardon of any other thing decreed 
by the fame Sentence againft him, which how 
it may be enlarged to take away even . the 
Damages and- Cofts given to Sir Arthur Blundelly 
I- know not; and that, in truth I humbly 
conceive. Sir Arthur not firft confentins:, can- 
Bot be done without apparent Injuftice. 

In. Sum,, as I fliould never have advi^ed^ 
rebus Jic Jiantihm^ to hearken unto a Suit thus 
condrtioned' in any Man's Cafe, - fo now I 
truft to be pardoned the flaying of it till I 
have his Majefty's fecond Fleafure fignified 
therein, which I wifli may be to 1^ the Bu- 
ilnefs reft when it is well^ for all, faving the 
remitting unto Mr. &mith his Bonds of good 
Behaviour, which, I conceive, if fo it pleafe 
hia Majefty, may be granted the Gentleman 
without any public Inconvenience. 

In ConcluficMi, I do* moft humbly befeceh 
his Majeflv might be ple.afed^to command, that 
^ccHent rrovifion fettled by. his own Orders 
might* be ftriSly obferved on all Sides, that 
no Suits be abfojutely granted there, till the 
Deputy and Minifters here be commanded hum- 
bly to ccsrtify what they fliall in their Judg- 
ment$ find tit to be underflood there for his 
Maicfty's Service. 

By this means, if the Suit be not fit, his 
Majefty being thereof advertifed, may put the 
Negative off himfelf upon us, which in thofe 
Gafes are moft willing to take it unto our- 
felves;. if it may be fully granted, we fhall 
lie fure, fii certified, fo to remit it to his M a- 
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]tiky^ as he may intirely derive the Grace airf 
Thanks of his own Bounty and Goodnefs on 
himfeJf, and we here freed from all feeming 
Di/bbedience or qucftioning his Majcfty's Wilh 
Acknowledging myfelf fo much delighted ta 
Ao every thing, when and as the King appoints 
ine> that in truth I never flop the prefent 
Execution of what his Letters require, but 
with Offence to that perfc<9: Attention and 
Obedience I muft preferve for my great Ma- 
iler in all the Adions and Periods of my 

The fecond Signet Letter of the 8tH of 
February^ mentions only Mr. Peter Htsrrtfm^ 
ft Student fn this College, for fomc Preferment 
to be given him in the way of his Profeffioni. 
This I will not fail to have a fpecial Care of,, 
fo as he fhall fpecdily, I truft, gather the Fruits. 
of his Majefty's gracious Recommendations* 

The third Signet Letter figned by his Ma-» 
jefly, attefted by you, js of the nth of J'lf^ 
hruary^ and requires me to confer the late. 
Lord Kirkudbrighfs Troop of Horfe upon the 
Earl of Defmcnd, 

His Majefty may command all that 4ver I 
have, and break my Sleep very fmall, it be-* 
ing accuftomed with me fo intirely to attend 
his Majefty's Service, as I aiu verily perfuaded^ 
few Men in the World think on or coradder 
their own private fo little. Befides, it is in 
my Fate to find few that are pleafed to re- 
member or mention ]Ki^ and equal Things^ 
which might perfuAde fof mej yet feel many 
Hands injurioufly tearing from me not only 
the Rights of my Place, my innocent and 
peaceable Converfation, the Candor of my 

. gcod 
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good Repute amongft Men (all this under thef 
Sun and with Impunity) but even the Capa- 
city alfo of ferving here with that Advantage 
to the Crown I othcrwife might. 

Should thofe great Offices incident to the 
Difpofal of a Lord Keeper, a Lord Treafurer, 
a Lord Chamberlain, a Lord Maiihal^ a Lord 
Admiral, a Mafter of the Horfe, a Captain 
of the Guard, b^r. become the Suit of e very- 
young Courtier, thofe noble Perfons would 
quickly in their own Cafe find thenifelvcs ag* 
grieved ; and yet fome of them perchance (by 
what Rule of Juftice I knov\^ not) (hall move, 

frefs, and importune the whilft that the like 
liberty may iiot be afforded unto me, that • 
they refpeftively challenge and enjoy thcmfelvcs; 
As if I were the only Servant of my Mafter 
unworthy to have the i)ues of my Place, how- 
bcit an Employment verily they would think 
a great Prejudice to have put upon them in^ 
any fort witb all the great Advantages be- 
longing unto it. Yet is the Difference vei*y 
great; for with all thcfe (except the Loi4 
Admiral) the Inability of thofe fubordinate 
Minifters may be fupptied by a Deputy, how- 
ever himfelf only like to anfwer, the Giver 
no ways liable ^r the Tranfgrefiion. But in 
thefe Cafes, the Duties of the Captains ard 
not to be done by Proxy, their Ability or 
Wcaknefs may be unto a General the Loft* 
of the Caufe, his Life, aind Honour \ nay, 
infenfibty wrcft forth of the Thoughts of the 
inferior Officers and Soldiers all R^fpe<!% and 
Obedience, and fo the very Soul' of all Ac- 
tion cafl into a dead Sleep. Nor indeed can 
it with Reafon be expciSled or hoped for other- 
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wife; but where the Power of «Punifliinent and 
Reward is intrufted with thofe Perfons w^ho 
are chief in Command. 

If I were gurlty to have executed this Power 
greedily to my own Lucre, not to have therein in- 
tended the Good» of the Army above all other 
~Refpe<Ss, to have thought of advantaging my- 
felf one Groat in the Difpofal of the late four 
new raifed Troops of Horfe, there were fomc- 
thing inwardly might quiet me, tell me, I 
were rightly fervid; if the Army were not, I 
fpcak it with Confidence and Truth, in all 
refpcdls infinitely more fit for Service than as 
I found it, there were fomething outwardlj 
might tell me, the Privilege were juftly de- 
nied that I had negligently abufed. 

If the Liberty had not, as I humbly con^. 
ceive, at firft been granted unta- me, were 
not his Majefty's Orders for me, and they 
fuch as, being obferved, have brought ( the 
greateft Profperity upon thefe Affairs that hath 
been fince the Englijh Conqueft, I ihould 
conceive Reafon might well advife to try fome 
other Way in the moulding and, bowing this 
State more to his Majefty's Advantage. 

If my poor Endeavours had taken left Ef- 
feft, it I had lived, in a Condition below 
other Deputies before me, or the Dignity of 
this Government ever of more Regard witlt 
-•me than my own Quiet or Benafit, it were 
but juft, that not only the^ Power to gratify 
worthy and fit Perfons for the Service of the 
Crown, but even the Entertainments and Pro- 
fits themfelves were taken from me, which 
others had the Happincfs not only to enjoy, 
but to have their Labours rewarded befides > 
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my Lord Ghichefler with Land 'at one Gift- 
worth at this Day ten thoufiind Pounds .a 
Year ; the Lord Falkland ten thoufand Pounds 
in Money at once : however, I never coveted 
more than the inherent Rights and Honours 
belonging to the Place, and yet I modeftly 

. perfuade myfelf my Pains have been equal, my 
Expence far beyond either of them, and his 
Majefty's Revenue advanced inmy fliort Time 
ten times as much as in both theirs.. 

Here, my good Friends, according their 
Cuftom fliall prefently' fet up the Height of 
my Aflumptions, that, I praife God, know full 
well, I have Thoughts of far more Meeknefs, 
tempered with a more perfedl Submiflion and 
Reverence to my Mailer's good Pleafure and 
Wifdom than themfelves. Only I profefs it is 
not poflible in my Nature, whilft I invade, in- 
jure no Man, to fuffer myf^Jf with Qijietnefs 
to be diminifhed in the Honour of the Com- 
mands jntrufted with me, .add that by the 

. fubtil Infinuation of fuch, I fear, as I hj ve no 
Rea(bn to believe well affedled to me. I 
efteem it were in me to betray thefe Affairs, 
fhould I not by all means poiRble avoid the 
bringing of young, and unexperienced Perfons 
to be Captains in this Army in a Time thus 
conditioned 5 or,, which js far lefs^ negle(2Lr\g 
the juft Care I owe my own Family, to ven- 
ture my Honour or my Life with I know not 
whom. My Life fhall be as freely lard down 
for (ny gracious Mafter as any that lives, 
yet I am not weary of it neither, fhould be 
very unwilling to die like a Fool, or, to deal 
clearly, defirous to fight but in the Company 
of fuch as underftand their Profeffion, fuch 

* H ^ as 
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as I {hould in fome meafure take to be ssf 
Well-wifhers to my Perfon as to the Caufe. 

And I befeech you, what can I hope for 
from the tender Years of this young Noble- 
man ? Experience tcUs me what to fear : I 
will name no Man to his Prejudice > but I 
proteft^ by one Youth, whom his Majefty 
commanded me to make a Captain .here, I 
have had more Trouble, the Kind's Payments 
more Scandal, than from the whole Army bo- 
lides. 

It is a Condition below t Gentleman, to 
be put to deny all, and hot tor be allowed 
to gratify fome; very hard to my fceming, 
that by ftridlly obferving his Majefty's Orders 
I jfliGuld procure fo many Enehiies, and not 
be admitted to keep them, when I might 
oblige one Friend, and he a Perfon in all 
refpecSs abler to difcharge the Duty to the 
Public. Only I fliall crave Leave, ^ diat a 
Tenderncfe tor my own private may not fi- 
lence me Ito the public Intereft, but that 
'therein my Lines may be read without Pre- 
judice. 

It feems then to me, under Favour, as well 
% high Wifdom as a Degree of Juftice in 
great Princes, to afford unto their Minifters 
the chafte Honours and Profits of the -Charges 
commited tmto them, and that each be con- 
tained and fuftained within the Limits of their 
fcveral Employments : and feldom perchance 
fliall we find a King to have been chearfully 
ferved, or the Magiftrate upheld in Power or 
Efteem, where this hath been negIe<Sted. For 
Inferiors will grow hard of Belief, that the 
Superior can be able to procure Right from 
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fhem that cannot procure it for himfelf, and 
prefently fct them at very fmall ; nothing be- 
ing more natural than tor the People to re- 
gard the Magiftrate no longer than their own 
Ufe infbrceth. ^ 

Befides, it difcourageth a Servant in his 
own Confidence, feeing . himielf not allowed 
the upright Credit and Benefit of bis Labour 
and Watches; but that others muft make 
and obtain Suits of thofe things, which of 
Cuftom and right Reafon are afSgned to him. « 
Nor is it every Man's Cafe to ferve and fuf- 
fer his Reward to he given to another; nay, 
to fpeak plainly, I proteft it is, and hath 
lieen long ray Opinion, that this excellent 
' Rule of Government laid afide thefe laft 
forty Years, more than in Reafon of State 
-perchance it ought, hath been one principal 
Caufe the Crown was fo leifurely and flack- 
ly ferved, the Magiftrates fo little looked af- 
ter in refped of the Times of the late Qiieen 
EltTUibeth^ and, in fine, the Affairs withal m 
fuch Diibraftions as now we find thenv; it 
being in the generality certain, that if Kinffs 
defire to be diorpughly and uprightly ferveo, 
they mufl be graciouily pleafed their Servants 
have at leaft the Accomodations and Profits 
belonging their Places. Nor can I in any 
Time, much lefs in this, promife myfelf any 
Ability to execute the Commands of his Ma- 
jefly, unlefs the Power not only of punifhing, 
but of rewarding fit Perfons alfo with fuch 
Places as belong the Deputy, be left unto mfj 
to the End that, as I difpieafe many, I may 
at leafl engage fbme few to undergo with me 
the Hazards of ail Events, bring up others in 

hope 
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hope of Preferment, defiroufly and attentively 
to execute what I fhall direct for the Good 
of the Service. 

The Condition his Majefty difpofeth this 
Troop with, viz, that his Lordfliip Ihall re- 
fide upon his Charge, is very }uflr, and conform 
his Majefty's own Rule. But wherein wiil 
his Lordfliip's Prefence advantage, utterly un- 
knowing what to command, or fetting his pes- 
Ibnal Courage afide, how to acquit himfelf to 
any one Duty belonging his Charge?. ..Befides,. 
I am humbly of Opinion, his coming over 
will be but formal, and that after a Summer's 
Stay here at the moft, his Lordfhip will deiiee 
Licence to return for three oif four Mondis, 
when upon the Place he fhall by his Friends 
obtain for altogether his Majefty*s Difpenfation- 
for his Attendance here, and (o take the En- 
tertainment> and leave tlie Bufinefs for his 
Lieutenant to look to at his own Adventure; 
as if thofe Commands were provided rather 
to be dealt forth as Childrens Portions, thani 
cxafting any further Attendance or Duty. And 
to^ fay Truth, what Comfort of Life can that 
Place afibrd, where no body {hail know his 
Lordfhip, ncz: he any thing? So as the Day 
this proves otherwife, I have taken a Note to 
put \t out of my Almanack* 

And laftly, I am forry that the juft Regard^ 
I owe to thefe Affairs, the ill Confequence 
fuch an Example, I forefee, would bring upon 
me, and the Defire I have to leave this Place 
intire to him that fhali fucceed, fhould enforce 
me to fay thus much in the contra^ of a Ne- 
{>hew of the Duke of Buckingham. But I truft^, 
in this Time of A^ion, bis Lordfbip may. be 

put 
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put into fome Employment more for his Profit, 
and more to enable him in that Profeffion 
than this will be. When, his Lordihip fo im"- 
proved' and qualified, I fhould Aire become a 
more carneft Suitor he might have a Com- 
mand of this Nature than now I amv That,> 
all things confidered^ I might, if f» pleafed 
his Majefty, be held excufed and admitted fo 
difpofe of this Troop^ which being all Rcotijhy 
is fit quietly and infenfibly to-be framed anew, 
the old laid aikle, which is another Trouble 
which' wiH happen to this .Troop, not fo 
handfemely to be fliifted by one neither ac- 
quainted with the Perfons, nor, I fear, (killed 
how to carry thorough a Bufinefs of that Na- 
ture. 

Thus far I have eafed myfelf with my Se- 
cretary's Pen. Your two Letters of the i6ch 
of February muft be anfwered with my own 
Hand: and, once for all, if any the King's 
Secrets imparted to me happen to he difco- 
vered by my Negligence, let me have n€>t 
only the Shame, but the Piinifliment I well 
deferve. ^ 

The Inclofed will give you an Account 
what I received from the Earl of Antrim. - Hx^ 
Lord{hIp cxpreilethy and' hath I truft good Af- 
fections, with Naphtali gives goodly Words, 
but as yet it feems his Forces are no readier 
than I formerly advertifed. 

His Lordihip is» pleafed: to^ defire my Advice, 
to whom he never imparted himfelf concern- 
ing- this Adion in all his Life, that know not 
any Part of his Defign : which makes me 
think, his Lordihip is pkafed either to be 
merry with tsu^x ^^ covets to draw me blind • 

fold 
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fold into his-Bufinefa J fo, according. to Occali* 
on either to take the Glory of the good Suc^ 
cefs to himfelf, or caft the ill upon me, who 
neither envy him the one, nor fhall wii 
undergo the 9ther for him. 

His Lordihip writes, ^^ He is not able ta 
** give? Account of his Forces, J)ut Infiruc- 
" tions received he will not fail to do it. '* 
In Sadnefs, I think, that, confldering what 
follows, he may well under favour be faved 
:the Labour^ as not being worth the account* 
ing 6{: eipeci^ly when we find it confefled,, 
that Captains to. lead them are ftill to feek, 
that Ammunition and Arms his Lordflup bath 
not any in all his Country.^ 

As for .his Proviiion of Boards, I fhould 
rather have coveted a Provifion of Shipping 
fov their Traniportation, than to have thought 
of fwimming them over, little better than on 
Boards, itndeed as if they were rather newly 
fcaped from Shipwreck^, man going onan In* 
vafion. 

Powder and Shot his Lord^p may have 
to train his Men, paying for it the ufual Rate, 
and I am perfuaded that whilft his Majefty, 
. and that with all Rea/bn, caufeth the Trained*- 
bands in England to give Mon^ for the. 
Powder fpent in exercifing, it is not his 
.Mind my Liord here fhould have it for no- 
thing. 

We have with . much ado got Money to 
fnrnifh thefe Stores with ei^t thouiand Arms 
lor the Defence of this Kingdom in fb doubt- 
ful a Time, and at one Clap his Lordfhip de- 
mands fix thoufand of them of free Coft. If 
grasited> where is the Money to furnifh om*- 

felvo 
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fcltres with newr ones, and in what Condition 
fliall we be without them ? 

His Lord&ip faith, I fhall fee his chief 
End is for his Majefty's Service. I believe 
well ftill, but that'' cannot appear neither 
till he be befides fupplicd with 2^11 Neccflariei : 
what thofe are his Lordlhipl itie^ns, God 
knows; but fure I am, his il*ordfliip, that 
in the Beginning expe^ the Arms fhould 
be given, ihall much more exped Pay or 
Vi6lual, which under another Name is the 
fame thing, for his Men in the Conclufion^ 
And then I befeech you, where is cither 
the Saving or Advantage of the CroWn ? Fcrr» 
pojho his Maje^ is t6 be at the Charge 'hlm- 
felf of levying nx thoufand Men, and affiga 
us Money for them, fure we his Miniflers onu 
the Place Ihan effeft the Service in another 
Manner than his Lordflup (with his Coufin. 
iJealey he mentions, to help) ihaE ever be 
able to do. 

Above all, I am aftoniihed with his Lord- 
fliip's Purpofe of putting thefe Men under the 
Command of Colonel' iW^/^, underftood to be 
in his Heart and AfFeftions a Traytor, bred 
no other, £g^ and Bird as they fay. And, I 
befeech you^ imagine what a comfortable Pro^ 
foeft it would, be for all us EngHJh here, to 
fee fix thoufaiid Men armed with our own 
Weapons, ourfelves by that means turned 
naked, led by that Colonel, under the Com- 
mand of Tyrone's Grandchild, the Son of old 
]Randy Mac Donnelly in the fame Country, 
formerly the very Heart andStrength of thofe 
mighty long lafting Rebellions? Indeed for 
myfelf/ I will put his Lordihip's conditional 

Pro- 
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Propoiition into an ahfolute Conclufion, I ihalt^ 
never think of the Colonel morej. nay, fmpe 
his Lordfhip deftres it,, advife his Lrordihlp 
alfo to refolve of the fame himfelf. 

In a few Words j I fhall crav9 Leave 
lainly to difcharge my Duty to. this Particu- 
ar. His Lordfhip's AfFe£);ion$ I queftion not, 
there are thofe about his Majefty to whom 
they are better known than they can 'be unto 
me. But I am humbly of Opinion, his 
Lordfhip of himfelf alone is not able to per- 
form any thing of Note againft the £arl of 
jttgyky whether you look into his Lordfhip's 
Purfe, or his Condu£^, that any Attempt be 
can make will be fo mean and weak as fhall 
rather difcourage, difhonour, than advantage 
the King's Party. For whatPoffibility is there 
for his Xordfhip to fufUin the Charge of to 
many Men,, that having but f^c thoufand 
Pounds Lands by Year, is fifty thoufand 
Pounds in Debt, more as the Rate now goes 
there, than all his Lands would give him^ 
were they to be fold ? So as if his Majefty 
conceive it conducing to his AiFarrs to makQ 
a Diverfion hencfc upon the Earl of Argyle 
in his own Country, tlie Aflion muft be 
cajried in his Miajefty's own Name, by bis 
own Soldiers, guided by fome fitting Perfoiis 
to be chofen, forth of this Army, taking along 
with them fuch Afliflance, Correfpondencc, 
and Intelligence, as the Earl' of Antrim may 
contribute unto them upon the Place. Thus, 
if you will be at the Charge of fix thoufand 
Men, and appoint us where' we fhall have 
the Money to defray them, I* wilLtrufl the 
Service may he cfFeSed to Purpofe, and His 
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M^efty's Contentment. Whereas in this odd 
Way, nothing can, in all Probability come 
of it. Nor can I adviib the Arms in the 
mean Space, ihould be put in any other Hand 
than where they are already. 

In my poor Judgment thofe in Scotland 2xe 

fot fo far already^ as they find (the Leaders 
mean) in their own Hearts, that which tells 
them they have exceeded, gone beyond all 
Terms of Reconciliation, and therefore the 
uttermoft of their Force for their own Prefer- 
vation is to be looked for from them ; and accord- 
ingly it behoves not only all us Servants^ 
but even the King himfelf, by all means 
poffible to haften the Army ioto the Fields 
and,, on fuch an urgent Occafion, far. more 
needful to do^than feemingly talk mucfe* 

That NewcaJiU is fecured is paffing welk 
I imagine all is done therein, that can< be;. 
yet let nie tell you, the Situation of it is 
ilich, as, I fear, is not poffible to be made 
any otberways ftrong, than by lodging ad 
Army near it. And. for that Purpofe, certain* 
fy it is of more Commodity than any other 
in all that Part of the Kingdom. But I ftifl 
earneftly long to hear that Berwick and Carlile 
are fecured by ftrong and great Garrifonsi 
that Work once done, . I confefs -^ a great 
Part of my Fears will be over, and till then I 
muft cxpedl very .finall Quiet. And fo much, 
for your firft of that Date. . » 

Your fecond mentions, that his Majefty 
finds them in England very chearful in their 
Supplies, and God forbid it ihould be other- 
wife, for fo they became not only, the worft 
of Suhje<Sls>. but the unwifefi of M^n alfo« 
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16 the Name of God^ let his Majcfty^s Wlfr 
^om fpeedily and fubftantiaMy difpoTe his Af- 
fairs ta the heft, and then, put his Caufe con^ 
fidently upon his Engli/b Subjed):. It is not 
f)offible' but they will acqait themfelves nobly 
tow^ds his Trufty diearfMiy. and obediently 
to his Commands, as a yi^rthy and faithful 
People ought to do. They? that raife and ftir 
Apprehenfioiis, to the contraif^^ to my feeming, 
are either fearful above Re^^n, ignorant, or 
femething' that is worie than)> either. 

As for borrowing the Sum his Majefly de- 
fireth, I ihould, I proteft by the Almighty, 
pawn all my Effate to the uttermoft Farthing 
to effeflt it; t)ut that which- is Truth will be 
beard : I do not beliere that to fave my Ltfe^ 
I were 'able to borrow five thoufand round* 
amongft all the Merchants of this Town; ge-^ 
nerally all People here turn, their Stock in a 
Courfe of Trading, the Number of moneyed 
Men extreme few, and thofe altogether take: 
Mortgages of Lands, for their Security, will in 
no fort meddle with any Man's Bond. 

Nay, admit we had a hundred thoufancf 
Pounds r«ady, yet under feivour were it not 
in reafon of ^ State to be fetcheol hence ; 
to exchange it over is impoffihie, would 
not be done in im Years hardly ;, 
and to be carried over in Specie, it would 
utterly fweep'sand undo this People, infallibly 
caufe a Stand of Track, and confequentlyjn 
% very fliort Time lofe the King more in his 
Cuftoms than this Money comes to* So as 
there is no Thought of fetching any Moneys; 
forth of this Kingdom at any time but by 
Exchange, and that by (mall Parcels* But the 

Means. 
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Means indeed of borrowing Money are nearer 
;Jrou, to wit, in London^ wbere it can be no 
great Matter I ihoul^ thiidc to take up the 
Sum you mention. And in that Way If my 
Credit may be of , any Service to his Majefty^ 
let my Name be given, be k for forty times 
as much as I am v^orth, and I will be bound 
with all my Heart. 

And fo this I>ifpatch being, ready, muft 
M^ait the turning - of the Wind, whichy fince 
I received thete laft of yours,, hath beea 
Eafterly, and £> hath, brought in Shipping for 
the tranlportif^ jof our Men to St. Beesy who 
ihaU, God wUting, be all put on board the 
•20th of this Month, for their Number infe^ 
rior to none^ I believe, can be fet befldet 
them in England* No iboner a Breath of 
Wind is felt from the Weft, biit thefe ibalL 
be on their Way to let you know how per«^ 
fe^y I am

AFTER my laft Letters to you were 
r^ clofed^ yet before the Meflenger was on 
Shipboard, a Servant of mine brought me 
Word, my Lord of Antrim was without to 
fpeak with me. 

Upon Difcourfe I. found thi3 fudden com- 
ing was occaiioned by his Majcfty's Letter^ 
whereof by your Favour I had the Dupli-^ 
cate, and hereby give you the beft Account 
I can of the b^rdken Difcourfe which -pafled 
betwixt us, wherein you will find manji 
Incertainties, fmall Hopes, and to my poor 
Judgment fome various Readings and Impof- 
fibilities. 

His Lordfhip mentioned certain. Propofitions 
by hi^ Lordfhip made, and Directions and 
Authority by his IVIajcfty, given at his laft bc^ 
ing ix) Englfindy. concerrfing h^^ Lordihip'S' go- 
ing upon the Ifles of Scotland \ that in Con- 
formity thereunto he had quietly expeded the 
Signification of his Majefty's Pleafure, nor 
ftirred ^t all till the Receipt of my Letter, 
complained of the Suddennefs and Shortnefs of 
the Warning, hut told me,» that inftantly upon- 
the Receipt of his Maiefty Letter, he' had 
fent to th^ O Neales^ HaraSy the O Lur- 
gans (if I miftake. not that Name) the Mac 

GtnnifesSy, 
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Cenffi/ess, the Mac Guyres^ the Afac Mahont^ 
ttie Mac Donnels .(as many Qis and Macs 
as would ftartie a w^iqle Council- board 09 
this Side to hear of) and all his other Friends, 
requiring, them in his Majcfty's Name to 
meet him with their Fprpes, fa as this Bu- 
/inefs is npw jbecome no Secret, but the com- 
mon Difcodrie .both ^of bis Xard0iip and the 
jKfhole Kingdom. 

That he had bought Boards, and. given Order 
for making of long Boats for the Tranfportatiou 
of his Men, and was now come to afk my 
.Advice and Counfel. 

In Aniw^r, I aiTured him of all the Affiftance 
I might give in the Execution $ but at all to 
advife, being a m&ce Stranger to his Defign, 
ivholly ignorant of the State of that Country 
and People, were a great Vanity (in plain Terms) 
to abufe him ^nd myfelf. 

With this Kis Lordfhip moved, faid^ it had 
been written over into England^ that he was 
.not able to perform his Engagements with his 
Majefty; that if his Majefty appointed it fo, 
he would raife and ftrve him with twenty 
>thourand Men ; fcemed to take it in ill 
Part at thofe who had fo informed, and as 
J thought did tacitly give to underftand he meant 
xne. 

This was followed with ple/itiful Expreffiops 
-of Zeal to his Majefty's Service, of his Wil- 
lingfl^fs and Ability to fulfil all undertaken by 
him. But in cafe I did not advife and coun«- 
fd him what to do, he' would give the Ac- 
.tiqn over, and thank me for thus freeing his 
Lordlhip of the Bufinels, protefting to acquaint 
jpe with a]l he kneiv of the Defign. 

Thorough 
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Thoroagh this I dilcovtred the Mark where* 
tiftto ail this tended, but not finding fe much 
Charity in myfdf as to take the Thorn out 
of his Foot to thruft it into my own, I l>e- 
ibught his Lordihip, if his Preparations were 
not fo forward, as in order to his Engage- 
ments on that Side they ou^ to have been, 
cr if he foiind more Enfficulty attending fuch 
an Action, than at firft his Lordihip had fore- 
iccn, not now to &ink to put the Failure 
opo» mine Account; that to give me fuch a 
Requital, for my Readinefs to ferve him, were 
not friendly. However^ I fliould be able to 
fct the Saddle on the right Place, and preferve 
myfelf well enough from fueh an Afperfion, 
where nothing was to be objcdled, but my 
juft Defire to be excufed from giving Counfcl 
in a Matter which I did not at all under- 
jftand. 

As for impai'ting unto me his Defign, it was 
not my Cuftom to covet any Man's Secrets, 
but I held it high Prefumption for me fo 
much as to i nquire after thofe of his Ma- 
jefty's, nor were it at all to the Purpofe for 
liis Lordfhip to acquaint me therewith, for 
howbeit as a private Perfon I fhould credit all 
his Lcrdfliip related, yet in my public Ca- 
pacity I could only underftand my Matter 
in his own Language, to wit, by his Hand 
and Seal, and otherwife in thefe important 
Matters I gave myfelf no Latitude at all. 
'That therefore I did defire his Lordfhip would 
be pleafed to fet down in Writing what he 
'expc£ted from his Majefly, and I would pro- 
cure him a fpecdy and clear Refolution. 

•Never- 
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ll^teivertheleis his Lordfliip made me a long Dif** 
courie of ^ Mes of Scstland^ of the £ail 
of ^rgyk^ of his own Pretences to great In- 
heritance there, of his intended Landing, Fight- 
ing and Conquering) imt faid he could not 
make War alone, and faw I did not like of 
the Buiinefs, and Aerefore he (hould not 
diink of it any further, protefting he would 
not go ^n fo jnuch as with making the 
Boats* 

I replied^ if he had undertaken to make a 
War idone, it were no Fault of mine; that 
my Tnift was, no equal Perfon would con- 
ceive me to diflike a thing, whereon I ^ave 
no Judgment, nay in tru& where I neither 
liked nor difliked at all; that if he thought 
of it no more, he muft aniwer it htmfelf to 
the King, and that he could not do lefs in 
Honour than make Mx9 own Preparations for 
his Tranfportatiom 

Thereupon he exprefled how divers of his 
t>eft Friends in England had difitiaded him 
from the Undertaking, that nevertfaelefs his 
Lordfhip, before well aware, had been led on 
by fome others, litde thinking the Scots would 
have ever gone to this Extremity; nay, who 
would have thought it (faith his Lordihip) ? 
That he would do his rart to his uttermoft, 
but underweight thoufand Foot and three hun- 
dred Hoffe, whereof one hundred for the 
Guard of his own Perfon, he would not fet 
a Foot on the Ifles. 

I told him, that was a great many, and 
the providing them would be well worth his 
LordOiip's Care, therefore did defire him to 
cxprefs in Writing, what he ewcSed on the 

King's 
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King's Part to be done, and by fomc Mell<?n- 

fix of his, or by me (which he pleafed) to 
dc his Majefty's further Plea(ure therein, 
V Whereupon his Lordfhip undertook preferit- 
Ij to put it in Writing, faying, he had.no 
more jto alk, ^but a Commiffion under the 
Great, Seal, to levy the Men, fix thoufand 
-Asms, Allowance to cut Wood out of the 
King's Woods for jnaking the Boats, and 
then if he did not, forthwith, all the reft ac- 
cording his Offer tp his Majefly, nay were it 
to go.mto .the Ifles with twenty thoufand Men, 
if his Majefty fo direiSted, he would be content 
to be told in England^ he had faid more than 
he was .able to perform. 

In good faith I was amazed to fee a noble 
Gentleman, traniported out of Zeal (fure) to 
the Service, fo much to mifcount himfelf; 
which •gave me the Curiofity firft to be in- 
formed, if I might, of the.roffibility of fuch 
a vaft AfTumption, which I am perfuaded alt 
the Nobility of England were not able to 
comply with two Years together: befides, thcf 
Arms provided for the Defence of this King- 
dom bieing not yet arrived, and myfelf utter- 
ly refolved not to give way to the drawing 
fo great a Body of Irijh together, under the 
Command of thofe Septs that now only le- 
main of the JJlfler Rebels, without full and 
clear Warrant from his Majefty," it was ne- 
ccffary to gain Time, rather than to difcover 
we were not able to furnifli the fix thoufand 
Arms fo fuddenly, or myfelf in fiat Terms de- 
jiy the Levy, and fo furnifh a Shift oiF, and 
turn the failing on the King's Part ; two 
principal Motives indeed, which cauied me 

froiu 
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from the Beginning to propound this Way 
of putting the Propofitions into Writings and 
tranfmitting them over for a final and full Di- 
region thereon. 

Hence it was, that at our next Meeting I 

told his Lcrifhip howbeit I fhould crave to 

be excufed from giving any Opinion in this 

Cafe, or to . be fo infolent, as to take upon 

me to lead him by my Counfel, not knowing 

any thing at all of the Matter, yet confider- 

ing not only hi& Reputatiotn, but the Weight 

of his Majefty's Counfels, the Lives of his 

Subje(9:s, and Good of his Affairs, might be 

all deeply concerned in. this Action) I fhall be 

bold to offer a few Thoughts of my oWn, 

which might at after (as fhould feem befl to 

himfelf) by his Wifdom be difpofed and ma- 

flcred for his own Honour, and Advantage of 

his Majefly's Service. 

I defired to know, what' Provifion of Vic- 
tual his Lord/hip had thought of, which for 
fo great a Number of Men would require a 
great Sum of Money? 

. His Lordfhip faid,, he had not made any 
at all, in regard he conceived they- fhould 
find fufficient in the Enemy's Country to fu- 
ftain them, only his Lordfhip propofed to tranf- 
port over with him ten thoufand live Cows 
to furnifh them with Milk, which he af- 
firmed had been his Grandfather Tyrone^s 
Play. 

1 told his Lordfhip, that feemed to me a 
great Adventure, he put himfelf and Friends 
upon : for, in cafe (as was mofl likely) the 
Earl of ^rgyle fhould draw all the Cattle 
^fid Corn into Places of Strength^ lay the 
Vol, L I Ko 
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mainder .wafte, how Would he in f<> bare a 
Country feed either his Men, his Horfes, ot* 
his Cows ? And then I befought him to fore- 
fee what a Mifery and Diflionour it would 
be for him to engage his Friends, * where they 
were not to fight, but ftarve. 

To that his Lordfliip replied, they would 
do well enough, feed their Horfes with 
Leaves of Trees, and themfelves with Sham- 
rocks, 

To this I crave Leave to inform his Lord- 
fhip, I had heard there were no Trees in 
the Ifles; but if Trees, as yet no Leaves, 
fo no fuch preffihg Hafte to tranfport his 
Army, for that the Seafon of the Year would 
give htm yet one or two Months Time of 
Confideration in that refpeft. 

We went on in the Difcourfcj it was told 
him, his Lordfliip had but fatisfied the Pro- 
pofition in Part, I did therefore crave to know 
what Pfovifion of Viftual his Lordfliip had 
given Order for, during the Time of thefe eight 
thoufaiid Foot and three hundred Horfe their 
Abode on this Side? Since that, in all pro- 
bability, Ids than two Months will not be 
^ent in teaching his Soldiers the Ufe of their 
Armfe, in Shipping his Men, his Ammunition, 
his Horfes, his ten thoufand live Cows, and 
other their Baggage j they wete the whilft in 
a Friend's Country, all true and loyal Siibjedis 
to his Majefty, thofe he might not plunder 
in any Wife : then if he had not Viftual 
to fatisfy ti^eir h\iAgry Bellies, how were it 
poffible to contain them either from Mutiny 
or Difbanding ? Again, in cafe the Wind {hould 
not ferve^ but that two or three Months more 

run 
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run up, before the Arms or the Shipping 
could be brought about to tranfport hiifi, or 
fay by Mifaccident they fhould be caft away, 
*what Means had his Lordftiip in Store to 
pafs that Time, until he were fupplied of thofe 
Ncceflaries f 

To this was anfwcred, his Lordihip had 
not confidered of that; neverthelefs I hum- 
bly advifed his Lordfhip fliould not altogether 
lay it forth of Mind, and to caft up what 
Vidual at Sixpence a Day for eight thoufand 
Foot, and at <5rte Shilling and Sixpence for 
three hundred Horft', might come to for two 
or three Months, and provide according- 
ly. ' 

Next I craved to know, when the Men 
were brought together, v/hat Officers he had 
chofen to exercife, inftru<S, and lead them ? 

His Afifwcr was, tiot any, only he pur- 
poled to have defircd me to farnifli him with 
a htindred Serjeants of this Army to drill 
them : I told his Lordfhip there were but four- 
fcore m all, and thofe not Perfons capable to be 
trufted with fo great a Charge, as the making 
and leading fuch an Army ; fo as I held it 
a Thought not unwprthy of his Lordfliip to 
caft, to furnifh himfclf with fit and experienced. 
Coinmanders for fuch Purpofe, as alfo what 
to allow, and how to pay their Entertainments, 
confidering that the Demands of Men fo cjua-r 
lifted were often found to be very great. His 
IvOrdihrp faid, he did ftot intend to make a 
forma! War. of it, fo -the lefs Need of fuch 
Perfons; befides, that all thofe Iflanders did io 
adore him, (his very Word) that he, once 
"landed, be was well affured, all would fight for 

I 2 him 
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him, none againft him, and that rather than 
not, 'he Mfould go upon the Ifles with three 
hundred, wkh that Number do more than ano- 
ther fhould do with twenty thoufand. I told 
him, if that were fo, it was a very fure Bu- 
finefs, nor Would there be need of any thefe 
;reat and troublefome Preparations ; but my 
k)ubt was, the "EzxV oV Ar^e would not fb 
■cafily quit his Pofleflion. My Lord of Antrim 
acknowledged, that Earl indeed had prepared 
two and twenty long Boats for the Defence 
of the Country, flopped up in a manner all 
the Avenues, and raifed a Fort lately upon 
a Neck of Ground, mounted fouiteen Pieces 
of Cannon, it feems, with great Advantage 
to fave the Country, whether the Earl of 
Antrim fliould mak« his Approaches lower or 
higher up into the Land. Only his Lordfhip 
faid, thofe People hated the Earl of Argyle^ 
and that his Lordfhip had not in all thofe 
Ifies above two hundred Pounds of his own 
Inheritance. Which raifeth a new Doubt with 
me at leatt : for the Earl of Argyle we know 
indeed, bi^t thofe other Proprietors, whether 
Covenanters or no, is a mn liquet here, and I 
am confident it is his Majefty's Purpofe hot 
to have this Earl trouble himfelf with con- 
quering thofe, that for aught li know may be 
good Subje<Ss already, though perchance they 
ihould poilefs thofe Lands, this I^ord pretends 
to have been belonging his Anceftprs (me- 
thought be faid) thefe thirteen hundred Years. 

I made bold alfo to queftion what Propor- 
tion of Powder, Bullet and Match, what Ord- 
nance, with all forts of Ammunition, and 
other necelTary Implements, what Shovels, Mat- 

tccks^ 
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tocks, Spades, fffr, his Lordfliip had either 
provided or expefled ? In a)i thcfe his Lord- 
fliip faid, he muft refer himfelf to pie : where- 
in I befought his Excufe, as impoffible for 
me to do, that knew nothing of the Na- 
ture of the Country or People, nothing of the 
Occafton, how foon it might end, or how 
long it might continue, neither what his In- 
tendments might be of fighting Battles, aflault- 
ing Places, raifing of Forts, putting in Gar- 
rifons. Men and victuals, with a Number of 
fuch like Confiderations, which not underftood, 
the moft exa<5t General of the World couki 
not be able to give any. certain Judgment, 
therefore none could fettle upon any thing of 
this kind but himfelf, to whom all thefe Par- 
ticulars were clear and manifeft, 

I defired to be ' rnforfiied, whether he had 
thought of any Place of Landing, of poffefnng 
of fome Groimd of Advanta2;e, intrenchino and 
fortifying -himfelf fo, as might at the worit 
fecurc his Retreat? Whether his Lordfhip 
had confulted with any to that Purpofe ? what 
Intelligence he held with thofe of his Party? 
For thefe, he had not thought of any Land- 
ing-place in particular, as a thing indifFerent, 
on which of the Iflcs he landed, whereof he 
faith there are fourfcore; nor were Retreats 
to be thought on when Men are going on*; 
and as for Intelligtence, the Earl of Jrgyle 
had fa flopped all Pailages, that little or none 
of that kind he could procure. 

Laftly, I (hewed him how neceflary it was 
for us both to difcourfe of thefe things, and 
befought him he would fet down his Propo- 
iitions in Writing as foon as might be, where- 

I 3 unto 
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unto I would undertake to return him a fpeedy 
and clear Anfwer. Being gone forth, he told 
Sir George Radcliffe^ at firft he had not been 
Citisfied with the Manner of my Treaty with 
him, but now found I was his Friend, and* 
had ihewn, that his Lordfhip had not fo well 
fbrefeen, and provided all, fuch a weighty Bu- 
finefs did require; expreilfing covertly, he could 
be glad to be fliut of the Undertaking itfelf, 
as above his Fortune to go thorough with- 

Some tw^o Days after his Lordfhip deliver- 
ed unto me his Propofitsons, a Duplicate where- 
of you have here inclofed ; fo as now I do 
expe(il to be infl:ru£ted what Anfwer I fhall 
give, and Warrant fot fo much as is for mc 
to be done therein. 

Only I obferve fome Particulars which you 
will find in thdfe Proportions. 

His Lordfhip now reduceth in the firft Ar- 
ticle his Number to four thoufand eight hun- 
dred Foot, and two hundred Horfe, demands 
in the fixteenth Article a Loan of twenty thou- 
Iknd Pounds for their three Months Pay ; whereas 
allowing for the Foot Sixpence, and for a 
Horfeman Eighteen-pence a Day, it comes 
]bfit to twelve thoufand one hundred aiid fifty 
founds, which Overplus of feven thoufaud 
eight hundred and fifty Pounds, will largely 
ferve to build his long Boats, pay the Oflir- 
cers, tranfport his Men, ^c. Thus, in pre- 
fent, his Majefly is at the whole Charge; 
^d after the three Months his Lordfliip in 
the fevcnteenth Article clearly and in^nuoufly 
exprefleth his Meaning to be, that his Ma- 
jefty fliould defray all For my pyen Part I 

know 
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know as little where this twenty thoiifand 
Pounds will be fpared (for the Revenye here 
is not able to dp it) as when his Lordship 
will find that reaibnable Time he mentions 
, for Repayment thereof, efpecially cdnfidering 
what I tacitly wi;it of the mighty Engage- 
ments which lye and prefs upon his Eftate, 
Aiore, in good f^ith, I believe than all his 
Lands, were they prefently to be fold, would 
fatisfy. 

In the ninth Article, his Lordfhip afks at 
once twelve Field-pieces, with all belonging 
them, howbeit he knows not what Employ- 
ment there will be for them, and we fliall , 
have ten of that {ort when they are come, 
which w« expcdl not till towards Whitfm^ 

The tenth Article requires iive hundred Jong 
Bows, with twenty- four Arrows, and /our 
Strings to every Bow; doubles the Proverb, 
which gives you know but two Strings to a 
Sow, and well too. But the plain Earneft is, 
that B#w39 Arrows, or Strings, there are not 
%xiy in thefe Stores. 

The eleventh Article is for Wood for his 
36ats, which howbeit I had not Power to give 
Wariant to cut down any in the King's Woocjis, 
yet I got my Lord of Derry to give his Lord* 
^p the Liberty to take as much as he had 
Ufe of in his Woods, lyhich arc in all re- 
fpefts as convenient for hrm, fo that therein 
his / Lordfhip is accomodated to his Content- 
ment 5 howbeit methinks they fhould prove 
ftrange Boats that are to be made of greert 
aad unfeafoned Wood.

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^The fourteenth Article propofeth an Impaf- 
fibility, for two Ships and two Pinnaces it 
requires, where we have only the Swallow, 
"Whelp^ and Pinnace. Bcfides, thefe three can- 
not be brought all fo foon to the Place he 
appoints, yet without them (I had almoft faid 
nor with them neither) no oervice* And the 
eighteenth Article defires the Command of the 
laid Ships and Pinnaces daring the Occafion. 
My Queftion is, What fliall become of the 
Coafts the whilft, for Guard whereof thefe 
are affigned ? Unlefs other Ships be appoint- 
ed by my Lord Admiral for that Service, 
which win be fix or feven thoufand Pounds 
more Charge ta the Crown. But this I hum- 
bly fubmit to my Lord Admiral, I having no- 
thing to do at all with the Difpofition of thofe 
Ships; yet if they were, as this Lord would, 
perchance his Lordfhip might have no Employ- 
ment for them: for I remember, now at 
Michaehnas^ his Lordfhip being to come over, 
no lefs than all thefe three would ierve for the 
Tranfjwrtation of himfelf and Lady, no De- 
*nial, muft have the Swallow to take him aboard 
at JVyarwaUr^ where never came Ship of thrcc- 
icore Tun and lived, and yet, in Conclofion, 
anade ufe only of the Pinnace, which before 
had been offered, as that which I knew was 
fafeft and fitteft, and fo his Majefly put to the 
vain and wanton Expence, I proteft unto you^ 
of near five hundred Pounds. 

One other Matter bis Lordfhip propofed to 
me in Difcourfe, not in his Paper, and this k 
was, that for the Defence of his Lordfhip's 
Country, himfelf thus gone upon the Ifles, 
there might be a new Troop of Horfe raifed 
for bis Brother, and paid by bis Majefty. 

Ta 
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To this my Anfwer was, his Lands were of 
this Kingdom, and confequently under my 
Charge, myfelf aofwerable to his Majefty for 
it, and I would by the Help of God fecure 
that and all the reft, with the Army we had 
already, without putting the King to fo great 
in Incxe^ of Charge, as the raifing a new 
Troop wottld be.' 

In fum, I muft needs fay, his Lrordfliip 
fliuffles the Pack dexteroufly enough, if pre- 
tending to make a War at his own Coft, 
he can thus prefently and totally fhift off the 
Charge upon the King; deal himfelf a Gene- 
raUbip at Sea and Land ; a Command of the 
King^s Armies, his Ordnance, his Arms, his 
Stores, hi$ Shipping, make all his own Offi- 
cers, new Levies as likes him beft, and pro- 
cure a Horfe-Troop for his Brother. Old Ned 
Coke would have here faid, God is tny Witmfs 
tbefe ore ftrange Things to me. But now all 
this, for what? Marry, for aught I either 
hear or can forefee, to enable his Lordflii)) 
to go .upon the Ifles there, to recovei* for 
himfelf thofe great Seigniories belonging unto. 
Ms Anceflors ; arid fay, all the now Poffeflbrs be 
Covenanters, which yet appears not, »nd that 
he do coiiquer the Country (for not a lelV 
Word than Conqueft comes from us.) What 
fltall his Majefty, or any other M^, fave 
himfelf, be the better? Indeed it troubles me 
to imagine, how his Lbrdftiip may think of 
us all his Majeft/s Minifters, whilft he feeds 
himfelf with t^e Hopes to carry out from 
amongft us his own Ends and Benefits thu9 
in Sovereignity, and under a Colour of doing* 
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to his Quality^ howbeit not Chief in Command, 
till his Lordfliip had gained more Experience 
than yet he hath ? 

And thus I fubmit all, only I humbly crave 
Leave to difcharge my Duty, fo far as to de- 
liver you myfelf ingenuoufly in fome few Par- 
ticulars. 

I judge the Seaibn* fo far fpent, the Provi- 
fioil of Vi&ual», Arms, Ordnance and Ship- 
ping fo far behind, as' it will not be poffible 
for my Lord of Antrim to do any thing upon 
that People this Year; that his Lordfhip will 
not the next Year, by rcafon of his Breed- 
ing and Experience, be a Peribn qualified for 
a Command of that Nature. 

That if the Defign muft go on, it may 
at leaft reft till the next Spring, be fully con* 
fidered on all Hands, and in the mean Space 
ib carried, as neither the Earl of Antrim be 
difcouraged, nor yet fet at liberty for his 
Undertakings on that Side, but that fuch Ufe 
be made both of him, and- all other Accom- 
modations, as maybe found of Advantage for 
that Service. 

This Difpatch had been fooner on the Way^ 
but that I have been fo tormented widi Tootn- 
ach, as I hardly found the Patience to do 
any thing, which I hope will obtain me your 
Pardon, that refts

I do 
not doubt, but you remember very well the Com- 
mands I left with you at my going away concern- 
ing that Point, ind am confident you will ob- 
ferve them. Yet the Letters that come from 
Paris fay, that it is the Queen's Purpofe to doe 
all fhe can to change your Religion, wbich^ if 

iou hearken to her, or any body els in that 
latter, you muft never thinke to fee England^ or 
me again j and whatfoever Mifchiefe (hall fall on 
me, or my Affeirs from this Time, I muft lay all 
upon you, as being the only caufe of it. There- 
fore confidcr well what it isj not only to be the 

Caufe 
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Caufc of ruineing a Brother, that loves you foe 
well, but alfoe of your King and Country. Doe 
not let them perfwade you either by Force or fairc 
Promifes ; for the firft they neither dare, nor will 
ufe ; and for the fecond, aflbon as they have per- 
verted you, they will have their End, and will 
care no more for you. 

I am alfo informed, that there is a Purport to 
put you in the Jefuits Colledge, which I com- 
mand -you u{^on the fame Grounds never to con- 
fent unto. And whenfoever any body (hall goe 
to difpute with you in Religion^ doe not anfwer 
them at all \ for though you have the Reafon on 
your fide, yet they being prepared, will have the 
Advantage of any body, that is not upon the 
fame Security that they are. If you do not con- 
fider what I f^ to you, remember the laft Words 
of your dead Father, which were,- to be conftant 
to your Religon, and never to be fhaken in it.

He , 
laith, that about 5 Moenths (ince, prefently after 
bis Father and Family departed out of Lima in 
Peru, there happened the fearfuUeft Earthquake^ 
and Raininge of Fire from Heaven, in Pent;

that the whole Cittye of Lima is fwallowed up, 
and alfo the Ifland of Calloa^ in which Places 
there perifhed about 11,000 Spaniards, and not

quake 50,000 Millions of Bans of Silver ready 
wrought up. The famous Mines and Mountains 
of PotoJidiXQ deftroyed, foe that there is noe more 
Hills to be feene, all a Plaine, nor any further" 
Poffibilitye of having Silver or Gold in Peru. The 
King hath had noe Knowledge hereof untill now, 
by the Shipps that efcaped of this Conip,any. It 
is too large to repeat all that he hath told mee of

the Havana^ that fome of our FJeetc of yamaica 
had taken fome Spanijh IShipps laden with Ne- 
groes, but none of Silver. He aHb faics, there 
was a Report, that 9 Shipps were fent liy Sedge^ 
wi<ke to England^ -and that he demands Supply of 
all things from Englandy viz. Viftuafls and 
Woemen, &c. if it is expefted he fliould con- 
tinue there. And he faies, the Natives, and Ne- 
groes of Jamaica infeft them forely, Whenfofever

He (aith, that though the Nlttives upon th^ 
Maine be readye to receive Libertye from th^ 
Hands of any People, by reaibn of theire Op- 
preffions unheard of almoft (as before is faid) 
yet the Spafnm-is are exceedingly loyall ; whkh 
appeared sot long iuice by a Pirefter, which I!ii6

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Dutch and Frtnch made to them at Lima in Peru^ 
that they would engage to come yearely to them 
with a certain Number of Shipps, and bring 
them Commodittyes at a farr cheaper Rate then 
they have from Spayney and trade with them upon 
their own Account, which the Spaniard refufed 
totally. 

He faies, the Inquifition is mod fevere and cruell 
in the Indies ; but the Inquiiitors are univerfally 
hated to fuch a^ degree, that an Inquifitor dares 
not ftir out of his own Houfe, not fo much as to 
fee a Friend, for fear of Violence from thfe 
People. '

SIR..: ; 

T Have feciic^yjour laft Letter to MnjSccretary, 
^ as alfoe divers others } and. although I have 
jioe doubt either of your Diligence or Ability to 
ferve us in foe great a BufineTs, yet I am deeply 
fenfible, that the French are very. much (hort 
with us in Ingenuity and Performance. And 
that which encreafeth our Senfe is, the Refolution 
vf^ bad rather to pverdoe then to be b^ilide hand 
,. ' in 
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in any thinge of our Treatye. And although wee 
never were foe foolifh to apprehend, that the 
French and their Interefts were the fame with ours 
in all things, yet ^s to the Spariyard^ who hath 
beene knowne in all Ages/ to be the mofl impla- 
cable Enemie t^T^t France hath, we. never could 
doubt, before wee made our Trtz^Cy that goc- 
inge upon fuch grounds, wee (hould have beene 
fayled as wee are. To talke of giveinge us Gar- 
h&ns, which are inland, as caution for future 
A^on ; to talke of what wil be done next 
Campaine, are but parcells of Words for Children. 
If the;y will give; us Garrifons, let them give u6 
Callaisy DeipSy and Bulloigney which I thinke 
they will doe as foon as be honeft in their Words^ 
in giveing us any one Spanijh Garrilon upon |he 
Coaft into our Hands. I poiitively thinke, which 
I fay to you, tliey are afrayde we (hould have 
any Footinge on that fide, though Spanijh. I pray 
you teU the Cardinall from me, that I thinke^ if 
France defires to mainteyne his Ground, much , 
more to get Ground upon the SpanyarJy the Per- 
formance of his Treatye with us will better doe 
it, then any thinge appears yet to me of any Dc- . 
figne he hath. % Though wee cannot foe well 
pretend to Souldiery as tbofe who are with him, 
yet wee thinke, that wee being able by Sea to. 
ftrengthen and fecure his Seidge, and reinforce it 
2s wee pleafe, by Sea, and the Enemie in a Ca- 
pacity to doe nothinge to relieve it *, that the beft 
time to befiedge that Place will be now, efpecialiy 
if we confider, that the French Horfe will be 
able foe to ruine Fknders^ as that noe Succour,

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ReHtf, as fiuv «$ Engimd and Rrmtce can give it, 
without an/ manner of Impediment, e<peciallj 
cenfideringe the Dutch are now engaged foe mueh 
t% the Sonthmrard as they are. I define you to let 
him knowe, that Engiyhmm have A>e good Ex- 
perience of Winter-expeditions, that they are 
confident, that if the Spanyard ftail keepe Hie 
Field, as he c^uiot impede this Worke, foe nei- 
ther will he be able to attaque any thinge to\¥ards 
J^hanee with a poffibility of Retreate. And what 
doth allDelayes fignifie, but the giveinge thtSpa^ 
wfori Oppertunitie fo much the more to reinforce 
MmfU^ and to the keepinge our Men another 
Shimmer to ferve the FrmS^ without any Colour 
of a Recipr oeafl, or any Advantage to ourielves.

And that diere hath been no Affign*^ 
ment made of that our Allowance fince the'24th 
of yuni laft, which comes to near 100,000 L 
and which, with' what is yet not fent to us of our 
former AfSgnments, makes up about the 1 80,000 L 
which by my Letter to your Highnefs of the 15th 
of Jufy laft, I humbly mtimated was wanting to 
clear our Engagements here. We are ibllicitous 
to think upon what Reaibn our Allowance of 
17000 1. per menfem is with-held from us fince 
June laft} but hope, that \i was not, becaufe- 
Ireland^ s Share of 1,900,000 L per Attn, willxiot 
extend fo farr; for in that cate Care ought to 
have been taken for leftening the Charge of In- 
/tf^ii accordingly! which (forefeeing theStre^ht^ 
we were ninnmg into) I have feveral times pre&d ; 
and that in my Letter of the 15th of July^ did 
ofFer my Thoughts as to the Manner and Haft of 
doing it. YourHighnels feeing in what Con- 
dition I am, and how I came iato it, I humbly 
beg your Highnefs to confider, what ill Ufes of 
feveral kinds my Enemies have made <^ this Di(^ 
advantage; fome perlwadtng the Army, that I 
was negligent of their Concernments, hoping 
thereby to alienate the Afte£Hons of the Soldiery 
from me : others telling them my Intereft in Eng- 
land was very fmall, that I could not procure Sup- 
plyes as others, my Predeceflbrs, had done; 
others^ taking occafion to advife, that the faid 
Arrear might be wholly ftritck o^> and never 

paid 
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paid at all^ perhaps thereby \o bring the Odium 
of fo il! an Office upon me. Your Highnefs may 
eailly conceive^ what I have been forced to do 
to keep down mutinous Difpoiitions among them ; 
and that it will be very difficult henceforward to ' 
keep the Army quiet, and in their due Obedience* 
with Words and Promifcs only. The Truth is, 
that to have borne Delays from time to time for 
above thefe two Years^ did argue a good Temper 
and Inclination towards your Highnefs. 

If they have no Relief from me now, when they 
fee me in as much^ vifible Power as they can 
expe<^ and when I want thofe Grounds of £«xcufe 
which formerly I had, I (hall be much to feek 
how to carry it towards them. for. the future; for 
upon my being veiled in the Government, they 
feeming to exped fome Advantage, may think it 
very hard not~ to receive thefar bare Dues, after fo 
long Expefbtion. Befides, this want of Pay 
concurring at this Juncture with; the extreme 
Trouble and Confuftpn about Spanijh and bad 
Coins, the Soldiers are apt to grow too licentious 
in abuflng the Country, when 3iey levy their Con* 
tribudon, refufing to take iiich Money as pro- 
baldly is good enough \ thereby to extort ibme 
unwarrantable Advantage from the People ; all 
which they take occafion tp do, partly out of Ne- 
cciSty, and partly prefuming 'twill feem unrca- 
ibnable to punifh feyerely and pay negligently. 

Moreover, if your Highnefs thinks fit fnortly 
to leflen the Charge, I fuppbie it will appear very 
hard now^ after, all their patient Forbearance, to 
difmifs them without their Due* And if we put 
off thofe who are npw to be diibanded, with the 
growing Pay ^f the reft who are to fland, we 
mall then rj^lapTe into the fame Error we com-

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mttted in 1655, upon the Kke Occafion ; and fi 
growing ftill into a worfe and woHc Condition, 
muft at laft fall into Aich a State, as I cannot 
promife my felf able to wade through. I humbly 
beg your Highnefe to weigh thefe Truths, and 
iiot to keep me for ever engaged inConflids and 
Diificultys more and greater than any other 
Man in my way doth or hath fufFer^d. Your 
Highnefs knows, how hard 'tis to keep diings 
right without Money. The ill Confequences of 
thefe Wants may be liereafter reprefehted as my 
Errors and Mifcarriages ; and it wfll be better 
for me never to have been advanced to this Place 
of Truft, than to be left without Means to ma- 
nage iti without which it- muft prove but an 
empty and dangeroui Title only, I hope your 
Highnefs wiH think well of fome, peHiaps not fo 
fit, Expreffiofls, which I ufed in giving you my 
Apprehenfions of the Army. I am not wSIing 
to iuggeft caufelefs-^ Fears, nor :w6uld I fpeak .act 
this rate to any other: I ju^^it\|ny Dutyjtp 
deal faithfuHy yx^6a riiefc Occafions, Ei^t 
Months Acrear is fo greiat a Matter, tkat Ihppe 
your Highnefs wiH not think me froward, if J 
infift ^pon the paying it off, as believing no prudent 
Man would or ever did embarque on a Charge of 
this Moment, without' being firft /et on acar 
Board.

T Did bv an Exprefle upon Munday give your 
^ ExceJlencye an Account of his Highneile 
Sicknes, and the Daunger he was in. Since 
that it hath pleafed God to put an end to 
his Days. He died Yefterday about four of 
the Clock in the Afternoone« I am not able 
to fpeake or write; this Stroake is foe ibare. 
ibe unexpe^d, the Providence of Go^ in it 
ioz ihipendious, confideringe the Perfon that is 
fallen^ the Tyme and Seafon wherein God 
tooke hym away, ^tth other Circumftances, 
I can doe nothinge but put xdn Mouthe in 
the Duft, and fay, It is the Xxnrd ; and though 
his Wayes be not alwayes knowne, yet they 
are alwayes righteous, and wee muft fubmitt 
to his Will, and refigne up ourfelves to him 
with all our Concernements. 

His Highnefle was pleafed before his Death 
to declare my Lord Richard Succeilbr. He did 
it upon Munday -, and the Lord hath foe or* 
dered it, that the Councell and Army, hath 
rer^iv'd him with^ all manner of Ane£iioli« 
He is this Day proclaymed ; and hitherto 
there feemes a great Face of Peace : the Lord 
continue it ! 

It is not to be fayd, what Affedion the 
Army and all People ihew to his late Highneile ;

Your laft is fo exprefs a Pidlure of 
Sorr<)w, that none coulci draw it foe well, that 
did not foelfe it;.

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And concerning you^ what ta refolve. in myfel^ 
or what to a4vife you, truly I know not; for 
you muft give me leave to remember, of how lit- 
tle Weight my Opinions and CounHs have been 
with you, and how unkindly and unfriendly you 
have rejoflied tbofe Exhortations and Admoni- 
tions, which in much AfFedion and Kindnefs I 
have givea you upon many Occafions, ^nd in 
almofl every thing, from the Higheft to the 
Xroweft, that liath concerned you; and this ypu 
may think fuBicient to diicQurage me from put« 
ting my Advices into the like Danger ; yet fome* 
what r will iay : and firft, I think it unfit,, and.

It is faid 
alfo, that a Minifter, who hath married a Lady 
Laurence here of Chelfey^ but now dwelling at 
Copenhagen^ being there in Company with you^ 
faid, I think you were none of the late King's 
Judges, nor guilty of his Death, meaning our 
King. Guilty ! faid you ; Do you call that Guilt ? 
Why^ *twas the juftejl and hraveji ASfion that ever" 
was done in England, or any where elfe\ with 
other Words to the fame Effeft. It is faid alfo, 
that you having heard of a Defign to ferze upon 
you, or to caufe you to be taken Prifoner, you 
took notice of it to the King of Denmark him- 
iclf, and faid, / hear there is a Defign to feize upon 
me : hut who is it that hath that Defign ? Eft-ce 
noftre Bandit. By which you are underftood to 
mean the King. 

Befides this, it is reported, that you have been 
heard to fay many fcornful and contemptuous, 
things of the King's Pcrfon and Family j which 
unlcis you can juftifie yourfelf, will nardly be 
forgiven or forgotten: for, fuch perfonal Of- 
fences make deeper Impreffioris than public Ac-' 
tjons either of War or Treaty. Here is a Refi- 
dent, as he calls himfelf, of the King of Den-- 
marky whofe Name (as I hear) is Pedcomhe-, he 
hath vifited me, and offered his Readinefs ta give 
you any Affiftance in his Power or Credit with 
the Ambaffador, Mr, Alfield^ who was then ex- 
pected, and is now arrived here, and hath had 
his firft Audience. I have not feen Mr. Fed-" 
combe iince \ but, within a few Days, I will put 

him 
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him in mind of his ProfejQion of Friendfhip ta 
you, and try what he can or will do. Sir Robert 
Honeywood is alfo come hither i and, as I hear, 
the King is gracioufly pleafed to admit him to his 
Prefence, which will be fomewhat the better for 
you, becaufe then the Exceptions againfi your 
rimployment and Negotiation, wherein you were 
Colleague, will be removed ; and you will have 
no fni»re to anfwer for, than your own particular 
Behaviour.

!»riz6 againft ii/^&»^ witir fofhe Attempts, but 
ittle Succefs die Fault he has laid in fome 
Degree upon the Manquifi^ here, for refufmg 
to fufFer the Dube of Bornoville to go and com- 
mand his Troops, which he durft not confent to^ 
for fear of giving too much OfFenco- to the French' 
and the Dutch, at a Time when* the Spaniards- 
here are in iH Condition for a Quan^er: but the 
Bifhop's chief Complaints have been, want of 
Adfe Sums-of Money ftipulated by his Majefty 

*' to be furnifted him -both before and after his tak- 
ing the Field. Our Excufes upon' the Lofs 06*

This Duke is in my Opinion the fineft Gentle-

merous Ifiiie ; be feemsj about fifty' Years old^i 
tall, lean, very good Mien,, but more like an' 
Italian than a German: All he fays is civil, well 

' bred, honnefley plain, eafy, and has an Air of 

'Truth and Honour* He made great Profeffions 
of Kindttefe andRefpeft'to the King, was forry 
he could not ferve him in this Affair; his Engage- 
ments were already taken with the Emperor andi 
his Neighbour Princes for making the Munftar 
Peace, and by that means keeping War out of 

' the Empire, He doubte^d I could' not ferve his 

* Majefty upon this Errand nei&er; for,^ he firft 
believed I codd not]get fafe to Munfter ^ die Ways 

' being aQ fulf of Dutch and Brandenburg Parties^, 
who had Notice of the King'js Intention to fend: 
away to the Biihop upon this, Occaiion ; and if 
I ihould arrive, he believed however I fllould' 
find the Peace figned before I came*. 

My Anfwcr was ihort, fer I was- very wcaiy ; 
that go I woidd^ however I fucceeded, that for 
the Danger of the Journey I knew no providing 
againft iti but a very good Guide who might 
lead me through Ways the moft' unfrequented; 
that I would defire his Hi^nefs to ^ve me one 

* of his own Guards to conduct me, becaufe none 
would expe£): a Perfon e'oing upon my Defign, 

' would have one in hisLiveiy /or a Guide; and 

1 defired he wouid let ine fw as I bad dione hi- 
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Micrtd in. a Journey for a Spanijh Envoy. The 
Duke» after Tome DifEculties at firft (which we^ 
turned into Pleafantries) complyed with me in 
all : I took my Leave, and went away early next 
Morning. 

I never travelled a more favagc Cbuntnr, over 
cruel HillS).through many great an^ tbickWoods^ 
ftony and rapid Streams, never hardly in any high 
Way, and vejy few Villaees, till i came near 
Dortmundj a City of the Empire, and within a 
Day's Journey, or fbmething more, of Munjter. 
The Night I came to D^mund vrzs fo advanced 
when I arrived^ that th^ Gates were (hut \ and 
with all our £h>quence, which was as moving as 
we could, we were not able to prevail to have 
diem opened : they advifed us to go to a Village 
about a League diffant,. where, they laid, we 
. might have Lodging. When we came there, we 
found it all taken up with a Troop oi Eranden^ 
burg Horfe, fo as the poor Spanijb Envoy was f^n 
to eat what he could get in a Barn, and to fleep 
upon a Heap of Straw,, and lay my Head upon 
my Page inftead of a Pillow. Tne beft of it 
was, thathe imderftandingDi^/fi^,^ heard one of 
the Branderihurg, Soldms coming into the Barn 
examine fome of my Guards, about me and my 
Journey, which when he was fatisiied of, he glk- 
ed if he had heard nothing upon the Way of an 
Englijb Envoy that was expeAed ; the Fellow faid, 
he was upon the Way,, and might be at Dortmund 
within a Day or two; with which he was fatif- 
fied, and I flept as well as I could*. 

The next Morning I went mioDortmundy and ' 

/hearing there, that for five or iixLeagues round, all 

/was full oi\ Brandenburg Troops, IdiTpatch'd a- 

.wsy ^rG^man GentlemalQ I had iii my Trafa 
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with a Letter to the Bifhop of Ainnjler^ tp 1^ 
him kitovtr the Place and Condition I was in, and 
dcfire he would fend ipe Giu^rd$ imme(}iatelv^ 
and ftcong enoueh to convoy me. TThe fJfignt 
following my Meflfcnger returned^ and brought: 



mc Word, th^t by .eight o' Qlock the Morning 
after, \ Comniancler or the BiJShop^s would i:ome 
fai fight of the Town J at the fltead of twelve 
))ttn(&ed Hoi:fe» and A^Ss^ I would come and 
join them ft) fooi* a* they appeared : I dt^fai. 
TSind after an eafie March till feur a Clocks I can;ir 
to a Cjftle of the Biffiop's, where I wa^ received 
by Lieutenant-general Gorgas^ a Scotchman^ in. 
that Service^ wno omitted notning of Honour on 
ISntertainment that could be riven me, Thera 
wa$ nothing here rem^rjcabk, out the moft epi^ 
'e«pa) way of Drinking that could be invented*. 
AwK)n as we came in the great Ifall, where ftood 
many Flaggons rea^^ charged, the General called! 
Ibr Wine w drink theKing^ Health,, they brought 
''Wmi ^Ibrmalfiell of Silver jUt, that might hold- 
about two Qjarts or more: be took it empty, 
puUed out the .Clapper^ and gave it me who he 
intended' to drink to j: then had the 3^11 filled,, 
drupk it off to his Miijefty*s Health,, then alked 
me for the Cla^er, put it in, turned down the 
Bell, and rung it out to fhowhe had play'd fair y 
and left nothing in it \ took out the Clapper, . de* 
fired me to give it to whom I pleafed ; then gave 
*his Bell to be filled again, and brought it to me* 
I that never ufed to drinlc, and feldom would try,, 
had commonly fonie Gentlemen with' me th4t. 
ferved for that Purpofe when 'twas nccel&ry : aiid. 
fo I had the Entertainment of feeing this Health- 
'^current through ibout. a' dozen^aods^ with; 
'no JTiore Shar^ is% it than Juil; what I ^edi$a. 
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The n«3ct Day siftsr Noon^ about a League 
from Mun/itr^ tlie Biiliw met me ac tke-Bead ef 
foyr thoufand Horfe» aiia» in Appefirance^ brave 
Troops. Fefdre his Coach, that drove vcjy fa0, 
eam0 a Guard of a bumdred Heydtikei^ tb«e he 
had brought from the laJK Campaign in Hungary ; 
tbev v^ere in /hort Coats and Caps> all of abroimi^ 
Colour, every Man carrying a oabfc by his Side, 
a ihort Pole-ax before bim> and a (krewed Qxtn 
hanging at hi$ Back by a leather Belt that went 
crois his Shoulder. In this Pofture they run al- 
moft &1II Speed, and in excelleot Order, and 
were faid to flxoot two hundred Yards with their 
ikrew'd Gun^ an^ ^ BuUet of the B^nefs of a 
large Pea, into the Breadth of a Dollar or Crown- 
piece.

The Bifliop would have left me imncfediateiy 
after he brought me to my Chamber; but I told 
fiim r could not let him go without afking an 
Hour of Audience that very Evening : he would 
have excufed it upon Refpeft- and Wearinefr, antl 
mlich Compliment ; but I perfifted in it, unlefe 
lire would chufe to fit down where we were, and 
enter upon Affairs without Ceremony.

^ I Vent to Supper after he left me,, but was told 
enough privately to fpoil' it before I fat down, 
'which was, that the Treaty ivas figned ztCUve^ 
tho' I took no Notice of it, becaufe I knew if it 
werefo, being angry would hurt nobody but 
my Mafter or myfelf. 

Next Day the.Bifliop made me a mighty Feaft 
among all his chief Officers, where we fat for 
four Hours, and in Bravery I drank fair like all 
the reft ; and obferved that my Spanijh Cornet 
and I that never iifed it, yet came off in better

Order than any of the Company. 1 was very 
fick after I came to my Lodging ; but he got a 
Horfeback: on purpofe to (hew himfelf about the 
Town, while the reft of the Company were out 
of Sight all the Afternoon. The Day !a/ter was 
agreed to give me an Account of the Affair of 
Clevey upon the Return of the Bifhop's Expreft 
after my Arrival j and at an Audience in the 
Evening, with great Pretence of Trouble and 
Grief he confeft the Treaty was fijgned, and fo 
paft RemeHv, arid that it had been fo before his^ 
Exprefs arrived, tho' much againft his Expefta- 
tlon, as he profeft ; I am fure 'twas not againft 
mine ;. for I MtBrtiffels in the Belief that I fhouM 
certainly find all concluded ; which made mf 
Journey much harder than it could have been with, 
any Hopes of fucceeding. - ' . 

I told him, when I found all ended, and no^ 
Hopes of retrieving it, that I would be gone 
within a Day or two, arirf would tilce my'Eeave 
of him that Night, beihg not well, and needing 
ibme Reft before I began my Journey.

ijtece I baitedy and pretended to go to Bed and- 
ftay all Night » but in an hpur's Time having 
got fre£b Koriba ready for four Men that I pre^ 
lendf d to fend before me i I put on a Cailamte of 
jjine of the Mar^uifs'i Guards* and with my rafl;e,. 
ll^e Duke ^iNiMurg'% Guard» and Colonel maf- 
jitu^ a Flmifii Ofiicer in the Munjf^r Serrice» 1 
took Horfe at the baek Door of my Inn > while 
the reft of >my Company thotight me in Bed, and^ 
refolved to ride as far ai I could the rei3^ of that 
jDayj leaving my Steward, to follow me the next,.

This Prince fern me hii 
Coach and his Complimeiits, with aTl the (2m^ 
lity in Ae World : I went away thit Afternoon, 
got to Ruremdnde the next, and from thenc^ 
hither, not without great Ehinger of the Dutch 
Parties even m the Spanijh Country: and to 
have ended the hardeft Journey that ever I made 
in my Life,' or ever fhall ; for fuch another I do not 
riiink I could ever bear with a Body no ftrongei: 
than mine. 

At mr Return, I have had the Portmie to fto^ 
feveral BiJh of Exchange, that would otherwiic 
have fallen into l!bc Httid$ of the Biflvop^s Agent 

here^ 
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here, and to forbid the Payment of the reft he 
xeceived in my Abfence, which' tho' accepted by 
the Merohaqts at Antwerp^ yet were not fatisfied^ 
the Time having not expired at which they were 

Sayable. And this Service to the King is all the 
atis&dion I have^ this Adventure, which has 
ended the whole Affair of Munjiir^ ^that has of 
late made fo much Noife, and raifed fo much 
JExpedation in the World.

*of the Company laughy. and others ridiculous, is 
the Game in Vogue ; I fear wc Ihall hardly fuc- 
cccd .at any other, and am forry, our Courtiers 
iJiould content themfelve* with fuch Viftories as 
thofe. 1 would havfi been glad to have feen Mr. 
■Cowley^ before he died, celebrate Captain Doughs 
hrs Death, who ftood and burnt in one of our

JAM forry his Majefty ihould meet with any 
^ thing he did not look for at the opening of 
this SeiEon of Parliament ; but confefs, I do not 
fee why his Majefty ftioiild not only confent, but 
encourage any Inquiries or Difquifitions they dc- 
llre to nuke into the Mifcarriagea of the late 

: War, 
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War, as well^as he has dpne already in the 
Matter of Accounts : For, if it be not neceiFary, 
it is a King's Eafe and Happinefs to content his 
People. I doubt,* as Men will never part wil- 
lingly with their Monies, unlefe they be well 
perfwaded it will be employ'd diredlly to thofe 
Ends for which they gave it \ fo they will never 
be fatisfyM with a Government, unlefs they fee 
Men are chofen into OiBces and Employments by 
being fit for them; continued, for aifcharging 
them well ; rewarded, for extraordinary Merit 3 
and punifli'd for remarkable Faults. Befides, in 
thefe Cafes, his Maiefty difcbarges the Hardfhip 
and Severity of all Punilhments upon the Parlia- 
ment, and commits no Force upon the Gentlends 
of his own Nature, while his Subjeds fee, tliat 
no Tendernefs of their Prince, nor Coi*fuption 
of Minifters, can preferve them long from pay- 
ing what they owe to any Forfeits of their Duty. 
Nor indeed, can any Prince do Juftice. to thofe 
that fervc him well, without punifhing thofe that 
ferve hiiti ill \ fm^e that is to lii^ke their Con- 
ditions equal whofe X>eferts are different.

After the Conclufion of the Triple Alliance, 
and the Peace of jfix^^ I was at an End of my 
Ambition; having feen Flanders /iwed as if it had 
been, by one of the Miraxrles, the Houfe of 
Ati/iria has, they fay, been ufcd to; and the 
general Interefts of Chriftendom fecured agaifift 
the Power and Attempts of France ; and at thr 
fame time the Confideratlon and Honour of hid 
Majefty and his Crown Abroad, raifed trf a De- 
gree it has not been in for fome Ages paft, and 
we had no Reafon to cxpe£l it fliould be in ibm?; 
Ages to come, upon the Decline it fek after the 
Btmncfs of Chatham^ and the' Peace of Brtda 

G 5 th^ 
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that fucceedcd it. I returned fron Atx to Bruffeh 
without other Thoughts than of continuing in 
that Station till I grew wearier of it than I was like 
to do very fuddeiuy, of a Plaoe> I confefs I love ; 
but immediately upon my Arrival there, I met with 
Letters from my Lord Jrlington^ which brought me 
the King's Orders to continue the Equipage of an 
Ambaflador, that I was in, upon my Aix Journey^ 
in order to my fcrvinghis Majefty in the fame Cha- 
ra6ter at the Hague^ whither he was refolved to 
lend me, and to renew upon occafion of our. late 
Alliances, a Character, which the Crown of 
England had difconttnued in that Country, fince 
King Jameses Time. In order hereunto I was 
left at liberty to take my Leave of the Marquis, 
and to return into England as (bon as I pleafed^ 
which I did by the Way of Holland^ and left 
moft of my Servants and Horfes at Utrecht. 

Upon my Arrival here, I was recetved both by 
the King and Court a great deal better than I 
could deferve or pretend ; but People feem ge- 
nerally pleafed with the Councils and Negotia- 
tions, in which I have had fo much Part flnce 
Chrijlmas laft ; and I underftand not Courts fo ilJ 
(how little foevcr I have been ufed to them) as 
not to know, that one ought not to lofe the Ad- 
vantage of coming Home with the common 
Opinion of fbme Merits or good Hitts at one's' 
Back J if one's Bufinels be de pmjferfa Fortune ; 
and I am put enough in mind of it upon this 
Occafion, byfeveiaiof thofe many new Friends 
one would think I had at this time of Day, as 
well as by fome of my old ones ; but I cannot 
imagine why I ihould pretend to have deferved 
more than my Pay of the King, for which I 
ferved him in my late Employments 3 and if I 

got 
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got Honour by them, 'twas fo much more than I 
had to reckon upon. Befides, I ihould be forry 
to afk Money of him at a Time when, for aught 
I can judge by the Cry of the Court, he wants it 
more than I do. The Spanijh AmbafTador and 
Baron d'/foky as well as others of my Friends^ 
would needs be afking a Title for me, and 'tis 
with Difficulty enough that I have prevented it; 
but 'tis that I am fure I never can have a mind 
to, and if it fhould ev^er be offered me, I re- 
folve it fhall cither begin with you, if you defire 
it, if not, with my Son, which I had much 
rather. But I fuppofe, nothing of this can 
happen in our Court without Purfuit, and fo I 
reckon myfelf in all thefe Points juft where I 
was about fix Months ago, but only defigned foe 
another Embafiy, and no Man knows how that 
will end. I am very much prefs'd to difpatch 
my Preparations for it, by my Lord Keeper and 
Lord JrUngtotiy who are extream kind to me, aj 
VfA\ as to the Meafures lately taken by their 
Miniftry, and (*eem to value themfelves a great 
deal upon them. They fay, all the Bulinefs thfj 
King now has, both at Home and Abroad, will 
turn upon my Hand in HoUandy by keeping th^ 
French from breaking in upon our late Alliances, 
ind the Confidence between us ; and by drawing 
the Emperor and the Princes of the Empire into a 
common Guaranty of a Peace; and thereupon 
they arc mighty earneft with me to haften away^. 
On t'other oide> the Commiffioners of the Trea- 
fury feem to have more mind to my Company 
here than I could expje<£t : for after fome of them 
had tried to hinder the King's Refolution, of 
fending either an Ambaflador at all into Holland 
(upon Pretence of fo long Difuie of that Cha-« 
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radter) or me in particular ; when that could 
not be carried, they prepared my Way by entering 
upon new Regulations in the Exchequer, among 
which, thofe concerning foreign Employments, 
brought down the Equipage Money of Ambaf^ 
ddors from three thoufand Pounds, as it has 
been ilnce the King came in, to fifteen hundred 
Pounds in France and Spain^ and to one thoufand 
Pounds in all other Courts j and their Allowance, 
irom one hundred Pounds a Week to ten Pounds 
a Day in France and Spain^ and to feven in other 
Places. Though this be pretended by the Com- 
miffioners a» only a Piece of a general Scheme of 
Parfimony, they find neceflary in the prcfent Con- 
dition of the Revenue ; yet I underftand it as 
calculated j«ft at this Time particularly for me ; 
and my Lord Arlington confeiles, he thinks it fo 
too, and takes part in it as a Piece of Envy or 
Malice to himfelf as well as to me, from fome 
who are fpited at all that has lately pailed 
between Us and Holland^ and at the Perfons who 
have been at the Head of thofe Councils. For 
my Part, I refent it not only as a Thing I have 
not deferved, upon an Employment caft wholly 
iipon me by die King's Choice, and, as he 
faems t6 think, by the Neceffity of his Affairs ; 
but as that which I find plainly by the Ihort Ex- 
perience of my laft Embafly, will not defray the 
Exp^nce of another, with any Honour to the 
Kijig or myfelf Abroad ; and though I do not 
pretend to m^e my Fortune by thcfe Em- 
ployments^ yet i confefs r do not pretend to 
ruin id neither. I have therefore been refblved 
feveral times abfolutely to refufe this Embafly, 
ukilttfe it be upon the Terms all others have had : 
]la(^ my liorar Arlington put* fo much Weight 
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upon my going,lhat he will not hear of it : he fays, 
'tis that our good Friends would have, and intend 
by this Ufage ; and that I can no way difappoint 
them fo much as by goin^, and that this Rule 
will be broken in three Months time : that I 
(hould not confider fmall Matters of Money i» 
the Courfe of my Fortnne, and that the King 
cannot fail of making mine at a Lump one 
time or other: that there is nothhig I may not 
expe£l from him upon my Return from this 
Embafly ; and that if his Majefty bad not thought 
me of abfoluteNeceffity to him in Holland upon' 
this Conjunfture, he had brought me now into 
Secretary Morris^ Place, which upoamy going 
Abroad is defigned for Sir John Trevor. My 
Lord Keeper is of the fame Mind, to have me 
by no means refufe it (as he fays) neither for the 
King's Sake nor my own ; and your old Friend 
Sir Kohert Long agrees with them both ; and fays^ 
after a Year or two of this Embafly, I cannot fall 
of being either Secretary of State, or fent Am- 
bailador into Spain ; which are both certain Ways 
of making any Mail's Fortune. 

With all this, I confefs I find it not very 
eafy to refolve, and very much defire yours and 
my Brother's Opinion upon it : and that you may 
the better give it me, I mall tell you one Circum- 
ilance which weighs a little with me, though 
not at all with my Friends here. They are all 
of Opinion, the Meafures the King has lately 
taken cannot be broken nor altered, however 
they may be fnarled at by fome Perfons, upon 
particular Envy or Int^reft j but I fee plainly there 
are otHers of another Mind. Sir Thomas Clifford 
faid to a Friend of mine in Confidence, upon all 
the Joy that was here' at the Condufion of the 

Triple 
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Triple Alliance ; JVell^ for ail this Noife^ we 
mujl have yet another War with the Dutch before it 
be long. And, I fee plainly already, that he and 
Sir George Downing are endeavouring with all 
the Induftry that can be, to engage the Eajl 
India Company here in fuch Demands and Pre- 
tenfions upon the Dutchy as will never be yielded 
to on that Side, and will iucreafe a Jealoufy, 
they will ever have, of our unfteady Councils, 
and of our leaving ftill a Door open for fome 
new Offences when we fhall have a mind to take 
them. On t*other Side, the French will leave no 
Stone unturned, to break this Confidence between 
Us and HoHand^ which fpoils all their Meafures, 
and without which, they had the World be- 
fore them. If they can^ they will undermine it 
in jHiZ/jTW^by Jealoufies of the Prince oiOrangey, 
or any other Artifice, and wiM fpare neither Pro* 
mifes nor Threats. If } fliould be able to keep 
that Side ftanch, they will fpare none of the 
fame Endeavours here, and will have fome good 
Helps that I fee already, and may have others 
that do not yet appear. If by any of tjiefe 
Ways, or other Accidents, our prefent Meafcres' 
come to change ; I am left in Holland to a cer- 
tain Lofs, upon the Terms they would fend me, 
though I fhould be paid, but to a certain Ruin if 
I fhould not ; which I may well expefk from the 
good Quarter I may reckon upon from fome in 
the Treafury ; and when my Embafly ends, I 
may find a new World here, and all the fine 
Things I am told of, may prove Caftles in the 
Air. There is I know, a great deal to be faid 
for my goiiig, but on t'other Side, I am well as I 
am, and cannot be ruined but by iuch an Ad- 
venture as this. I beg of you to let me know 

your' 
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your Opinion upon the Whole ; and if I could 
have the Confidence, I ihould beg a great deal 
more earneftly that I might lee you here, fince I 
Cannot get lopfe to wait on yoa there. Till I 
hear from you, I (hall let the Talk and the Forms 
of my Embafly go on, and am confident, how-~ 
ever they prefume, yet I can fpin out the Time 
of my going till about the End of Augujiy in hopea 
of feeing you here ; which will be^ I am fure, the 
greateft Satisfadlion thajt can befal,

Sir William Temple to the Earl of Nor-

My LORD^ 

1} Y the fame Poft which brought me the Ho- 
-*^ nour of a late Letter from your Lordfhip, I 
received from other Hands the News of my Lord 
of Northumberland's having left you to the ouccef- 
iion of all his Honours and Fortunes : which gives 
me the Occafion of acknowledging your Lord* 
(hip's Favour and Mem(»7; and at the fame time 
of condoling with you upon the Lofs of a Fa« 
ther, whofe great Virtues and Qualities muft needs^ 
have made lo many Sharers with you in this Af- 
fli£Uon. I hope the Help which is given your 
Lord(hip by fo many of your Servants and Friends 
upon this Occafion, will /erve to eafe your own 
Part in it : and that after all that can be oftered 
up to Decency, and to the Memoxy of fo great 

and 
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and excellent a Pcrfon, this will find your Lord- 
fliip rather taken up with the Imitation of his 
Virtues than the bewailing of his Lofs: Since 
this is but what he owed to Nature and to Age, 
and to the Courfe of long Infirmities ; and the 
other is what will be due from your Lordfhip 
all your Life, to your Birth, your Family, and 
yourfelf. Nor indeed can ever fo much depend 
upon ft) few Paces, as will now, upon thofeyour 
Lordfhip ihall make at your firft fetting out: 
Since all Men will be prefaging by them the 
Courfe of your Journey > as they will have indeed 
influence upon the £afe as well as the Direction 
of it. For my own Part, I expcft a great In- 
creafe of your Lordftiip's perfonal Honour upon 
this Occanon : and that having been fo excellent 
a Son of a Family, you will (hew yourfelf the 
fame in being now a Father of it ; fince nothing 
makes Men fit to c6mmand, like having learnt 
to obey; and the fame good Senfe and good Dif- 
pofitions make Men fuccecd well in all the feve- 
ral Offices of Life. Thofe I know will be your 
lLordihip*s Safety in entering upon a Scene, where 
you will find many Examples to avoid, and few 
to imitate : for I have yet feen none fo generally 
corrupted as ours at this Tim^, by a common 
Pride and Affectation of defpifuig and laughing, 
at all Face of Order, arid' Virtue, and Conformi- 
ty to Laws; wHich, after all, are Qtiali ties that 
mofl conduce to the Happinefs of a public State, 
and the Eafe of a private Life. 

But yolir Loi'dfhip will, I hope, make a great 
Examjjie, inftcad of needing other thaii thofe of 
your 6Wn Family, to which fo much. Honour, 
^der, and Dignity, have ticen very peculiar; as 
well ai the Confequenees of tneih^n the geiierst! 
Applaufe, and the particular Efteem of all thoic 

wha 
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who have had the Honour to know and obferve 
it. Among whom there is none more defirous 
to exprefs that Inclination by his Servicesj nor 
that has more of it at Heait than

LETTER XCV. 

Sir William Temple to Sir John Temple* 

SIR, 

T Muft make you my humble Acltn6wlc<%mcnt* 
-*• for fb great a Prefcnt, as you have been pleafed 
to fend me towards that Xxpence I have refolved 
to make at Sheen: and affurc you, no Part 
of it fliall either go any other way, or leflen 
what I had intended of my own. I doubt not 
to compafs what I told you of my Lord Lijle, 
for enlarging my finall Territories there j whcii 
that is done, I propofc to bcftow a thoufand 
Pounds upon the Conveniences of thi Houfe 
and Garden; and hope tfiat will reach all" I 
care for: So that your five hundred Pounds 
may be laid out rather for Ornament than Ufe, 
as you feem to define, by ordering me to make 
the Front perfcftly uniform. Your Care of that, 
and me, in this Matter is the more obliging, the 
lefs I find you concur with me in my Thoughts 
of retiring wholly from public AfFairs, ard to 
that Purpofe, of making my Neft at this timfe 

as 
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as pleafant and commodious as I can afFord it. 
Nor fhall I eafily refolve to offer at any of 
thofe Advantages you think I might make upon 
fuch a Retreat, of the King's Favour or good 
Opinion, by pretending either to Pcnfion or 
any other Employment. The Honour and Pay 
of fuch Foils as I have been in, ought to be 
cfteemed fufficrent for the bcft Services of them : 
and if I have Credit left with the prefent Mini- 
fters to get what is owing me upon my Em- 
bafly, I fhall think myfelf enough rewarded; 

. confidering how different a Value is now like 
to be put upon my Services in- Holland^ from 
what there was when they were performed. 
'Tis very likely at that time, as you bdieve, 
there were few reafonable Things the King 
would have denied me, while the Triple Al- 
liance and our League with Hotiand had fo 
great a Vogue ; and my Friends were not want- 
ing in their Advices to me to make ufe of it. 
But I have refolved never- to afk Him any 
thing, otherwife than by ferving htm well : and 
you will have the lefs Reafon perhaps to re- 
proach me this Method, if you will pleaie to 
remember how the two Embaffies of Aix la 
Cbapelli and Holland were not only thrown 
upon me without my feeking; but alio, what 
my Lord jfrlingion told me was deflgned for 
me upon Secretary Morris^ Removal, in cafi^ 
the King had not thought my Embafly inta 

, Holland of the greateft Neceflity in purfuancc 
of thofe Meafures we had taken with that 
State. 

For what you think of the Intereft we have 
ftill to purfue them, and confequently of the 
Ufe the King will iiill have of me upon that 

Occa- 
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Occafion; I will not enter into any Reafon* 
ings with you upon that Matter at thk Di- 
ftance; but will only tell you /bnie Paflages 
of Fa£l upon which I ground the Judgment 
I make of Affairs wherein I have no rart; 
and which I am not fo folicitous to draw in- 
to the Light, as I doubt others are to keep 
them in the Dark. And when I have told you 
thefe, I fhall leave you to judge whether I 
take my Meafures right as to my own private 
Condu(St. 

You know firft the Part I had in all our 
Alliances with Holland \ how far my own 
perfonal Credit was engaged upon them to 
Monfieur de IVitt ; and the Refolutions I not 
only acquainted him and you with, but his 
Majefty too; ^at I. would never have any 
Part in breaking them whatever fhould happen : 
tho' that I confefs could hardly enter into any 
body's Head that underftood the Interefts of 
Chnftendom as well as^ our own. I have given 
you fome Intimations how cold I have obferved 
our Temper at Court in thofe Matters for this 
lail Year; and how different it was thought 
abroad from that Warmth with which we en- 
gaged in them : fb as it was a common Saying 
at the Ha^e^ ^^il Jaut avouer^ qu'il y a eu 
neuf mots du plus grand Mini/iire du monde ni 
AngleUrre : for they wou Id hardly allow a longer 
Term to the Vigour of that Council v/hich 
made the Triple Alliance, and the Peace of 
Aix^ and fent me over into Holland this laft 
Embafly to purfue the great Ends of them, 
and draw the Emperor and Princes of the Em- 

fire into the common Guaranty of the Peace, 
nftead of this, our Pretenfions upon the Bufi- 

nefs 
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nefe of Surinam^ and the Eaft^Indta Coin- 
panics, have grown high and been managed 
with Sharpnefs between us and the States'^ 
and grounded (as Monfieur de Wtit conceives} 
Jnore upon a Defign of (hewing them our ill 
Humour than our Reafon. I was fenfible, 
that BTV Condud in all thefe Matters had 
^en mort for many Months paft of the Ap- 
probation at Court it ufed to receive ; and that 
Mr. Worden was fent over to me only to dif- 
parage it, or efpy the Faults of it ; tho' I think 
be returned with the Opinion that tfc Bufmels 
would not bear it. 'Tis true, b6th my Lord 
Arlington and Sir John Trevor contintied to the 
hft of my Stay in Holland to aflure me, that 
the King ftill remained firm in his Meafures 
tvith the States : but yet I fimnd the Bufkiefs 
of admitting the Emperor into the Guatahty, 
went downright lame : and t&att my Lord 
Keeper was in a manner out of the fbiiefgn 
Councils; for fo he writ to me himfelf, afid 
gave me Notice at the fame time, that my 
Lord ArFington yrt% not at z\\ the feme t6 tne 
that he had been : which I took for an iil 
Sign in our public Bttftnefs, arrd an ill Ch^cnm- 
ftance m my O's^ ; and the ttiott btcaufe I 
was fure not to have dcferved it; and found 
nothing of it in his own Letters, but only that 
they came feldom, and run more upon indif- 
ferent Things than they ufed to do. 

Ever fmce Madame^s Journey into England, 
the Dutch had grown jealous of fomething be- 
tween Us and France ; and were not like to be 
cured by thefe Particulars I have mentioned : but 
upon the Invafion and Seizure of Lorrain by 
France^ and my being fent for over fo fudden- 

- ly 
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ly after it, Monfieur de Witt himfelf could 
keep his Countenance no longer ; though he 
be neither fufpicious in his Nature, nor thought 
it the beft Courfe vo difcovcr any fuch Difpofi* 
tion iipon this Occafion, how much foever he 
had of it : but yet he told me at my coming 
away, that he mould make a Judgment of u& 
by the Suddennefs of my Return, which the 
sKing had ordered me to afliire him of. 

When I came to Town, I went immediate- 
ly to my Lord Arlingtcny according to my 
Cuftom. And whereas upon my feveral Jour- 
nies over in the late Conjunchires, he had ever 
quieted all Company to receive me, and did it 
always with open Arms, and in the kindeft 
manner that could be ; he made me this laft 
time ftay an Hour and half in an outward 
Room before he came to me, while he W9s in 
private with my Lord JJhly. He received me 
with a Coldnefs that I confefs furprifed me; 
and after a quarter of an Hour's Talk of my 
Journey and his Friends at the Hague^ inftead 
of telling me the Occafion of my being fent for 
over, or any thing el(e material, he called in 
Tata that was in the next Room, and after that 
my Lord Cr^^, who came upon a common Vifitj 
and in that Company the reft of mine pafs'd, 
'till I found he had nothing more to fay to me,, 
and fo went away. 

The next Morning I went however to him 
a^ain, defiring to be brought by him to kifs the 
King's Hand, as I had ufed upon my former 
Journies. He thought fit to bring me to his 
Maj^fty as he was walking in the MaU\ who 
ftopt to give me his Hand, and a(k me half 
a dozen QiieftioAs about oiy Journey; and 

about 
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about the Prince of Orange^ and fo walk'd on. 
Since which Time, neither the King nor my 
Lord ArHngtan have ever faid three Words to 
me about any thing of Bufmefs ; though I 
have been as often in their Way as agreed 
with fiich an ill Courtier as I am, or a man 
without Bufmefs as I found myfelf to be. 

I have feen my Lord Keeper and Mr. Se- 
retary Trevor: and find the firft uneafy and 
apprehenfive of our prefent Councils ; die laft 
fafficient and confident that no Endeavours can 
break the Meafures between Us and Holland^ 
becaufe they are efteemed fo neceflary abroad 
and fo rational at home: but, I nnd them 
botih but bardy in the l^irts of Bufmefs, and 
oniy in Right of their Pofts : and that in the 
Secret of it, the Duke of Buckingham^ my 
Lord Arlingtony my l^ord AJhlyy and Sir Thomas 
Clifford^ at ptcfent compofe the Miniftry. This 
I tell you in feort, as the Conftitution of our 
A^irs here at this time, and which I believe 
you may reckon upon. 

You know how dift'crent Sir Thomas Cliffora 
and I have always been fince our firft Ac- 
quaintance, in our Schemes of Government, 
and many other Matters, efpecially concerning 
our Alliance with Holland: and that has been 
the Reafon I fuppofe, of very little Commerce 
between us further than common Civilitjs in 
our frequent Encownters at my Lord jirlifigtoris 
for feveral Ye^rs pail: this made me a little 
furprifed at his receiving me upon my firft 
coming over, and treating me fince with a 
moft wonderful Gracioufnefs, till t'other Day, 
which I fuppofc has ended that Style. Upon 
the firft Vifit he made me, after many Civi- 
lities, 
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lities, he told me, he muft needs have two 
Hours Talk with me at fome Time of Ler- 
fure 'ai|d in private, upon our Affairs in Hol- 
land: and ftill repeated this almoft every time 
he faw me : till one Day laft Week, when 
we appointed the Hour, and met in his Clofct, 
He began with great Compliments to me about 
my Services to the King in my Employments 
abroad j went on with the Neceffity of preferv- ^ 
ing our Meafures with Hollandy and the mutual 
Intereft both Nations had in it, and concluded ' 
with wondering why the States fhould have 
fhewed fo much Difficulty upon thofe two Af- 
fairs of Surinam and the Eaji- India Company, 
wherein our Demands feemcd fo reafonable* 
And how it came about that I had failed in 
compaffing his Majefty's Satisfadlion in thofe 
two Matters, after having fucceeded fo much 
in all my other Negotiations. I thought he 
might not have underftood the Detail of thofe 
two Affairs; and fo deduced it to him, with 
the Dutch Reafons, which I confefs feemed to 
me in many Points but too wtU grounded. 
He feemed unfatisfied with them all, and told 
me I muft undertake that Matter again, and 
bring it to a Period \ and aiked me whether 
I did not think I could bring them to Reafon : 
I fakl pUinly I believed I never could, to what 
we called fo, and therefore was ^^ery unwilling 
to undertake it: that I had fpent all my ^hot 
in vain; and therefore thought their beft way 
would be to employ fome Perfon in it that had 
more Wit or Ability than I. Upon this he 
grew a little moved; and replied. That, for 
my Wit and Ability they all knew I had enough ; 
and all thd Queflion v^as^ whether I was will- 
ing 
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ing to employ them upon this Ojccafion, whick 
fo much concerned the King's Service and the 
Honour of the Nation. Hereupon I told him, 
how I had ufed my utmoft Endeavours in it 
already, how many Reprefentations I had made 
the States; how many Conferences I had had 
with their Commiffioners, how long and par- 
ticular Accounts I had given them hitherto; 
and how. I had valued all the Reafons tranf- 
mitted me from hence; and how all to no 
Purpofe: and being, I confefs, a little heated 
after fo long and unpleafant a Converfation 
^as well as ne) I aflc'd him in the Name of 
God what he thought a Man could do more i 
Upon this in a great Rage he anfwered me; 
Yes, he would tell me what a Man might 
do more, and what I ought to do more ; which 
was, to let the King and all the World know 
how bafely and unworthily the States had ufed 
him ; and to declare publicly how their Mini- 
fiers were a Company of Rogues and Rafcals, 
and not fit for his Majefty or any other Prince 
to have any thing to do with; and this was 
a Part that no body could do fo well as I. 
My Anfwer was very calm. That I was not a 
Man fit to make Decorations ;^ that whenever 
I did upon any Occafion, I ihould fpeak of 
all Men what 1 thought of them; and fo I 
ihould dp of the States,' and the Minifiers I 
had dealt with there ; which was all I could 
iay of this Bufinefs. And fo our Converfation 
ended. 

Upon all thefe Paflages, and feme others not 
fit for a Letter, I have fixed my Judgment 
of the Affairs and CounfeU at prefent in D^- 
fign or Deliberation h«:e. I apprehend Wea- 
ther 
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dier coming, ^at I ihall have no mind to be 
abroad in j and therefore refolved to get a warm

I cannot find diem willing yet to end my 
Embafly in Form, or give me leave to fend - 
nver for my Wife and iFamily ; which I caffly 
apprehend the Reaiqn of, ana pfii}ft go througnr 
$^ well as I can; tho* my Expence at the 
Hague be gi^at, and my Hopes little here of 
getting i^iy Pay, as I find Affairs go and Dif- 
pofitions too in the Treafury, where all is dif- 
pofed in a manner by Sir Thonuis Clifford. In 
the mean time, I have fent over for my Spmijh 
Horfe, and intend to fend a Groom away with 
him to Dublin^ in hopes you will be pleafed 
with him. I can be fo with nothing more than 
the Occafions of exprefEng always that Duty 
wherewith I am*

be, to be fatisfied vvith my Services. And upon 
my Defire that he would give me fome Help m 
the Difpatch' of my Payments' due from the 
Exchequer, fince I was relblved to afk him no- 
tfiing elfe ; and bid been at fo great Expence 
to maintain my Fartiily iat the Hague fo long 
without their Help: he told me he would. fpcak 
to the Commiflioners of the Treafury to do mb 
J'uftice ; and in the mean time would give me 
Sie Plate belonging to itiy Embafly, which I 
had flill iri my PoffeffiqA.

dom. 

The Dutch Miniftcrs at Court, as ill Nofes 
asr th^y have, began to fmell the Powder after 
the Captain's fhootingj and know not what 
Countenances to fet upon it here, and will' I 
doubt be more to feek at their Return.

I hear- jrou do in public Difcourfes diflike 
(bme Things in the Church of England^ as the 
Marriage of the Clergy, which is a Point which 
no Rsman Catholic ^yin pretend to be of the Ef- 
fence of Religion, and is in ufe in many Places 
which are of the Communion^ of the Church of 
Romey as in Bohemia^ and thofe Parts x>f the Greei 
Church which fubmit to the Roman: and all 
Men know, that in the late Council of Trinty 
the Sacraments of both Kinds, and Liberty of 
the Clergy to marry 9 were very paffionately prefled 
both by the Emperor and King of France for their 
Dominions; and it was afterwards granted td 
Girmaw^y though under fuch Condtttoir^ as made 
it tnefiectual ; which however (hews that it was. 
not, nor ever can be look'd upon as a Matter 
of Religion. Chriftianity was . many hundred 
Years old before fuch a Reflraint was ever heard 
of in the Church \ and when it was endeavoured, 
it met with great Oppofitiony^ and wsts never 
(ubmitted to» And as the pofitive Inhibition feems* 
abfblutely unlawful, fo the Inconveniences whicli 
refult from thence, will upon a juft Difquifition^ 
be found fuperior to thofe which attend the 
Liberty which the ChriiKan Religion permits. 
Thofe Arguments which are not ftrong enough 
to draw rerfons from the Roman Communion- 
into that of the Church of England^ when Cuftom 
and Education, and a long ftupid Refignation of 
all their Faculties to their Teachers, ufually fbuts 
out all Reafon. to the contrary j- may- yet* bfc 

abundant 
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that I may not be admitted in fuch a Seafon a8~ 
this, to confer with you, when I am confident 
I would fatisfy you in. aJl Doubts, and make it 
appear to you, that there are many Abfurdities 
in the Roman Religion, fnconfiftent with your. 
Judgment and Undexftanding; ; and many Im^ 
pieties inconfiftent with your Cbnfcience j fo that 
before you can fubmit to the Obligations of Faith', 
you muft diveft your/elf of your fiatural Reafon 
and common Senfe, and* captivate the Piftates 
of yotrr Confcience, to the rmpofitions of an 
Authority which has not any Pretence to oblige, 
or advife you*. If you vvill not with Freedom; 
communicate the Doubts which occur to you, 
to thofe near you, of'whofe Learning and Piety 
you have had fuch Experience, let me conjure 
you to impart them to me, and to expert my 
Anfwer before you Tuflfer them to prevail 6ver.

The Dutcbefs^s Anfwtn. 

TTITHEREAS I have beea ever from* my. 
'^^ Infancy bred up in the JSw^/i^ Prt>teftant 
Religion, knd havfe had. very able Perfons to in^ 
ftru(5 me in the Gtounds thereof^ and I doubt 
not but I ani ejcpoled to the Cenfure of an 
infinite; Number of' PeriSns, who are aftbniflied: 
at my quitting it,, to embrace the Religion of 
the Roman Catholics *, (for which I have ever 
j>rofeffed a great Averfion) and therefpre I have 
thought fit, to give fome Satisfa<^on to my 
Frlendsj by declaring unto them the Reafons 
npon which, I have been moved to do it; 
without engaging myfelf in long and unprofitable 
Difputes touching the. Matter. . *

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I prolcft therefore before God, that flnce mX 
coming into England^ no Perfon, either Man 
or Woman, hath at any time perfuaded me 
to alter my Religion 5 or hath ufed any Dif- 
coiirfes to me uiX)n that;Subje6t.

Favoqr from God, who hath , 
been gr^cioufly pleafed to. hear the Prayers I.

in ^ C4(e I wgis- not in the Right. AnJit was 
the Devotion I obferved in the Catholics there,, 
which^ induced me to mak^e that Prayer ;.,alth.o*. 
my own * J)evotion during all. that Time was, 
vfery flicnder.- I did flotwithft^ndmg, all the Xio^^. 
L was. in thbfe Co\iritries^" befieve' P. was in** 
the true Religion ;' neither had! tne leaft Scruple 
of it, "until November liAi a^ which Time, read- 
ing Dr. Heylitth Hiftory of the ReformatiQn, 
which had* been highly recommended ^o. me, I. 
Was fo far from finding, the SatlsfafUon. . I cjc- . 
pe6led, that I ' found ; nothing but ' | Sacrilege? ^ .' 
and loojcing over the 'Re^lpns therein fct down, * 
which caulerf the Scpiratioii of the Church of 
EnglanJ'hom that of Rome^ I re^d three there, 
Which to me, were great Impieties. ' TheTirft 
was, T^hat Henry Vlfl. had. caft off the Pope*^ .

And '^c piircT cdnfifted in'**thw,^*t*tkt Que^n I 
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could not kef^ it, but by fcfloancb^ a: Cbxkdi^ ^

I could not be pttfu2ded the Holy Qhoft wduld ] 
ever .have made ufe of Aich Motives as dieie ' 
nirerey to change Relkiitfr, and wa$ aftohifhcd ' 
cbat the Bifhop^, if they had" no ' other liiten- 
tfon than ttf eftabUfh 6ie DoflbriAe of the ^ri- 
jfiitive Church, had jjiot attdnpted it before the 
Schiim of &rtfy Vni. whldi v^ras grounded upon 
Ach unjuft^ble Pretefices..

^dng m>tice of th6m. Amon^i{ tfaefe, . were the 
Real Prefeitce of our Sa:vi6ur m the Sacraments,,, 
the' In&nAility of tlie.Ghurch, Cohfeffion, and 
Prayers for the Dead, 1. treated of thefe Pairti- 
cfilars feve^ally, vdth tw6 of the aioft learned 
Bi0iOps 6f Engbtkdi and advifiiig upon thefe 
Subjeas,. they told nXe, that it was to be wilh'd, 
th^ the Church of England had reuined feve- 
ral Things it altered: as for Example, Confef-v 
iSbh,; il^hfoh, without Doubts is of divine Infti- ;

All ihdeDilcourfes^werealVleans to inttc^Cii 
the Defire I had to embrace the Ro^itan Cattolit 
ASgiofij and ^dded ntocfa to the inward Tt^tible 
♦f mj Mind; but the Fear I had to be hafhr 
in a Matter of that Importance^, made nte zcH 
vfm\yi wkh all Pretatfti<»tis neceflkry hi fuch a 
Cafe. I pray*dinccffandyto^0^t thathewbuM 
be pleafed to inform me intheT/ath of thef^ 
faints f Whereof I doubted^ \Miii Chri/iMarD^y^ 
goinr to receive sti tKcKin^ Chapel, I found 
tti^mf m greater TitiaWe dtari eii^er I ha:d bitfe^ 
. ifH nehher was it poflJble for me ta be at'(pii<^t,' 
«ntil I had difcoveted myfelf to a certain* Cathdief 
who prefeml jr iwDt^^t m'e'a Pridi Ht vO'as th'e^ 
firfl of them . wkh wherirt i ev^r *convt*rfed, and, 
the more I converfed with him, the ttiOY€ t 
found myfelf to be confirmed in the Refolutipn 
I had taken.

I thought^ impoftble to 
doubt of thefe Words^ Thii- it 4ny Bidy; and I 
am verily perfuaded, that our Saviour who is 
Truth ttfelfy and hath promifed to continue 
widi his Church to the World's End, would 
never fufFer thcfe hply Myfterics to the Laity, 
only under oi^^ Kind, . if it^ was- ineonfiftent 
with his IniftitdtioiT of 'th^t^ Sacrament; 

I am not able to difpute touching thefe things 
with any body, and if I were, I would not go 
.about to do it, but I content myfelf to have 
wrote this, ^to juftiiy the Change I have made 
of my Religion; and I call God to witnefs, I 
had not done it» had I believed I could have

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been faved in that Church, whereof till thm 
I was a Member. I proteft ferioufly, I have 
not been induced to this, by any worldly Interefts 
or Motivesy neither can the Truth of this my 
Proteftation be rationally doubted by. any Per- 
fon, ilnce it was evident that thereby I loft all 
my Friendf, and very much prejudiced my Re-* 
putatioui/but having ferioufly confidered with 
myfelf) -whether I ought to renounce my. Portion 
in the other World, to enjoy the Advantages 
of my prefent Being here, I afTure you I found 
it no IJiiEculty at all, to reiblve the coiitrary, 
for which I render Thanks to .God, who is the 
Author of all Gopdnefs. 
. My only I^rayer toi.him is, tb^ the poor 
Catholics of thi^ Kii^om^ may not be profe- 
cuted upon my Account, and t befeech God to 
.grant me, Patience in my Affli^bns, and that 
what; Trioulatiohs foever his Goodnefs has ^p* 
pointed for me,^I may iago jthrough with them# 
as that I may hereaftpi; ^oy a Happine^ for all 
5;ternity.
